Judge Cantrll! ordered another 
venire of seventy-five men from Bour¬ 
bon county, and court adjourned until 
Monday morning at 9 o’clock. 

The Jury box has been filled six times. 
The Commonwealth has exercised three 
of Its five peremptory challenges and 
ihe defense thirteen of Its fifteen The 
Jurors who have been finally accepted 
by both sides are as follows;

"Just because I granted a favor to

I shall recall that Juror." 

*T am not seeking to do anything of 
the kind," replied Mr. Owens. 

"You certainly are," replied the court. 
The defense wanted to argue the 
question and cause more delay, but 
Mr. Franklin eaid he would consent to 
call another juror in Mr. Boardman’a 
place If Mr. Owens persisted in his re¬ 
fusal to make his challenges.

Are Nonunion M e n At 
Empire Mines. 


THE SHOOTING CONTINUES. 


ATTACKS FROM AMBUSH ALARM 
CHRISTIAN COUNTY. 


GUARDS ARE ON DUTY. 


Hopkinsville, Ky., Oct 12.-[Special.] 
—.Scarcely an hour, day or night, passe* 
at the Empire min*-* tn this county that 
the report of a pistol or Lhe crack of a 
gun Is not heard, and though none of 
the nonunion miners has been wound¬ 
ed for more than a week, they are kfpt 
tn a state of fear and excitement, dread, 
lng a possible outbreak. The presence 
of armed guards has relieved the situ¬ 
ation to some extent. They are resting 
the county *S0 a day, and the length of 
their stay at Empire la Indefinite. At 
every piece of mining property two 
guard* are stationed. 

One hundred and Ujlrty-five m**n are 
now at work In the Empire mine, and 
It Is being operated to Us fullest capac¬ 
ity. The miners claim to be not the least 
In sympathy with the union, and but for 
Che menace of bullets from hidden foe*. 


would be thorouhly satisfied with their 
condition. 

Bud and Bert Knight, the union min¬ 
ers who are under indictment for ma¬ 
licious shooting and wounding with In¬ 
tent to kill, growing out of the reoent 
a* ran It from ambush on the Empire 
miners, narrowly escaped being cap¬ 
tured yesterday. Deputy Sheriff Chairlrs 
J. Barnes and a squad of guards, who 
had been searching for the men, sur¬ 
prised them in camp near the Hopkins 
county tine. The brother* were sur¬ 
rounded and ordered under arrest, 
though half a dozen carbines w*ere cov¬ 
ering them the men sprang through the 
line of officers and ran across the coun¬ 
ty line. They were pursued and could 
early have been shot by the guards, but 
they were unwilling to kill or Injure 
them by firing on them. The chase was 
finally abandoned. 

Pogscman Bud Colley was here this 
morning and reported that the guard* 
were again fired upon several time* 
from long range Thursday night. 


NEGROES IMPORTED 

To Take Strikers’ Places In Hopkins 
County Coal Mines. 

Madlsonvllle. Ky.. Oct. 12.—[Special.] 
—Thl* has been another very quiet day 
throughout the strike regions. AH the 
mines In the district were at work 
again to-day and. with the exception of 
the Monarch and Hetnecke mines, all 
had full forces. A number of negroes 
were brought to this city Inst night and 
this morning. They will be put to work 
In the Reinecke and Monarch mines. 
The work of disarmament is progress¬ 
ing satisfactorily. The guards and dep¬ 
uty sheriffs at the St. Bernard mines, 
at St. Charles, surrendered their arms 
to Capt. Thomas this morning. They 
were then discharged and the property 
of the companies was turned over to 
Capt. Thomas, who. with a detachment 
of the State Guards, will guard the 
mines. 

All but three of the mines In the 


county are now guarded by the militia. 
The three mines left unguarded are 
the Oakhill. Barnsley and Mortons 
Gap. As there has be«*n no trouble of a 
serious nature at these places it is 
not thought advisable to send troops. 

Only a few* more arms remain In the 
possession of either the guards or the 
union men. They were to have been 
surrendered to-day, but owing to the 
Inclemency of the weather none was 
brought in to-day and none was ex¬ 
pected. 

The union men have made prepara¬ 
tions to hold mass-meetings in every 
mining town In the district next week, 
and will begin with a meeting at the 
courthouse Monday night, with Presi¬ 
dent Woods as the principal speaker.

FATAL QUARREL. 


ESTTLL COUNTY MAN KILLS HIS 
HALF-BROTHER 


AND THEN COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Result of a Dispute Growing Out of 
a Divorce Suit Filed a Year Ago. 


Irvine, Ky., Oct. 12.—[Special.]—Be- 
cnu*e his half-brother, DUlard Brlnegar, 
testified against him tn a divorce suit 
a year ago, Court Dunaway shot and 
killed him last night, and to-day com¬ 
mitted suicide to keep from being cap¬ 
tured by a posse. 

Dunaway and his wife separated 
about a year ago and Dunaway filed 
suit for divorce, which he wt»« not 
granted. At the time he accused hi* 
half brother of swearing falsely against 
him. and ever since the trial the tw*o 
men have been enemies. Last night 
Dunn way renewed the quarrel and fired 
a load of buckshot Into the back of 
Brlnegar’* head killing him Instantly. 

Dunaway then escaped to the mount¬ 
ains, where lie remained all night. Early 
this morning he went to a house where 
his wife had obtained employment a* 
cook, and hiding hlmsetf under a sta;h*- 
w*oy near the kitchen, awaited her ap¬ 
pearance. When she came on the porrh 
in attending to her household duties 
Dunaway sprang from his place of con¬ 
cealment and emptied one barrel of hi* 
shot gun at her. She *prang toward 
him. and striking the gun to one ald£ 
escaped unhurt with the exception of 


being badly powder burned In the face. 
She then ran and Dunaway shot again 
at her but missed. 

Dunaway immediately fled to the 
mountain* and a large posse started in 
pursuit. The officers soon got on hi* 
trail, but w*hen they arrived within 
sight of the fugitive he placed hi* gun 
to his breast and killed himself. 


THROUGH CABLE TO ASIA 

FAVORED BY MR. KNOX. 


Suggests That President Ascertain 
Applicant’s Intentions Before 
Granting Philippine Right. 


Washington, Oct. 12.—Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Knox had a long con¬ 
ference with President Roosevelt 
tonlay in regard to the appli¬ 
cation of the Pacific Commercial Cable 
Company to lay a cable from the Unit¬ 
ed State* to the Philippine* by way of 
Hawaii and Guam. Mr. Knox advised 
the President to Mike no action at pres¬ 
ent. hut to awult further Information as 
to the purpose of the company after its 
cable was completed to the Philippines. 
It is deemed desirable to know whether 
it would extend Its own line to China 
or would make some arrangement with 
the English company which already ha* 
a cable from Hong Kong to Manila. 

The Attorney General regarded It as 
very Important that there should be a 
complete line from the United State* to 
the Phillppin”* and the continent of 
Asia, as in case of war It might be 
necessary f.*r the United States not on¬ 
ly to control a cable line to the Philip- 
i l also to control a Una from 

the Philippines to China or some other 
point in Asia. 

The matter of th<* Spanish concessions 
granb-d In 1H98 to the English company, 
giving it an exclusive franchise for 


cable comneotlon* In the Philippines 
wias carefully considered. Attorney 
General Knox advised the President 
that thl* exclusive franchise would not 
hold. He olted the recent action by the 
Transvaal commission, which held that 
the concessions granted by the Boer 
Government in Lhe Transvaal would 
not be recognised ns vulid by the Brit¬ 
ish Government. 

The probability is that no definite ac¬ 
tion will be taken by the Pres¬ 
ident In relation to the com¬ 
pany's proposition until the oom- 
pany shall have made clear Its li 
tlons r» gardlng the cable line between 
the Philippine* and Chins. 

A NEGRO KILLED. 


Accidental Discharge of a Pistol 
Proves Fatal. 

Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
Abe Brook*, colored, shot and killed 
John Morris, colored, near Kincaid, this 
county, last night. The two men, with 
several companions, were walking 
Along the road. A* they passed an old 
vacant house, said to be haunted, they 
decided to go in and look for ghosts. 
While some were looking around with 
a lantern, a pistol which Morrla held In 
hls hand exploded, the bullet striking 
Brook* over the heart, killing him in¬ 
stantly. 

The negroes claim that the shooting 
was an accident, but Morris was arrest¬ 
ed to-day and lodged In jail.

PEARL FEVER. 


CITIZENS OF TRIGG COUNTY 
LOOKING FOR JEWELS. 

Some Beautiful Specimens Discovered 
In Little River, Though Few 
Possess Great Value. 

Hopkinsville, Ky.. Oct. 12.— rSperfal.l 
—Many pearls have been found recently 
In Trigg coimty. and a section of the 
country lyln;r between this city and 1 
Cadiz is Infected with the pearl fever. 
This district is situated along the hanks 
of Little river. For six months or more 
pearl* have occasionally been found .In 
th© stream, which is only nt^ut waUt 
deop, and recently a number of beautiful 
specimens have been dls^vered. When 
the fever was at U* height two or three 
weeks ago. many of the farmers forsook 
their fields to wade In the water and 


search for the gems. All of the pearls 
are found In the shells of common mtis- 
evH.snd persistent search is required.f t 
in many of them no trace Is found. 
Thousands of shells line 'the banks of 
the stream where they were thrown by 
eager st-archers after being opened. 

Though the beds and every foot of the 
river, until It reaches a depth too great, 
have been gv>ne over thoroughly, fct Is 
said to have been found to pay to search 
the territory time and again, os th© 
mups^ls are constantly working up out 
of the ground. 

Though thousands of pearls have been 
found not a great many of them are 
valuable. They vary considerably In 
size, and the majority of them are 
small. Every once In a while Urge ones - 
are discovered, some as big ns a pea. 
The color also varies. The white are 
the most plentiful, but gray, pink and 
green ones are frequently found. Sev¬ 
eral residents of the district hnve mad* 
the business of collecting i>earls profit¬ 
able. having sold some beautiful ones at 
good prices to .jewelers here and else¬ 
where. Joseph Ledford and George 
Macgraw, well known farmers, have 
sold several hundred dollars’ worth, and 


a number of person* have disposed of 

id Clor 


arks- 


siruUl collections In this city and , xw _ 
vllle. Term., at price ranging from fifty 
cents to $60 for each pearl. Sever*! 
farmers have put negroes to hunting In 
the stream and buy pearls from them 
at from a few cents to a dollar each as 
soon as they are found. 

The largest single collection Is prob¬ 
ably owned by T. \V\ Wadilngtcm, who 
lives In the Caledonia vicinity. He has 
already sold sevaral hundred and now 
has nearly a thousand, and Is adding 
more dally by buying them from ths 
finders. He has sent the collection to 
New York to be valued by an expert.

UDGE BARKER’S DECISION. 


EAVESDROPPERS HAVE NO 
STANDING IN COURT. 


RECEIVER IS REFUSED. 


Judge Barker granted a temporary 
Injunction yesterday In the stilt of/the 
Louisville Home Telephone Company 
against the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company requiring the latter 
company to cut off the tops of the 
pole* recently erected by It along the 
aouth side of Frankfort avenue, between 
Reservoir and Raymond avenues, so that 
they shall be ten feet tower than the 
plaintiff company s poles.

A bond for $2,500 w«i* 
filed. _ 

Eavesdroppers Have No Standing. 

In refusing to grant a divorce yester¬ 
day, Judge Toney threw out of court 
the testimony of eavesdroppers—the only 
foundation for the suit, as shown lu the 
record.

During a journey this jtummer through 
th. v new* dominions of Russia in tlie Far 
I3aM 1 was able to personally much 
oi the work *he is doing In assimilating 
her latent aequlfdtlcnn. It is hardly 
povrtible to exaggerate the impoitar.cn 
c*f these movements, which In the com¬ 
ing Strug* e. about to*ensue among the 
Great Powers In the Facifle, will enable 
Russia to play a prominent part, anti 
one apparently quite unanticipated by 
the world, tt is deeply lntecrstlng to 
the student of history red politics to s e 
Ibe entirely original methods of empire 
gaining and making by the Russian 
nation. Up to the present they hove 
becu crowned with remarkable success, 
but whether a check !n in ntore for the 
ambitious Muscovite is distinctly a 
doubtful matter. I propose to recapit¬ 
ulate some of his more recent doing.*, 
a* they bear on the Important ta*k of 
Russifying Manchuria. 

Briefly, the most recent Information as 
to :hc situation, gathered on the spot, 
Is that Russia, while not absolutely re¬ 
fusing to evacuate Manchuria, is rap- 
Idly taking *tcr* which will make such 
evacuation ImpoMtfff 1 have always 
been convinced that, though th* oppor¬ 
tunity arrived foiotier than she desired, 
Ruasiar. w determined sooner or later 
to aevimiiat Manchuria, especially 
when it hceatt - more and more, the 
natiii.ii continuation of her Siberian 
Umpire \nd. moreover, through It 
turn! tun th^ most important section of 
bet tn 'at transcontinental line.

Permanent Occupntlcn. 

There Is a strong and not unnatural 
feeling in certain quarters—doubtless 
much accentuated by national embar¬ 
rassments elsewhere—that as Manchuria 
is of no particular value to any on#* 
save the Russians and the Chinese, they 
might be left to settle its affairs between 
them; but at the same time we have 
repeated official assurances that Rus¬ 
sia's action Is merely temporary. Any 
acquaintance with what is row lining 
done in Manchuria altogether precludes 
the Idea that she will ever relinquish the 
position she has gained. 

To tak* the situation as It actually 
stands. Russia has lined her side of 
the Amur with Cossack stanitsas, and 
has therefore w ithin easy reach or Matu 
i:hurtA—simply on the other side of a 
shallow '-tream—a great reserve of sol¬ 
diers whose numbers cannot be counted, 
though all are available for nftynsr- or 
defense, as every Cossack is trained to 
the use of arms. Beyond this nhe has a 
lme of railway passing through the heart 
of Manchuria, not yet open to traffic U 
Is true, along its whol* length. liable 
to accident by floods, and having still 
some hundred and thirteen miles un- 
brldged and unlaid, and a tunn*! 
through the Khlngan range to com¬ 
plete* but still affording communication 
with VludivostOCk on the one hand and 
Port Arthur on the other.

Manchurians Debased. 

Manchurl was originally the home of 
a race to whom these sordid considera¬ 
tions would have been nothing beside 
their freedom and the sanctity of their 
family tombs, but centuries of peace 
and prosperity have debased the Man- 
ohu. Since the Manchu conquest of 
China the country has been drained of 
her best Mood, either for the Imperial 
army or to be planted down in fat posts 
throughout the empire. The land be¬ 
came at Arm an Alsatla, and to this day 
harbors the fugitives from Chinese Jus¬ 
tice In its hills; but litter came a great 
influx of merchants, chiefly from Shan¬ 
si, the great trading province of China, 
and of laborers from Shan Tung, and the 
land of th* proud nomad Manohuu be¬ 
came* settled. busy and prosperous. The 
brigands, descendants of the first out¬ 
laws of the Seventeenth century, aug¬ 
mented by the offscourings of the coun¬ 
try* during the centuries which followed, 
have, however, always proved a curse 
to the country, and many tales are told 
of their during and bravado, it is main¬ 
ly to them that must be nltrlbuied the 
recent disturbance*, which gave Russia 
the longed-for opportunity, and It would 
be in no way a deviation from Russian 
codes if the rising, which happened at 
such a psychological moment, had been 
artificially stimulated. At any rate, 
the measures of reprisal Immediately 
adopt* i were such that, had China been 
In a less helpless condition, she would 
certainty have been forced to defend 
herself. In any oase the “state of war" 
prodatmed was convenient to RuFsia, 
and the farce was kept up to such an 
extent that even last June. when, every¬ 
thing was perfectly quiet, the country 
safer than It had been for years, and 
the only disturbances the occasional 
brushes with Isolated bands of brigands, 
I read not m rely In French but English 
papers of Manchuria u* a country In a 
slate of war.

North and the CoA 9 t. 

There are now two main lines of 
r.Mssian oicupaft^n running from east 
to west in Manchuria — that on the 
Amur river, which forma the frontier, 
and that of the Kaldolva to Vladivo- 
atoek section of the railway. These 
are linked In th* East by the Sungari 
river, which is also lined with Cossack 
stunltzaa, and patroled by Russian 
steamboats, and between the Sungari 
and the Russian line which skirts the 
eastern border of Manchuria not a Chi¬ 
nes** official is to be seen. Thus the 
north of Manchuria is cut off. practic¬ 
ally Inclosed on every aide, by the Rus¬ 
sian lines. What remains of the coun¬ 
try Is bisected by the KHarbin to Port 
Arthur railway. This passe* through 
Kirin and Mukden, and at both these 
towns Russia is supreme. At Kirin the 
Inland naval docks and shipbuilding 
yards are in the charge of Russian of- 
fUloJs, and a gunboat commands the 
river. Coming south, we And Russia 
guarding the Corean frontier and col¬ 
lecting all the taxes there, while a Rus¬ 
sian passport is necessary for travel 
in any part of Manchuria. 

' • » » 

Three Porta Left. 

On the only bit of coast notv left to 
Manchuria there are three ports. Port 


Arthur Is now an utmost Impregnable 
stronghold, and is intended merely as a 
naval station. Close to Port Arthur, 
and practically the terminus of the 
Trans-Siberian line. Is Dalny, on which 
the Russian Government has lavished 
colossal sums, hoping to make it as 
perfect in Its way ns a commercial cen¬ 
ter end port a* Port Arthur Is from the 
strategic point of view A? usual, th* 
Government of Russia Is b*glninng at 
what we consider the wrong end. To 
build the city end wait for the popula¬ 
tion seems to us putting the cart be¬ 
fore tin* horse; but Russia has her own 
wu> of doing these things. She built 
a railway across a continent and 
through an uninhabited country* When 
the Tratirt-BUMO'lan was planned her 
eastern empire was still a dream: be¬ 
fore the line Is finished It will be a 
reality. 

• • • 

New-Chang Under Russia. 

The third port. Xew-chwang. in the 
forthcoming phase might prove a thorn 
Ir. the flesh to Russia. As every one 
knows it Is a treaty port in which all 
the Powers have equal rights, but in 
which British interests are 7f> per cent, 
and Rusaiuti nil. As far hack as forty 
years ugo New-chwang was taken up 
by the British Government, and since 
then has been practically left to work 
c»ut Its own salvation. For many years 
tile Imperial Government has been 
vainly petitioned for help in the matter 
of protecting tb** bund, or sen front¬ 
age, from encroachments which bid 
fair to wash away the whole foreshore, 
but this, though a serious feature, has 
nor been the worst thorn in the side 
of the New-chwang merchant. The 
state of th-* roads and sanitary condi¬ 
tions were such as to arouse the sur¬ 
prise of any chance visitor and serious¬ 
ly endanger the health of the resident, 
but nothing could b* done In the direc¬ 
tion of improvement because of the 
hostile attitude of the Chinese and the 
lack of agreement among the various 
Consuls. Then came the "war" in Man¬ 
churia; Russia—temporarily, of course 
—took possession of New-chwang, a 
Military Governor took the lead, and 
under hla aegis the Consuls of the oth¬ 
er Powers are practically still living.

men who commit suicide is larger than 
that of mal* tuiridea of any other 
country, zuicide by German women la 
comparatively rare, and gets rarer each 
year. 

The aulridea of colored people have 
boHii more conaplcuouely observed in 
the Urge cilleM of the South than In 
Northern cities, where the colored pop¬ 
ulation is Kinall and Is/not Increasing, 
nnd the explanation of it »» found In a 
Hingb* phrase, city life. Colored resi- 
drins of farms or small tow'ns seldom 
commit m* attempt suicide; it is in the 
large cities, where tlie struggle for «x- 
intence is under conditions mom un¬ 
favorable to colored men, that a few of 
them overcome their repugnance to 
such an act of violence. 

In proportion to the total population, 
suicides among Englishmen residing In 
the United States are very much more 
fr»-<iucnt than among residents of Irish 
birth. Among male natives of France 
and Switzerland In the United States 
the rate of suicides Is high: among 
women from France und Switzerland 
there Is practically none ut all. 

In respect to the total number of sui¬ 
cides compared with the population. 
Chicago and San Francisco rank high¬ 
est among American cities. Baltimore 
and Richmond are low on the list. In 
New York City the ratio of suicides Is 
higher In the Queens thun in The 
Bronx.

Some Hotel Figures. 
tAlnalee’s.) 

Statistics are not very enteitabling, 
but there are some stories of the hotels 
that they alone can tell, and thAt of the 
supplies is one of them. For instance, 
during the year 1900 or.e of these big 
hotels spent for meat* l-’OO.OOO; for poul¬ 
try. $113,000; for vegetables. $80,000; for 
fruit. $42,000; for eggs. $L2 JHh); for butter, 
$57,000, ancl for the flowers used In deco¬ 
rations—and there are flowors on the 
table* every day— $30 000. The Initial 
Investment Iri silverware was $250,000. 
and with the losses that, charitably, are 
credited to the souvenir craze, and the 
general wear and tear on table service, 
about $4*1,000 a year Is spent in keeping 
tills supply up to the hotel’s standard. 
One New York hotel that suffered se¬ 
verely from the souvenir spoon and salt 
cellar mania adopted several year* ago 
the plan of notifying guests that ra«-h 
waiter was res|*onslble Individually for 
all articles on his table and would have 
to make any loss. Thl* reduced the 
taking of spoons to a robbery of th* 
waiter instead of the hotel, and even 
the souvenir hunter ha* some conscience 
about such a theft In the biggest of 
New York hotels $50.oty? u year is spent 
iu replenishing the linen, and looms in 
Belfast are busy the year round for ty 
Th* expenses of th© other hotels for re¬ 
pairs are proportionately as large, for 
in the fierce business rivalry of the 
times none of them can afford to get 
shabby.

their own steel plant. It is understood 
that the directors of the Republic com¬ 
pany will hold a meeting In Chicago 
during the next wo k or ten duy^ and 
hear the reports of the officers and ex¬ 
perts who have been In this district and 
twho will recommend the building of the 
Bteel mill.

NOW ADORNS THE CRIMINAL 
COURT WALLS. 


PRESENTED BY FRIENDS. 


"But wao’a me that fouk ’ll! tak a 
man * beet wark a’ his days wlthoot a 
word an* no due him honour till he dies.” 

Such la the rule In life, but not so yes¬ 
terday in the case of Mr. Aaron Kohn, 
when his associates at the bar and offi¬ 
cial* of the Criminal division assembled 
in that court room and Ln hi* presence 
presented to the court a splendid like¬ 
ness of him done In oil. 

The court was in session, with Judge 
Barker on the bench, and after some 
routine work Mr. James J. Fitzgerald 
arose to make the presentation speech. 

Mr. Fitzgerald first referred to the 
custom of hanging upon the walls of 
the court room not oyfly the portraits of 
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PORTRAIT OF MR. AARON KOHN. 

the Judge* who had occupied the bench, 
but also of those who had rendered dis¬ 
tinguished service either as nv mbers of 
the bar or as officers of the court. A 
void had long been observed, and the 
bar, bench and court officials concluded 
that this must not remain so. but that 
speedily it should be rupplled with the 
portrait of one who has qualified and 
demonstrated hlmielf to be the leader of 
the criminal bar—Mr. Aaron Kohn. 

Mr. Fitzgerald referred to Mr. Kahn's 
service as Commonwealth’s Attorney for 
over six months by appointment of 
Judge W. L. Jackson. 

“Recognized as he Is, and conceded by 
all to be a leader In the chosen branch 
of the honorable profesion which he has 
entered, he brought to it all the ability, 
all the learning, shall I say all the fin¬ 
esse. of a man that had distinguished 
himself as a champion of human rights 
and human liberties, and all of It was 
thrown into the scale. all of it was 
thrown into his office to defend the pub¬ 
lic an d the people against the malefac¬ 
tors of the law*. With what singular 
ability he discharged that trust, need 
not here be recounted. It Is a matter 
of record upon Your Honor’s Court. In 
the brief time In which he occupied that 
office, it might be a rrtatter of Burpriao 
for the members of this bar and for the 
public whom ne served, to know that 
during that period there were ninety- 
eight cases tried ln this court and nine¬ 
ty-three convictions was the result, two 
of the others being dismissed upon his 
own motion.” 

Judge Barker, who was In partnership 
with Mr. Kohn, when he was appointed 
Commonwealth’s Attorney by Judge 
Jackson, in accepting the portrait, re¬ 
fer ing to Mr. Kohn’s record tts Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney, said he brought 
to it "a vast experience in criminal law 
practice, an Intimate knowledge of all 
Its details, and vast energy and activ¬ 
ity. but at the same time, a stern sense 
of justice not to permit himself ever to 
prosecute a man or woman whom he 
believed to be innocent.” 

”It is exceedingly gratifying,” said 
Judge Barker In conclusion, ”nnd pleas¬ 
ant to me to have my old partner’* por¬ 
trait hung on the wall. He and I com¬ 
menced life together. We were in part¬ 
nership twelve years. 1 do not believe 
we ever kept any books, and there never 
WAS a shadow between tin. 1 fee! al¬ 
most as modest about saying anything 
in commendation of Mr. Kohn as I 
would on»* of my own brother*. It is 
like a family affair; but I want to say 
to the bar that I nm exceedingly grati¬ 
fied that they have placed his picture 
here on the wall. I am glad to know 
that as long, at least, ns 1 am here, I 
w ill have his portrait on the wall as a 
companion.” 

Mr. Kohn responded fa feeling terms, 
and In speaking of the duties of a crim¬ 
inal lawyer and his appreciation of the 
tribute to him. said: 

”It Is hard for a man to discharge 
the duties of the position of an attorney, 
especially In a criminal court, as Your 
Honor and the gentlemen of the bar 
know. He Is the special subject of crit¬ 
icism. He Is a special subject of In¬ 
vective. All have a word to say against 
a criminal lawyer. It is hard to dis¬ 
charge that duty in such a manner us 
to be acceptable to all. and that, there¬ 
fore. even for a short period of my life, 
through the kindness of a man whom I 
almost worshiped, and In whom I hud 
a great deal of confidence. I was called 
on to perform duties to the public, to 
my people, to my God. and did so in a 
manner satisfactory J so as to be re¬ 
numbered even atMMs day by th» 
members of my profession and tbe 
bench, is exceedingly gratifying. I did 
In my humble way t;y to perform my 
duty, but that at this late h ur. and 
this day. ln the midst of a hurried life, 
the member* of the bar and the bench 
would consider It of sufficient import¬ 
ance und of sufficient mom- nt to rec g- 
nlzc it In the substantial manner In 
which they have 1 * what touches me 
most.” 

The portrait is in oil and a splendid 
likeness cf Mr. Kohn. Judge Barker 
directed that an order be entered show¬ 
ing that the portrait had be?n accepted 
by the court as a gift from Mr. Kohn’s 
friends, and tn a few minutes It was 
hung on the eastern wall of the room.

There 
la no nation and no city which ha* not 
mentioned admiringly and thankfully 
Mb accomplishments for the glory of 
Germany and the benefit of mankind. 
All fields of medical science have been 
Influenced by him, and all physicians 
are hfs disciples on both sides of the 
ocean. His name Is second t«> none. 
Therefore, the dignitaries of science 
gather honor themselves In honoring 
their well-deserving leader."

A Banquet. 


Tallahassee. FIs.. Oct. 12.—(Special.]— 
The attention of State Treasurer James 
B. Whitfield waa recently called to a 
statement appearing In several New 
York publications concerning the Pea¬ 
body education fund, which was calcu¬ 
lated to do great Injustice and Injury 
to this State. The erroneous and mis¬ 
leading statement la as follow*: 

"In 1867 and 1869 George Peabody es¬ 
tablished a fund of $3,500,000 to be de¬ 
voted to education In the Southern 
States of the Union. Unfortunately. $L- 
380,000 of this amount was In Missis¬ 
sippi and Florida bonds, which those 
States repudiated." 

The statement to credited to Dr. J. L* 
M. Curry, general agent of the Peabody 
fund. Knowing that, so far as It re¬ 
lates to Florida, the statement was not 
founded in fact, Treasurer Whitfield ret 
about to oorrect the error. Through the 
courtesy of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, one 
of the trustees and Treasurer of the 
Peabody education fund, the State 
Treasurer has secured copies of the re¬ 
ceipts given for the IHorUJa bonds re¬ 
ferred to by I>r. Curry, which receipts 
show that the bonds were issued in 1835 
and 1838. 

• • • 

Treasurer’s Statement. 


The chief function In the evening was 
a banquet given In the lobby of the 
lower house of the Prussian Diet, which 
was attended by a gathering equally as 
distinguished as that present at the 
ceremonies during the day. Prof. Wal- 
deyer, secretary of the Academy of Sci¬ 
ence, presented Prof. Virchow with 
60.000 marks, subscribed by the medical 
men of Germany to Increase the en¬ 
dowment of the Virchow Institute. 

Dr. Studt announced that Emperor 
William had conferred upon Prof. Vir¬ 
chow the great gold medal for science, 
and read the Emperor's letter accom¬ 
panying the decoration, which said in 
part: 

"You have broken new ground and 
laid fresh foundations for medical eel 
ence. Your name »* written boldly 
upon the tablets of history and is hen-

The King of Italy sent Prof. Virchow 
® gold medallion bearing a portrait of 

himself. 

During the afternoon three Ameri¬ 
cans, Messrs. Honan, Dickie and Burtls, 
called on Prof. Virchow’ and, after ten¬ 
dering their congratulations. Interro¬ 
gated him as to when he would visit 
the United States, in reply to their In¬ 
quiries the professor said he would 
make the Halt when he was ninety 
years old.

Friendly To Kruger. 

Most of the newspapers here referred 
feelingly to Mr. Kruger s birthday. The 
papers also comment with sympathy on 
the two years* war. pointing out that 
the remarks of the British War Secre¬ 
tary. Mr. Brodrick. and the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach fumlah proof of the desperate 
situation of the British and show there 
Is still hope for the Boers. 

The Deutsche Zeltung clones an ar¬ 
ticle on the subject as follows. 

•The whole civilised w rll thinks of 
the Boers with pride and hopes for In¬ 
i' tercesslon. Our hearts* greetings and 
our thoughts are with the aged Mr. 
Kruger, who has lost his wife and fa¬ 
vorite son. and with the Iron-willed 
bteyn and Botha, and the other heroic 
fighters."

amount lees than the amount named and 
expressed therein, they were to become 
forever absolutely null and void. The 
journals of the Territorial Legislature re. 
cite that the bonds were sold below par.

The form or nature of the souvenir 
makes no difference to them. It may bo 
but a piece of plaster from the Temple 
of Music, a leaf from the trees on the 
lawn of the Milburn home where Mr. 
McKinley died, or a strip of black cloth 
from the draping* hung in the City 
Hall In Buffalo, where 100.000 patriotic 
Americans looked for the last time upon 
the face of their dead chief—it’s nil the 
same to the souvenir hunter*, m» long as 
that leaf, that blade of grass. Chat pias¬ 
ter or that piece of cloth can be con¬ 
nected In some way with the a*iagina¬ 
tion of the President, and the events 
that followed, they are perfectly satis- 
fled. Pebbles have been snatched from 
the Milburn grounds and leaves picked 
up to the number of thousands. Little 
blades of grass, too. have beeif plucked 
wrtth satisfaction and are now prised 
by seekers of mementos. Policemen 
guarded the house where the President 
died to keep the curious and the scaiy e- 
nir chasers from getting too familiar 
with the place, but few care to look at 
the now historic residence who did not 
take something away with them in the 
form of a leaf, pebble or the hke.

Figure* From Govornment Records 
Show Consumption and the 
Stock On Hand. 


JJK THOMPSONS VIEWS. 


Mr. Johr. B. Thompson, president ot 
the Kentucky Distiller** Asaoeiatlort. 
hae prepared a tab !- 1 of statistics show¬ 
ing the condition of Kentucky whiskies, 
which Is calculated to enlighten the 
trade as to the actual amount of whisky 
now on hand In Kentucky. The* figures 
were copied fr:>r.i the records kept by 
the Govermmut. Discussing the figure* 
snd the situation. Mr. Thompson says: 

"Those who have fatuously supposed 
that there was no longer a demand for 
straight Kentucky whiskies, and have 
shaped or contemplated shaping their 
business upon this assumption, and the 
assumption tliai this product has been 
supplanted by the universal use of the 
cheaper substitutes called blends, or 
rye* which are !r. reality merr com- ; 
pounds made of spirit*, must revise such ( 
judgment in the face of these facta. 

•This table shows that the consump- ! 
tion of Kentucky whiskies during the 
fiscal year from June 30, 1806. to June 
80. 1807. was 14,121,561 gallons. The con. 
sumption for the year 1901 to 1902 will 
bv 23.674,896 gallop**, which is an in¬ 
crease of 67.6 per cent . If the same per¬ 
centage of Increase Is maintained as 
during the last fiscal year. Some think 
It will reach 24,500.000 gallons, which 
would further Increase the percentage. 

"The fconeumptlon of all spirit# In the 
Vnited States for th* fiscal year 1896-97 
was 74.662.499 gallons, and for this year 
100.685.881. This Is an Increase of only 
46.6 pvr cent. This shows that Ken¬ 
tucky has gained 2 ! per cent, over th* 
general Increased consumption In the 
T.’nitcd States. This gain must be made 
from the loss of consumption of com¬ 
pounds and ryes. 

"The table shows, as will be more fully 
exhibited lr. detail, that the consump¬ 
tion of Kentucky whiskies for the last 
fodr years has not been of the spirits 
Mtuflf and cheap trash called 'quick 
aging* whiskies, but of matured whis¬ 
kies over three years old: that 70 per 
Cent, of the consumption has been of 
whiskies over three year* old. Take, 
then, these facts, that Kentucky whisky, 
when compared with Itself, hAs gained 
In consumption 67.6 per **-nt.; that In 
comparison with all spirits In the United 
States It has gained 21 r>?# cent.; that 
the demand Is for matured whisky to 
ih# extent of 70 per cent, of the quan¬ 
tity consumed—upon what does the aa- 
Fiimptlon that the trade demands com. 
pounds called clenda and ryes and re¬ 
fuses to use Kentucky bourbons stand? 
The facts not only do not warrant It. 
but show conclusively that the demand 
for Kentucky whiskies Is now greater 
than ever before known in the history 
of the trade.

Demand For Old Whiskies. 

"Th<- tabic, analyzed, also shorn* that 
the demand Is not only now, but has 
been, for old and matured whiskies; 
that the average consumption for the 
last four years of Kentucky whiskies 
was of whiskies over three years old, 
cmd reached TO per cent.

But lot* much 
reliance must not be placed «m this, 
for If Is u well known fact that tin 
average price of Kentucky whisky five 
years ago was only about 22 b; cent* 
per gallon. The average price has In¬ 
creased since then irn»r - than 150 per 
cent., and yet the consumption has 
increased with the price 67.6 per rent. 

"If the advance »»f these whiskies 
from 22^ cents to 66 t«* Go cents has not 
checked their consumption, ft proves 
that there Is a strong ami Increasing 
demand for good straight whisky, that 
must bo supplied, and that it will, bv 
reason of the scarcity*, be advanced to 
about 31 per gallon, and still be more 
used than now. It shows that th**r** Is 
little demand for trash, cheap, qulck- 
agtng whisky for Immediate use. and 
this quality Is «uly valuable to the ex¬ 
tent that It can be palmed off for the 
genuine on the ignorant and unwary 
who. being uninformed, hold It In bond, 
and do not consume it In a short time, 
as contemplated by the manufacturer.

"The vital question for the trader is

nnd *97's remaining In l»ond last June, 
namely, 17.373.123 gallons, will be con¬ 
sumed from now until June 30, 1902, 
but.

Th- Grand Lodge will be In 
annual . xnmunicatlon here this week, 
and will then lake action on the pro¬ 
posal of the director* 

In speaking of the matter jvsterday 
Mr. H. B Grant, Secretary of tho Grand 
Lolge. said: 

"I dc n«a think it would be witic for 
the Grand Lodge to move it* principal 
office tw'o and on*'-haIf mile* from the 
cenur of the city. The Grand Lodge 
should havr a temple or Its own. to 
which it is fully entitled. 

"If the auditorium is built It will con¬ 
tain u chapel, and possibly a school 
rr*om. Th* Grand Lodge, of cottrs* . las 
th* lull righ* to exercise Its judgment 
in the matter of a temple. It own* the 
lot on Chestnut street, on which the 
corner-stone was laid June 24." 

A rental of $9,000 a year fer five years 
i* assured to the Grand i>*dgc from the 
contract slgn.d by Mr Klllott for the 
use «»f th*- theater In the temple de¬ 
signed by Messrs. Dodd and Cobb. The 
suites of offices, the cafe, restaurant and 
other feature* proposed for the building 
should bring the rental up to from $15,- 
00 «) to $ 20 ,o<>u *» year, which would be an 
excellent return on the ltiv-etment AH 
the member* of th*- committee are out- 
spuken In their wish that the temple 
be built.

Garrick Theater. In PMlodel- 
phla, with the first presenta¬ 
tion of "Monsieur Beaucolre" 
on Monday night. wa a easily the moat 
notable stag© happening of the .past week. 
The dramatisation la the work of Evelyn 
Creenleof ffilitherland and Mr. Tarking- 
ton. 

The role of Beaucwire Is declared to be 
another personal triumph for Mr. Man*. 
Held. The critics are agreed that what¬ 
ever dramatic value the book i*os#©sses 
has been retained In the play, though 
ther© la an evident scarcity of auch ma¬ 
terial for a four-act play. 

The Inquirer of TuewUy say* 

•Thus, while It is eealiy aeon that 
the hook might gracefully lend Itself to 
* dramatic purpose. It la no lees obvloua 
that K doe* not constitute a play In 
Itaelf. Mr. Tarklngton confesoed as much 
when he took a colla.bora.tour la shaping 
the story to the stage, and he 1* to bo 
commended for his candor The first re¬ 
sult of their Join', efforts la a first act 
which does not appear in the book at all. 
A reference to tho pump-house at Bath 
la the basis of this act. and both the 
basts of the act and the act Itself are 
good enough for whet they pretend to be. 
In the second act WO luive tho practical 
opening of the story— the ©ceno in which 
the disguisel Prince trips the cheating 
Duke of Wintered. There is here a fair 
enough adherence to satisfy lovers of 
the original text, especially where Beau- 
calre alludes to the people who live be¬ 
yond the stars, ami whose Interest, he 
assumes, still exists, although for the 
moment he ts out of reasons why. In 
this act also we have what might with¬ 
out rlolenoe to any trained imagination 
be called a court scene. In which the 
most gallant of men dance minuets of 
the time of Louie XV. with the fairest 
of women, to a few strains which poets 
In the form of musicians have preserved. 
The third act at Squire Bant Ison's is 
substantially a lore scene between Lady 
Carlisle and her royal lover, whosie iden¬ 
tity la still disguised, and the much-dis¬ 
cussed duel between Benucaire, on the 
en« hand, and Wlnterset'e dupe# on the 
other. Ourt of this the Prince emerges 
•wounded but triumphant, though appar¬ 
ently In disgrace with the lady. Of the 
mounting of the play, especially of the 
minuet scone, there could not easily be 
too much praise. Mr. Irving himself, 
the admitted arbiter upon questions of 
tills character, has given us nothing more 
artistic, and Is not Hkelr to do so during 
the period of hie remaining years.** 

The following is taken from the Record: 

**The scenario of the Tarkington ro¬ 
mance has been little altered for this 
really five-ad play. The first act is. how¬ 
ever. an fhtlreb original affair—a sort of 
Invented prologue. Here Beaueaire, the 
supposed barber, la ejected from the 
pump-room on the mere ground of caste. 
The malice of the Duke of Win terser, 
rival to Lady Mary's hand, la not aroused 
until after the second act. In which Beau, 
eaire detects and entraps him at cheating 
with the cards. This change has been 
made, since In tho novel Beuuca.tr© does 
pot win tbe lady, after all. while in the 
phty he doea It was neoewsary to alter 
the sequence of events not to prevent a 
gradual denouement of responsive love 
on Lady Mary's part Hhe explains her 
act of leaving btm after the ambush scene 
as being due to her contempt for a trick¬ 
ier. she did not despise Beaucalre the 
barber, but Beau coir© the cheat. So all 
l« repaired: the truth of the Prince's Iden¬ 
tity 1» disclosed; and the happy ending so 
dearly loved falls to the lot of this Prince 
who la not disillusionised as in the novel, 
but who prove© master of hearts as well 
as master of cards, the sword, the Graces 
and the Mus**." 

In speaking of Mr. Mansfield'© portrayal, 
the Record ©ays: 

"There In a fourth of Brtwnmellan ele¬ 
gance and fopplehneos to this role of Beau- 
coir*. as befits a French prince of the 
blood royal who seeks a bride amid the 
gay bucks ami bailee of Beau Noah’s fa¬ 
mous day. Butt M*. Mansfield has quite 
properly made this dandiacal touch of ele¬ 
gance a mere touch, after all, like the bit 
of laoe to a courtier's sleeve. This prince, 
who run© away from a distasteful Gallic 
alliance, travel© as Llio French Ambas¬ 
sador's hairdresser, and ultimately chooses 
a fair English lady to be the Duchess 
d'Orleana. la rather a democratic sort of a 
fellow, os princes go, and 1© po^«e*« 'd of 
•n exceptional fund of humor. Mans field 
▼ery properly and wieely emphasises this 
tromomm phase, and tbe humor of the 
character from start to finish fe» the most 
amustrg ManafiehJian vem. The actor baa 
dropped almost the Inst lota of that pecu¬ 
liar cynicism, or Irony, whloh has under¬ 
lain almost all of his precedent inter¬ 
pretations. Hl« audience was. In that re¬ 
flect, ba^k last night, at least, with the 
genial Print** Karl of the glad day© of 
yore. 

"Minefield spoke Monsieur Beauoatre’* 
tinea with an elaborately deviaed French 
accent. TliVe accent became. Indeed, almost 
low comedy at times; a© where. In the 
guise of the Duke of Cootie Nowhere, he 
declared that he wa© 'a common i*ort of 
duck.' But again It became pedantic, after 
the genuine MansdoJdlan type; thcTe 
were frequent lrrierlarduttous or French 
phrase*, which he twisted with evident rel¬ 
ish and gusto around his longue; and oooe 
there era* Interpolated (In the love scene 
In the moonlight with Lidy Mary Carlisle) 
a whole French quotation from Moller©-— 
even a© Mt. ‘ManwfiMd Indulged In a little 
foreign quotation In the camp some of 
VTTono Oft Bergerac.- The renera! effect 
of this Frenchified portrayal was all to 
the advantage of the comedy, however, a© 
well ha to the picturesque color of the 
role."

Wo shall not oay tiiat the cdcctlon 
whlclx te t-» !>*• h<*li in Kenti>cky--par- 
timJ;irbv In the city of Louisville and the 
county of Jefferson— three weeks from 
Tuesikiy, Is the mo*t Important that ever 
has be 'n lield, or ever will bo held; bgt 
all »ioctlofi** are morn or lese# important 
to tile tox 3 »ayery. and the>* should never 
allow any election to i»a*i* uneci utlnixcd, 
u nrt b sill etigtHl and, \ry Oit»se tokens and 
og-ai'dos. turned to tha b^nt account 
of good government. Tlnyo soems 
to be little, if any, doubt that 
tho Democrats have the Republic¬ 
ans «>n the run. not ohly here, but rloe- 
whero throughout the State. It is quite 
certairn that the General Assembly will 
be sa.ely. if not largely Democratic.

be preserved, and, however disagree¬ 
able the lesson, u wiu m tne long rut* 
be very salutary. The sententious re¬ 
mark that the average British officer 
goes Into battle “without the fear of 
death or knowledge of military science** 
has too much to support It to permit 
military education to be neglected in 
future ns It has been in the past. 


Gsn. Bullet and South Africa. 

Gen. Bull or, of tire British army, i* one 
of tlrose military men who talk too 
much, or. at leui*?, tulk Indiscreetly. 
He has got Into very hot water in con- 
s^uc*nce r T a speech made on Thursday 
afternoon. It ia not the pro-Boers so- 
called. wno are assaHirg him. but the 
Imperial organs, tho newspapers sup¬ 
porting tho Government. 

Wo have In the United States no mon¬ 
opoly of wide differences of opinion as 
to our heroes. Just now we are pay¬ 
ing tfpeotai attention to the personnel 
of tho navy, but at oth-r times rrc have 
bten equally at ^'arianco a# to the mer¬ 
its of GcneraJs. Gen. Buller was 
much in evidence near the be¬ 
ginning of the South African War. 
and tlwro are two opinions as to 
the raluft of his services. At th»' time 
wiien he w»vs most conspicuous it looked 
at t!vl* illi^unoe like lie had a g*>nliis 
for defeat. That was on the husi* of 
tiro meager reports that readied ns. 
How well he m* supported, wbat cx- 
cua-a he Imd fbr failmv, and even what 
he accumpllshcd were not altogether 
dear, but that ho disappointed expecta¬ 
tion, tluit sustained severe reverses, 
was quite certain. It '* not conclusive 
against a military man that he disap¬ 
points expectwuons. The?** are often 
unreaaonabh!, because formed without 
any acourat* knowledge of the real situ¬ 
ation. Even defeat hns its justification 
sometimes |,n the amrounding?. There 
are those whet think so highly of oen. 
Duller that they say he saved South 
Africa for the Brlflah. Ihu there have 
been severe crttlofcms of his militarj 
recunl. especially by the newspapers, 
and In an evil hour he determined to 
make a speech. 

One may lie a very good General 
and yet a p«>or orator. And even a good 
orator must exercise some discretion 
wh^n ho discusses his own merits a* a 
military man. Gen Duller does not seem 
to have done this. It is said that hl» 
speech was delivered with many signs 
of Irritation and temper, and that hk? 
statements were reckless. He i* r*|K»rted 
to have amaxed military men and dis¬ 
heartened his friends. The worst thing 
he did. however, was virtually t«* admit 
that he had advised the surrender of 
Ladysmith. The *|**oh, ms might have 
been expected, exasperated the newspa- 
pors that have crlt1cje?d him, ami they 
have returned to the attack with re¬ 
newed vigor. They ray that he has 
been merciless in attacking bis own rep¬ 
utation. which 1* a brtrl thhig for n man 
who is making a speech in his own vin¬ 
dication. 

Gen. Buller 1* not the only man. how¬ 
ever. who has been forced to sixfak by 
the pressure of public opinion. The be¬ 
ginning of the third year of th** war. 
with more territory in the possession of 
the enemy than they held a yenr ago. 
has put the British public into a very 
bad humor. Th* usual Impulse In such 
coses is to look for a scapegoat. Home¬ 
body is supposed to b* tn blame, and 
tile first convenient object Is selected. 
While Buller Is blamed for much that 
is post, some are censuring Kitchener 
for the present. Gthers prefer to fall 
afoul of the home administration of 
the War Department. Gen. Roberta 
has come to the defer .80 of Kitchener, 
and Mr. Brodrlck. 8ccretary of* War, 
comes to the defense of himself and 
his subordinate*. H** says the Gov¬ 
ernment has unbounded confidence In 
Kitchener And ha* met nl! his demands. 
He has, roughly niK-aking. 200,300 men 
and 4:.0 guns, and there arc 100.<>00 more 
men .available for re-enforclng him 
when the occasion arises. More men 
are Dot now needed, but there is a hint 
that there will be need of more money. 
But he asks the British public to re¬ 
flect on the magnitude «.f the task be¬ 
fore the War Department. It ho* to 
furnish subsistence for 314,000 people 
and 248.000 horses and mules, and it is 
providing four months’ reserve of sup¬ 
plies for men and animate. Mr. Brod- 
rick seems to think that under these 
circumstance* lie and his associates are 
doing fairly well. 

Reasonable as this view uppears to 
the authorities it Is not accepted by the 
fault-finder.*. They do not care for 
statistics, but are clamorous fur re¬ 
sults. They «'a1l attention to the fact 
that the Minister was as optimistic a 
yea; ago as he is now, aud ant not din- 
posed to accept hi* views without re¬ 
serve. Thte Is probably more or le*s 
unreasonable. The critics of to-day 
have been In the past quite intolerant 
of criticism from other sources. They 
refused to look at the magnitude of the 
undertaking before the war tttgan, and 
denounced all suggestions tbs! It would 
be a l**ng struggle af> emanating from 
enemies of the country. That they have 
been cruelly undeceived does not Just¬ 
ify th^m In blindly seeking a victim. 
The whole troubP* grows out *»t the ! 
stubborn resistance of the B«*er«. nnd 
this was certainly foreseen by many 
#

The German Industrial Depression. 

Tho saddest features of the cur¬ 
rent nows of the day arc the per¬ 
petually recurring allusions to tho 
financial and Industrial depression In 
Germany and tho comments made by 
the German press upon the causes that 
have led up to it. 

The Frankfurter Zeltuug »ald In a re- 
c*. nt nrnrket review that never in other 
jH?rknls of ltaid times had so many 
cases oC “disgraceful frauds and com¬ 
mon swindling” been brought to light. 

To what extent these have been car¬ 
ried Is thus stated in a comprehensive 
review of the situation made by a spec¬ 
ial correspondent of tho New York 
Journal of Commerce, writing from 
Berlin under date of OcL 1: 

“No great country has for a century had 
so many directors of banks and Joint 
stock compaulfs In prison at any on« Mma 
Awaiting trial for dishonest financial 
transaction* a* Germany has to-day; and 
It is also perhaps true that no country 
ha- over had so many suicides owing to 
buelnoas troubles and detected crimes In 
so short u time os Germany has had dur¬ 
ing the poet few months.” 

intis .‘•taXrment is backed up by 
the correspondent In a long and 
conservatively written review of the 
situation. He says, however, that 
while German financial circles deeply 
deplore tho sensational revelations, 
they Insist that foreign observers 
should not have an exaggerated Impres¬ 
sion of the state of things prevailing 
there. It Is pointed out that Germany 
lms a total of about 5,r»oo Joint stock 
compunleti and those which have 
become involved in financial dif¬ 
ficulties form but a small part of 
tbe whole. All the better chu*s of In¬ 
dustrial and financial corixtrutlons had 
put by large revenues to be charged off 
to depreciation of plants and other as¬ 
sets and hence their position Is still 
sound. What Americans call the wild¬ 
cat methods which have brought many 
companies to sensational ruin have not 
been general, and the reputation of tha 
German nation for honor and probity 
wlU not suffer for any length of time If 
at all. 

What has actually happened has been 
due to n six-years period of vast 
inflation resulting from great Indus¬ 
trial prosperity. To show to what ex¬ 
tent this speculation ran and how great 
has been the decline, the following ex¬ 
tract from the Journal's correspondence 
is appended: 

’The Hoarder Company, which operate* 
with u capital of 2T.(HO,OU) marks and has 
its own coal and ore supplle*. has Just 
declared a dividend of 10 i»er cent., uirsinst 
11 per cent, last year. The shares of this 
company wrere quoted at 214.00 on April 
It. lt»J. at 1% on December 31. and at M.fo 
yesterday. Th»' Wlasen company dVit 
sencr Bergwerke uud Huetten) has de< 
dared a dividend of S per rent., agtt.nst 
15, and the three quotation* in the order 
as above given were u* follows: 1H1.70, 
103.10 and 111 DO. Tbe Witten fast Steel 
Works pays 12 per cent, against in. and 
the three quotntinn* were # JS», 171.50 and 
H2.». Th© Iron Industry at Mlnden and 
Bchwert* pay* 4 per rent., against 15. It* 
quotation* as above were 178. 114 and 75. 
The Anneu Company posted it* dividend, 
after declaring 10 per rent, last year, and 
ft* quo * lion* were l«4^n, W&.iO and Wi.25 
(the last quotation is for August SI. there 
having been no recent quotation). The 
1'hocirtx Company at Ixtar, near lluhort, 
will pay 1 p. r cent., against 1»; ft* quota¬ 
tions were 225.75, 147.75 and UO.iO. This 
company makes the astonishing write-off 
of 3/Ji*»,uo marks, in order to cover de¬ 
preciation upon stocks of iron in hand, 
and in view of tho further uncertainty of 
price*. The fVsmarek Huettc* pays 13 per 
cent., against 24; it* quotation* were 335.25, 
230 and 144. The director* state that they 
write off 390,000 marks upon raw material 
bought. One. of the most astonishing ca« *

price* prevailing when the boom was at 
Its height/* 

Tho enormous dividends which were 
paid arc a revelation to Americans, and 
it 1* difficult to believe they were ever 
earned. Perhaps they may have been 
made possible by small capitalization, 
but there have certainly been few in¬ 
stances In the United States of such ex¬ 
travagance In the disbursement of cor¬ 
poration assets. 

The thing which will make it much 
harder for Germany to recover from the 
crash Jr that It la an old and developed 
country, not full of untouched re¬ 
sources. «« is the case with America. 
In addition wo have a fertile 
*•>11 arid the Got mans have a 
poor oiu». While we have a 
multitude of seaports they have few, 
aud. not being essentially a maritime 
nation, have not such opportunities to 
create wealth by International com¬ 
merce na we have. These are the rea¬ 
sons the depression continues *•> long 
ar.d gives 1 IttI*- promise of improvement 
after a year of panic and falling price*. 
Again, Germany's enormous standing 
army and her big navy arvln the way of 
the recreation of wealth on a broad scale. 
Germany will have t » stick to her old 
ways of thrift and Industry and abstain 
from th*» expansion In* which younger 
and richer nations may Indulge, though 
not without danger, as the United Stales 
hav learned <m ,nnr '‘ than one occa¬ 
sion.

New York, Oct. 11.—With less than a 
month remaining before election day 
the rival political parties have gone In¬ 
to the fight headlong. Like two pugi¬ 
lists, fretting eagerly under training, 
they waste no time In fancy sparring. 
Both have Jumped to the middle of the 
ring and aro at It—hammer and tongs. 
Banners, transparencies and show win¬ 
dow lithographs of Low and Shephard 
meet the eye on all aides. The hoard¬ 
ing* Haunt the glories of one party and 
the iniquities of the other, wherever one 
turns. The street cars, elevated trains 
an«l ferries blaze aloft civic morality 
and high-sounding precepts from ex¬ 
actly opposite standpoints. It is going 
to be a battle of publicity, and printer’s 
ink w ill be shed to an nlmost unprecea- 
ented extent. 

To all but a chosen few the nomina¬ 
tion of Edward M. Shephard for Mayor 
on the Tammany ticket has come as a 
surprise. In no sense la he the typical 
Tammany man. In fact he has been a 
bitter anti-Tammany campaigner in 
the past, a leader In reform movements, 
and an advocate of principles at which 
th* more practical apostles of Mr. 
Croker sneer. His nomination is due in 
part to C’roker's wish that the candi¬ 
date should be able to offset Low's well- 
recognized strength In King* county. 
Shephard Is a Brooklyn man and is ex¬ 
pected to run well there, but with the 
Tammany rank and file the choice bus 
been an unpopular one, as evinced by 
the hooting and hissing in the conven¬ 
tion. Ho marked was tho disapproval 
that many Republicans believe that 
Crokev exi»ect» Tain many to lose and 
haa foredoomed Hhepard to defeat for 
two purposes: first: to strike at Con¬ 
troller Coler, w ho would have made the 
strongest nominee against thp Fusion- 
lsts and who wanted tho nomination; 
second, to revenge himself upon Hhep- 
urd for attack* mnde upon the Turn- 
many boss in former campaigns. In 
the Republican camp there is jubilation. 
For the first time in many years a big 
Tammany bet offered at even money 
early In the campaign has been snapped 
up. The bet was $10,MU and the Low 
end of It was taken by a Wall street 
man. Then? is more Wall street money 
at the same terms. But the sporting 
elemt-nt Is putting Its money on Tam¬ 
many. They remember thut the pres¬ 
ent Mayor, Robert A. Van Wyck, was 
just as unex|»ected a nominee and a far 
less well-known and practiced politi¬ 
cian than Shepard, notwithstanding 
which the power of the Tammany or¬ 
ganization landed him a winn* r by a 
*afe majority. Even at its worst. Tam¬ 
many Is hard to beat. 

• « • 

To say that a man Is “going in train¬ 
ing for an office” ha* come to be an 
accepted bit of political slung. But 
here In New York It may la* Interpreted 
in literal earnest. So demanding are 
the exigencies of a mayoralty campaign 
that a candidate must of necessity be 
In the beat of physical condition. To 
pass Judgment upon the thousand de¬ 
tails of management of a political bat¬ 
tle. to be always at the beck and cull 
of the i>arty managers for addr«*>scs, 
receptions, presentations And various 
other public functions: to answer num¬ 
berless letters, to receive numberless 
ealK-rs. and to be ready at any and all 
times to make speeches to the most 
diverse organizations, leaving such 
minor considerations as sleeping and 
eating to happy chance—this Is Indeed 
th#* “strenuous life,” such as only our 
athlete president who Invented the 
phrase ran withstand without special 
preparation. The two men who arc 
now loading the fight will hurdly come 
through without materially shortening 
their normal lives, though neither of 
them la by nny means a pigmy. Mr. 
Low. being a methodical person, has 
already begun Ills course of hardening, 
had begun it. in fact, before his nomi¬ 
nation. He Is a rather short, plump, 
ruddy man. sturdy of build, but too 
prone to fat t«* sutt a trainer of men. 
For several weeks he has been build¬ 
ing up on country air. long walks, bi¬ 
cycle riding and much sleep. He is 
now In excellent condition, and In order 
that he may remain *o has put him¬ 
self into the hands of a physician, by 
w hose orders he will be rigidly guided 
so far as political exigencies will per¬ 
mit. Simple diet, early hours, and a 
dally spin awheel, have been prescribed 
for him. He may be able to stick to 
the diet and. If he g*ts up early, to 
do the wheeling, but It Is safe to say 
that the sun will shine brightly on the 
midnight that sees lfim abed, after the 
season of the big meetings set* in. It 
is also said that he is under treatment 
looking toward strengthening hls 
throat, as ids voice, while very clear 
and distinct, require* severe effort to 
make It audible In a large ball.

Mr. Shepard I* thin, and not so broad 
a* Mr. ix>\v, but he Is sinewy and of 
that caliber which does not »*a«n>* tin*.

He will probably 
come out In better condition than hls 
opponent; but whatever the result of 
tlie campaign, tber.* will he two very 
tired and worn men. badly in need of 
rest and relaxation on the day after 
election.

Berry 
has ncm* the promise of shoe factories, 
broom factories, knitting mills, and 
other industries, and hundreds of col¬ 
ored people from all parts of the South 
have sent In applications for apportion¬ 
ments In the projected colony, so there 
will be no hick of workmen. Five hun¬ 
dred will be the original number, which. 
Perry expect*, will have grown to 
25,000 within two years. Outside capi¬ 
tal—white, of course—will have It* rep¬ 
resentatives there In the form of super- 
Intendant* and overseers, but these will 
be merely «iay residents. No white m»r- 
j<ta will be i* -mltted within the colony 
limits after curfew. That 1.500 aores of 
Lung Island tend will bo the only Rp.t 
n the world from which tho white man 
Is barred as a resident.

The financial situation has not clear¬ 
ed recently.

The 
strength of United States steel 
throughout the effective attack* on the 
Industrial share* of eompanie* w hich 
make no report* was an evidence of 
this recent discretion. A little more of 
that and the next period of depression 
would be !e*s of a •*atastrophe than any 
we have ever had.

The old Paul Revere house at Water- 
town, where tho first paper money used 
hi thin country wan engraved and print¬ 
ed, 1* about to be demollihed. The house 
Ik llio property of heirs of Mr*. I. Morse, 
who wish to make certain Improvement* 
on tho land. On May 3. 1775. tho Provin¬ 
cial Congress, then assembled In Water- 
town. empowered the Treasurer ..f the 
Colonies to borrow £100,<*» and ia( , u< . ^ 
ony seeurities for the sam<\ payable.about 
two years later, with Interest ‘at 6 per 
cent. Paul Revere was then the only 
first-class engraver in the country, and 
through negotiations with the congres¬ 
sional committee signed a contract to 
tako full charge of the work necessary to 
the successful execution of the contract. 

The first issue of notes was of u le*n 
denomination than £4 storting, and there 
being a greuter demand for k smaller de¬ 
nomination. Congrtaa ordered the Treas¬ 
urer on May 20 of the same year to laeue 
note* for six and twenty shillings Ir.

Five day* since a straggling canoeist 
brought word from the settlements of 
the dreadful trouble in Buffalo, that 
stirred bitter, vengeful feelings In our 
hearts against those enemies of man¬ 
kind whose madness Is ever murder and 
mora murder. Just now the mall 
brought me a belated Mter-from Thco. 
dure Roosevelt, written at Buffalo, that 
ends with the hopefui words: “I now 
believe that the President will surely re¬ 
cover.’* and the nows of how grievously 
that hope was disappointed. Theodore 
Roosevelt is to-day the President of the 
United States. Ala* for our human 
hope*! If it was hta honorable ambition 
to #o serve hi* day and hi* country as 
to earn Its highest tm*t, 1 know that 
there I* no sadder heart to-day In all 
our land than his, for above all the 
traits that endear Theodore Rooeevelt 
to hi* friends i* that of loyalty—loyalty 
to chief and to friend. President Mc¬ 
Kinley wa* both. 

tn the newspaper* that told of the 
President's death I caught among the 
messages of faith and confidence in the 
new Executive, once or twice, a note of 
timid inquiry, an echo, a* It seeme 1. 
of the old day* in Mulberry street. 
**Yes, we know' he la courageous and 
*tr:*ng: we know his high ideal*, his 
fearless purpose, hia spotlera honor—we 
rvrn it all, and we are proud of it, but 
h —quite—safe?” The answer was 
i©re, in the new President’s public 
declaration that ho would make no 
change; that things should remain a* if 
the old chief had not died. There was 
no occasion for the inquiry. In fact, 
there never had beer.. The bit term crit¬ 
ics of lil» administration of the police 
In Nsw York know now. If they were 
capable of learning, that his practical 
tvlsdiAn In dealing with that task was 
«* great a* hi* unhesitating courage. 
That task was to rescue the police from 
Its partnership with corruption, and with 
unerring instinct he struck at the slough 
in which the corruption grew—the sa¬ 
loon. In no man's hand* that, lives and 
own* American citizenship to-day are 
the country’s honor and welfare safer 
thaif in Theodore Roosevelt's. And the 
country knows It well. 

Men who called him hasty in the old 
day* have lived to heartily tvisb that 
they had spent their energies pushing 
on the load he drugged almost alone, In¬ 
stead of trying to persuade him from 
doing his duty in tho Interest of ex¬ 
pediency or denouncing him for not 
heeding them. Not that the one thing 
or the other made any dlffeirnc? to 
Him. That the load was there to be 
dragged up th*- hill was enough for him. 
He stopped neither to consider the size 
of It nor how steep wa* the hill. Al>ov© 
all. h*. did nothing hastily, hut of de¬ 
liberate purpose, most carefully weighed 
and thought out. In those days I was 
with him every day, a’most evety hour, 
d I knew not only what he did. Inr 
lTow he did It. One difference between 
him and his erhe-s was that ho had 
given hi* life to the patient study **f th© 
problems upon which they jumped with 
such headtong haste, anxious oniy to 
prevent "troubl ." and hence that he 
was able to see «leatly where their fears 
made thun blind: another was Hat. 
foreseeing clearly, among oth©r things, 
the consequi nces t :> him* ©If. he was not 
afratd, for beyond and behind them he 
taw evet the duty he had sworn to do 
faithfully.

His Direct Methods. 

So it came about that during those 
turbulent time* Mr Roosevelt’s appeal 
was ever to the mom) force* of the 
community, to the forces making for 
decency and order, and It was their 
support which was his* backing. The dl 
reel way to a thing was always b*.s. 
When there Wis trouble with labor he 
sent for it* leader*, and put the ques¬ 
tion straight—what they wanted, and 
when, not knowing the manner of man 
they had to do with, they tried bluster, 
lag. he put them right in ten words. 
Showing the it. ‘dearly that they were 
their own worst enemies In fomenting 
trouble, and that, meeting him oa that 
ground, they would lose the fight— 
then turned back to :he subject under 
advisement a* If nothing had happened. 
And they applauded the man, and 
•showed that they themselves were men 
In doing it. Wh*n he was governor, and 
wanted to see how the laws regarding 
sweating were carried out. he sent first 
■ 

d, and asked them ;•> help him. 
Afterward h© went himself. and saw 
what wa* done ar.d what wx* not done. 
It wa* no always. It was thus that he. 

a very young man serving in tho 
legislature, went to the bottom of th* 
tenetn* nt-houw cigarmakers* grievous 
trouble*, and, having made -*ut their 
aide very clearly, took It without hesi¬ 
tation, to the amazement of the cynic*, 
who, speechless, beheld a “silk stock¬ 
ing" take up th© cause or the poor 1* - 
uuw It wa« th© cause of right. And it 
was so thut as police commissioner and 
governor, he gave his nights, a* hi* 
days, tv personal lnep©«'tion of the 
wrong* he wa* expected to right. Hav¬ 
ing ascertained th* facts*, ho went to 
the men who ought to help, and told 
them so. During the deadlock In the 
police board hi* appeal was constantly 
to the church©* and the clergy, that of 
his opponent* as constantly to politics 
and the politicians. The r-.-eult we see 
In Now York to-day: the police force. 

► Inc© his grip upnn it has looarnod, I* 
deeper In the rut of politics and cor¬ 
ruption than ev*r. hui in the battle 
again©’. the conspiracy, which 1* bound 
to win. the churches and the clergy 
lead.

Man of Duty.

HI* blah Ideals of citizenship he got 
from him: hi* sanity, too. I fancy, for it 
was a distinguishing mark of one. and 
is of the other. So wus hie fairness, 
hi* sober sense «»f Justice, for which th** 
policemen In Mulberry street lav* him 
yet In secret. They <h»ro not mention 
ha* name openly in these day* of Tam¬ 
many rule. For once, and once* only, 
the honest policeman who did hi* duty, 
hut lutd no pull, had un equal chance 
with the schemer. Neither kind w 11 
soon forget the two year* of Roosevelt. 
I well renumber the time I clashed with 
all three of the qualities In him which 
I have mentioned. It was when u wom¬ 
an was condemned to death for the foul 
and wicked murder of her step-daugh¬ 
ter, and he, ha Governor, wa* beset by 
an endless array of moro or less maud¬ 
lin petlttons praying for pardon. I too, 
labored with him. I did not like th© ex¬ 
ecution, but more— I never owned it be¬ 
fore, he would have been the last man 
to bring that argument to— I feared the 
effect of it on hi* career. I was weak 
and foolish, 1 know It now. I went to 
Albany, and all that evening and night, 
till the 1 a. m. train went back to the 
city, I argued It with him In his study. 
I pleaded on every ground 1 knew how, 
and I saw In ill* face the yearning to 
see it .ik hi* friend did. But ho could 
not. He hud pardoned others before, 
and I knew it was hhi dear delight to 
temper justice with mercy where It 
j could rightly be dune. Roosevelt I* 
farthest from being a hard man; his 
heart is as tender a* a woman’s where 
it may be. a* hard a* steel where it 
must be. In this case he was absolute¬ 
ly right. Every consideration of fair¬ 
ness and Justice demanded that the law 
take its course If the prisoner was re¬ 
sponsible. This fact he ascertained by 
th© strlctfiftt scrutiny, ami then stood 
tutkte, heedless of the clamor. It waa 
with something almost of awe that l 
raw him do It, for I knew what it cost 
him.

Theodore Roosevelt lives children na 
William McKinley did. When he was 
a Police Commissioner wo would some¬ 
time* go together to the Indian school 
of the Children’s Aid Society, or some 
kindred place, and I loved of all things 
to hear him talk to the little one*. They 
did, too. 1 fancy* he left behind him on 
every* one of those trips a streak of lit¬ 
tle patriots to whom, a* they grow up. 
the memory of their hour with '’Teddy” 
will be a whole manual of good citizen¬ 
ship. I know oue little girl out on Long 
Island v.ho is to-day hugging the 
thought of the handehake he gave her 
us the most precious uf lur memories.. 
And so do I, foe 1 saw him spy her— 
poor, little thing, in her threadbare 
Jacket—way back in the crowd of school 
children that swarmed about his train, 
and I saw him dash Into the surging 
tide like a strong swimmer str.klng from 
the shore, make a way through th-..* 
shouting mob of youngsters clear to 
where ©bo was on the outskirts looking 
un hopelessly, catch and shake her hand 
as if his very heart were in his, and 
rhen catch the moving train on the ruti. 
while she looked after It. her face un ■ 
big. happy smik*. That was Roosevelt, 
every inch of him. 

Is suuh a man *af© a« the Executive 
•of thin country of blessed homes? Hi* 
own is one of the happiest ! kn »w of, 
for love Ik at th- helm. It As hi* harbor 
of refuge, which he insist* on preserving 
sacred to him and his. whatever storms 
rag - * without. And in this also h* i* 
faithful the Wghe*; of American 
ideal*, to his country's best traditions. 
Th* only time 1 saw him so angry a* to 
nearly los* his temper was when he 
was told that hi* enemies in the Polite 
Department, who never grasped the 
kind of man they bad to do with, or 
wer»? abl* to do It. were slutdowing hlui 
nightly from hi* office to h’s home, 
thinking to catch him in some wrong. 
He flushed hotly. 

“tVhat:” he said, "going horn© to my 
babies?” But his ang» r died In a sad 
little laugh of contempt. That was 
their way, not hi*. When, soon after, 
the opportunity came to him t.» pay 
them back In their own coin, he spurned 
It \%‘th loathing He fought Talr even 
with scoundrel*.

"So much has happened since my la^t 
letter that I very much doubt if f wdl 
have time to tell It all In this letter; 
however. I will begin. Monday. Aug. 26, 
we were up early, did our packing and 
were at the train by 12:20, for wo were 
starting back to China. Before leaving 
we were very much pleased to see seme 
half dozen or more friends wiio came to 
bid us goodbye. We all had a Jolly time 
together on itie porch until dinner was 
amnounced, after which we walked 
to the train and on reaching the station 
found several more who had come on 
their wheels to bid us farewell. A Japa¬ 
nese girl, who had been here spending 
the summer, was going lK*ue on the 
same train with us, and sa wu were to 
stop tn her town for the night it wa^ 
very COD! t’ong. Ky-' 

oto, where we were to see Mrs, McCau¬ 
ley and Miss Gaines, is a suburb of To¬ 
kyo. We tied met a Mlw Blackstock at 
Karu^zawa. She had been sick and Dr. 
Tntwlck Imd attended her AJid Hie liked 
him so well that she urged us to stop 
to see her. She Is one of the ladles In 
charge of a large school for g.ris there, 
Northern Methodist. We reached her 
home ai 8:86 and she had a delightful 
supper for us. After breakfast Tuesday 
morning, she showed us over the build¬ 
ing. Of course it is vacation now, so we 
saw none of her pupils. We then took 
Jlnricka?haws and went into town,stop¬ 
ping on the way to vieft the “Red Crons 
Hospital.” This we found immensely In¬ 
terest lug. It I* owned by the Govern¬ 
ment and is run entirely by Japanese, 
not « foreign doctor being connected 
with It. The Japanese are such progres¬ 
sive people; there is very little need for 
foreign doctors nnd none for medical 
mb'jdonartes. Must of those Japanese 
doctors have taken their medical course 
In Germany. In this hosplul they can 
accommodate about three hundred pa¬ 
tients an«l have three hundred trained 
Japanese nurses. It is as complete and 
attractive as any infirmary in Louis¬ 
ville, but I will tell you more of thia 
In my next. 

• • • 

Visit To a Lily Farm. 

"We rode through Tokyo to the rail¬ 
road station, passing some immense 
buildings, the Palace University, Lega¬ 
tions. etc. You know Tokyo Is the cap¬ 
ital of the empire. At 12 noon we took 
the train for Yokohama, reaching there 
a*. 1. We stopped at a nice little Bwtss 
hotel. The foreign hotels here charge 
enormously. After tiffin we went out to 
do some shopping, then to a florist, 
whose address we had, for we wantea 
to g« t some fern balls. You have 8 on 
them at the florists In Louisville hung 
up with the fern* growing out of them. 
We lmd no idea how far we had to go, 
but k“pi walking and Inquiring from 
people we would intct. and finally 
reached «»ur destination, awfully hot ard 
tired, but fully repaid for our tramp. 
We found our florist a big, jolly Ger¬ 
man named Bachmer. He raised things 
for the wholesale market. Lilies, for 
Instance, be raised like they do in Cali¬ 
fornia. H© showed u* picture* of hi* 
lily field* In bloom, great fields of Eantcr 
lilies! Think, of It! By the last steamer 
he shipped to America on*- hundred ton* 
of Illy bulbs. I usked If he knew Nan* 

Neuner, of Louisville. He said yes. 
he km-w them well by reputation; that 
they had made themselves famous by 
one plant they had grown yeara ago. 
We bought some fern balls and rings, 
pay lug twenty sen a piece for them 
This includes packing and shipping. We 
also bought some lily bulbs of different 
varieties. lie showed us over his gar¬ 
dens. It was wonderful to sec these 
magnificent plants that we treasure and 
nurno so carefully—one in a pot—grow¬ 
ing In such profusion. He grows them 
simply to get the bulbs, so he is not 
careful to make them into artistic bed* 
like our florists at homo do. Speuklng 
of the fern balls, he had them in many 
designs, one particularly funny wa* 
three monkeys hang'ng together. He 
say* such designs uro quite the Tad* In 
America. After taking us all over fields, 
then Into his packing looms. wl:ere we 
»aw bushels and busb- ls of bulbs throw n 
on the floor ltke potatoes, he said he had 
wrv few left, bemuse he had shlpp* d 
so many by the last steamer. He final¬ 
ly Invited us into his office, where we 


Wt»re served with an Ice drink which U 
mad. her© a great dt-al. They call it 
bottled lemonade. Any way. it Is a bou 
tied acid of some kind which will ‘fizz* 
when poured out. We came la- k to the 
hotel In rlckashawM, for the wa k had 
been a long climb up a hill, and we were 
tired. 

• • • 

Chinaman and His Lunch. 

“We left Yokohama at 7 o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning, taking the train lo 
Tokyo. We had prepared us a lunch 
by buying a ’tin of Jam’ (everything 
out here comes In tins or cans, even 
butter), a tin of chipped beef and some 
baker’s rolls. Thi* was to do us for 
dinner and supper, with the addition of 
some fruits and pots of hot tea, whi.h 
we would buy at Nme station along tho 
way. I have told you before how a 
Japanese will enter a train, spread out 
Vis shawl or steamer rug on the seat, 
and then claim all the space coveted 
by the same. It makes no differcnco 
how crowded the tram, he never make* 
room for anybody but himself. Most of 
the car* have {•‘at* like ours, on one 
side, and then a long seat, full length of 
the eftr. on tho other. On this one caii 
lie down and nap if so inclined. 

"Well, we were somewhat crowded 
because the Japanese had ’spread out,’ 
ro. after a while some of them left tho 
train and we proceeded to ‘.quoad out.* 
I am writing this on board the steamer, 
and have been quite amup?d listening to 
a conversation between the stewardess, 
who Is a Japan©*©, and a Chinese amah, 
who I* on board with a lady and her 
two children. They arc talking to each 
other In ’Pigeon English,' and very 
funny it sound*. But. to return to our 
travels. I have written you before of 
our train trip through Japan, and, as 
they are more or less alike, I Will not 
repeat except to speak uf lunches. You 
remember how 1 wrote you we could 
buy Japanese lunch* s put up in llttlo 
wooden boxes. Well, there were three 
Chines© on our train. The Chinese as a 
rule do not tike Japanese food at all. 
so ono of these Chinamen bought a b x 
of lunch, which he showed us with 
great delight. It was a foreign lunch 
put up In a nice little wooden box Just 
lik*- the Japanese lunches are put up. 
In the box waa a slice of ham. cold roast 
beef, boiled tongue. Then there was a 
partition, and in this was some sl!ced 
tonmt.*** and irlaw. Aoeompunylng tb a 
was a small plate, a little larger than 
an ordinary pSze butter plate. On ono 
side of this plate was butter and on the 
other salt and pepper. Then there was 
a tiny bottle of vinegar, a slice of bread 
done up In paper and some potatoes. 
The whole was to be eaten with chop 
sticks. Thai Chinaman certainly did en¬ 
joy that for* ign lunch. We reached 
Kyoto at 8:45 p. tn. Miss Gaines was at 
the station to meet us. Their railrond 
stations are ail nice brick buildings. Ju«t 
like the one* you see in America. Hero 
we had anothor new experience for us. 

• • • 

Meets Some One From Louisville. 

"This is about the only place In Japan 
where they have the double Jinricka- 
shawH, broad enough for two people to 
ride comfortably and drawn by two Japs 
tandem fashion. Miss Gaines and I got 
into n double one. Dr. Trawick and Miss 
L&nlu* each In a single on** and away 
we went, through Japanese streets to 
a Japanese hotel in a Japan*** town, 
riding in a Japanese vehicle drawn by 
little Japanese men. When we reached 
the hotel, the first thing w© had to do 
was to take off our shoes, for. you know, 
the Japanese never wear shoes In tho 
house I could never describe a Jap¬ 
anese hotel so you could g« t any idea 
of what it is like. Many little passages, 
many flight* of stair* or rather ladders, 
leading to the second story. We had 
two nice sccond-story moms in a part 
of the h*»use all to oureelvea This hotel 
was far superior to the one in Tokyo. 
The entire end of the room fs made of 
thin paper screens, which slide back or 
can be entirely removed. Across a sm*t! 
court. In which grows trees and plant*, 
wo could sec In the room opposite us a 
light-haired foreign lady anting on the 
floor under th** electric light reading a 
letter. Mis* Gaines introduced us at 
’long range,* and this I found was Mr*. 
McCauley, a sister of Mrs. H« gan. of 
LouJsvliitr. I was too dlshevtded and 
dusty to allow her a closer view, but 
she told me she had lust received her 
first home mull tdnee her arrival In Ja¬ 
pan. so, of course, was absorbed In read¬ 
ing tho** dear home Mltrs. You know, 
Mrs. McCauley hts erme out to iteGst 
Mis* Gaines and Miss LanlUft in their 
kindergarten in Hiroshima. Though t 
Imd never met her. it waa a delight to 
meet one so recently from home.

VICTIMS OF BRITISH POLICY. 


Suffering and Death In the Camps 
of Detention Founded In 
South Africa. 


REVENGE FOR BURGHERS’ VICTORIES. 

Helpless Families of the Transvaal Farmer-Sol¬ 
diers Starved, While Their Fields Are 
Devastated and Homes Burned 

THEIR SPIRIT IS STILL DEFIANT

RETORI A. Aug. 30.—Your corre- 
fl C spondent, now the «*nl> non- 
! Britlnh newspaper man iu this 

section, has just finished hi? 
tour of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain's Boar- 
family-destruction Institutes, the wom¬ 
en's and children's camps at Irene, 
Potscheffstroem and Bloemfontein, all 
of which, like that of Pretoria, were 
found to be great hospitals with ceme¬ 
tery annexes. 

But there Is no hospital In the world 
where, outside of the time of great 
epidemics, so many patients die. The 
Joseph Chamberlain Hospital, so-called, 
at Bloemfontein, for Instance, is now 
yielding eight to ten corpses a day; at 
Potscheffstroem 240 mothers and little 
ones were carried out last month, while 
Irene saw Its population of Imprisoned 
women lessened by 127. The official 
records show the existence of the usual 
hospital and prison diseases—typhoid, 
measles, malaria, Infniull*- sicknesses; 
but they show more. In a good many 
cases starvation and ‘'broken heart” 
are named as the cause of death. 

Your correspondent saw no cc.nes of 
actual starvation; the British st:b- 
Lleutenants who condm ted him 
through the various camps spared him 
that awful eight, but whether at Pre¬ 
toria, Bloemfontein or Potacbefftotroem 
he was alw ys folk • 
dren, who quickly devoured tlu srn ill 
store of biscuit, bread and preserves he 
had to give. As to the elder women 
and grown girls, they sut silent, de¬ 
fiant, thetr hands wrapp* I in aprons as 
If afraid that, despite their hl-:h sense 
of dignity and honor. they might 
stretch them forth In supplb it Ion. 

• • • 

Misery At Irene. 

s Tour correspondent th the wom¬ 
en and children of Irene aro worst off. 


There hunger stalks abroad In open 
daylight and the people are so weaken¬ 
ed by long-continued lurk of the nec¬ 
essaries of life as to fall llko fil.-g before 
changes of temperature and Incidental 
Illnesses that under ordinary circum¬ 
stances they would not mind. The ma¬ 
tron* and girls are sallow'-faced and 
haggard; the children listless or whim¬ 
pering; all their inborn sturdiness and 
botsti rousness gone. I had occaHou to 
talk to Fome of the elder women In their 
own language. It had to be done on 
the quirt, as the Governor of the camp 
had Instructed the guard not to permit 
any conversation save In English. 

• • • 

Starvation Not the Right Word. 

"Starvation Isn't the right word,” 
said the Boer matrons. Just eve.i to¬ 
ward their most cruel persecutor*, "for 
twice a week we get food enough for a 
day. But by me king It last three days 
and a half our allowance Is cut down so 
fine ns to keep us hungry from Sunday 
to Saturday and from Saturday until 
Sunday. Thus we nre run down to the 
lust extremity, our strength slowly 
ebbs away until we die of exhaustion.” 

"With the children It's different." 
said another Boer woman. "Unham¬ 
pered by pride and disregarding past 
conditions, they beg a bite or two. but 
at the same time hunger frequently 
compels them to Indulge In food entire¬ 
ly unfit for consumption. That Is one 
of the reasons why so many die of ty¬ 
phoid and measles, diseases we were 
not much afraid of when living on our 
farms. As things are now the little 
ones have not the strength to with¬ 
stand the attacks of the fever.”

All the comps nre arranged and gov¬

If the term "better” be permissible to 
designate something utterly Impossible 
and hopeless. The women prisoners of 
Pretoria, Bloemfontein and Pietermar¬ 
itzburg are less hungry and destitute 
because the town people can visit them 
and distribute gifts. But the towns* 
people, being mostly English and price* 
of food and clothing being very 1 high, 
their donations are scarce and far- 
between. 

The British Government furnishes Its 
prisoners with tents, measuring four 
square feet In diameter at th*’ bottom. 
This must suffice for from eight to 
twelve heads, women and children. 
Sometimes two or three families are 
lodged together to make up the num¬ 
ber. The writer counted seven beds 
In Pretoria camp and thirty, or thirty- 
two. all told. In the three other camps 
visited. In extenuation the British of¬ 
ficers said that the King's female pris¬ 
oners of war W'ere permitted to bring 
from their own homes as much as they 
liked. 

• • • 

No Seats Provided. 


T repented this to a number 
of Edward VIT.’s women cap¬ 
tives. and invariably got this reply: 
‘We could not bring much besides what 
we had on because the carts that 
brought us to the railroad station— 
often a hundred or more miles distant 
—were so overcrowded that some of us 
could not even sit down. Many had to 
stand up nnd even the big children had 
to make the Journey sitting on their 
mothers* laps. There were no accom¬ 
modations for baggage On rare occa¬ 
sions. only, did some captives succeed 
In bribing the soldiers to permit them 
to bring a trunk.” There are forty- 
nine trunk* or boxes In the eainp of 
Pretoria. The other tents, with the ex¬ 
ception of the few furnished with 
chairs or beds, contain absolutely noth¬ 
ing save the regulation number of 
army blankets and cooking utensils. 

• • • 

How They Were Made Prisoners. 


Your correspondent questioned over 
a hundred women and girls to find out 
how they were made prisoners. This 
was their stereotyped response In nine 
out of ten cases: 

"We were living quietly In Barberton 
(or Wltwatomrand) district, father and 
brother being in the field (or away a* 
prisoners of war), when all of a sudden 
a band of soldiers appeared at our 
farm (sometimes at midday, or early in 
the morning. sometimes at night). 
They surrounded the home and stables 
allowing none to escape, and while 
some busied themselves capturing the 
cattle and shooting the dogs, others 
rudely drove us out of doors. 

"If it was night, the men would stand 
by while we dressed, and at all times 
followed us wherever we went Tor fear 
that we might grab some weapon or 
escape. Nominally, we wore allowed 
to take along five or ten pound* of 
baggage a head, but more often than 
not bad to throw away all wo had gath¬ 
er* d up on coming to the wagons, as 
they were overcrowded. 

"While we were diiven off, the old 
house we hud helped to build. It* barns 
and granaries. went up In flume*, Fome- 
times we even had to wait In front of 
the burning p:t« in order that the com¬ 
mander of the land might satisfy h m- 
*elf that the fire hud eaten up all our 
good* and chiittt la." 

The witness"* continued: "After long 
and weary Journylnys by ox-cart, we 


finally reached a railway station end 
were packed off to the nearest camp, 
uncovered coal wagons being the usual 
means of transportation. While en 
route w*e got little to eat nnd still less 
to drink." 

• • • 

Misery of One Family. 

In the camp of Irene your oorresp nd- 
ent ran across a number of thee- nrw- 
oomers. "We were reduced to beggary 
over night," said the head of one fam¬ 
ily, a woman of forty, with a child at 
her breast. "We were robbed of «>ur 
all. our home, our stores, our good cat¬ 
tle. our cats and dogs und other pets; 
our clothes, linen, trinkets. Nay, wo 
couldn't erven take our Bible, Can any¬ 
thing worse befall us now?" 

"How long have you been waiting for 
a tent?" 

"Twenty-four hour*, but others wait¬ 
ed still longer. I would not mind it 
myself, but the chill nights will surely 
kill this baby." Pressed for further 
Information, the good woman continue.!. 
"Our house stood near Wiige river; to¬ 
morrow It will be a week since they 
burned It down. Ami ever since then 
we have been en route for this place. 
First on foot, then by ox-oart. then by 
rail, huddled up In coal wagons, The 
last twenty-four hours before wv cam© 
here we spent on the railway. There 
w'-as not an ounce of provisions for the 
prisoners, but the soldiers and officers 
wer© well fed. Ah, what a change! Ten 
days ago I was considered worth many 
thousand dollars; now I wx>uld gladly 
take th© place of a scrub-wo man." 

Your correspondent was looking *t 
a small sack lying by her Fide. "ThL*," 
Bald th© Boer woman. "I* aJl that's left 
of our worldly goods besdd*« th© things 
on our backs." She opened the bundle. 
There were some baby clothes and a 
few cotton dresses for herself and the 
elder girls. "W© haven't even & change 
of linen," said this captive of Edward 
VII. 

She show odd her rations for three 
days: A beef bone, but without an ounce 
of flesh on It, and a cow * lung. 

• * • 

Supper Time In Camp. 


At Pretoria camp, as well as at the 
rest of those visited. I happen¬ 
ed to remain frequently until 
sundown, th© Boers' usual supper 
hour. At this time of the year sundown 
is equivalent to a lowering of the tem¬ 
perature by 10 to 15 degree©, and it Is 
also th© slgnail for the children to run 
for shelter, If, perchance, their mother 
has secured a tent. The writer found 
oy actual count that less than 20 per¬ 
cent. of the women imprisoned at Pre¬ 
toria camp were In possession of fuel, 
while many of those that did have a 
fire had only hot water for their even¬ 
ing meal. Once I saw a number of 
grown girls pouring flour Into boiling 
water, stirring it energetically. 

"What’s It to be?" 1 *ald. 

"Papp.” 

"Do you like it?" 

"We do now, even though It's only 
nigger’s food." Twenty hungry eye* 
directed upon the steaming pot said 
more than words could tell how much 
"nigger food" was appreciated. 

At a nearby tent I found a mother, 
grandmother, aunt and five children as¬ 
sembled around the dark fireplaces and 
empty pots. The habit of be ter days 
had brought them together. Th© small 
boys and little girl* were kicking their 
heels together to keep warm, and in 
an effort to combat the cold they were 
bending their knee* to make their 


trousers and skirts reach further down. 
All eyes were riveted on the mother's 
mournful face, while she. the tradi¬ 
tional provider of food, was gazing at 
the empty pots as If expecting a mira¬ 
cle from above. 

• • • 

Terrible Hunger. 

"We go hungry five day* out of every 
seven," was the universal cry all 
around. "When the rations are dealt 
out we get enough to eat; after that 
we must scramble for every mouthful. 
Our allowance of one pound of meat (In¬ 
cluding bones a week Just suffices to 
keep us twenty-four hours." 

Most of the women actually starving 
In the camps had provisions for a ye*r, 
or longer, in their own home*, yet were 
not allowed to take away even a 
pound of coffee, much less a side of ba¬ 
con. Everything had to be burned ac¬ 
cording to British War Office order*. Is 
It to b<* wondered at that the Boers 
think the British War Office ruled by 
army contractors. Interested In seeing 
Boer stores reduced to ashes that their 
own goods may be procured to supply 
the artificially created needs? There 
Isn't a farmer'* wife among the many 
thousand prisoners who hadn't enough 
to keep herself and her little ones for 
six months at least, yet their carefully 
hoarded staples, fruits, smoked merits, 
vegetable* and groceries of nil sorts 
wen© ruthlessly burned up like so much 
rubbish, though the Brttlsh ar© forced 
to Import every pound of life's necessa¬ 
ries they and their prisoner* require. 

• • • 

"King Doesn't Help Good Women." 

Plow starvation Is mainly responsible 
for the state of exhaustion and weak¬ 
ness that particularly prevails among 
old women and young glr's Just blos¬ 
soming Into womanhood. The fate of 
the latter 1* particularly hard Try as 
they may they can’t get frnjd enough 
to acquire sufficient strength for out¬ 
living the most critical period of their 
life. Some mothers told me there was 
a movement on foot to make a personal 
appeal to King Edward, but the girls 
refused to sign the petition. They have 
been told that King Edward was never 
known to do anything for a good wom¬ 
an. "What chance would we have with 
him?" they say. "bes.des, Joseph Cham¬ 
berlain would certainly Intercept our 
petition." 

Another frequent cause of death and 
disease among th© captive women and 
children 1* officially styled "broken 

heart." 

"Remember." said one of the stricken 
women at Pretoria to your correspond¬ 
ent, "remember that we. reduced to 
beggary, nay. actually bitter want, ly 
British Twentieth century warfare, wtie 
for the most part well-to-do; living on 
our own farms in the midst of plenty, 
having servants, horses, cattle, every¬ 
thing In abundance for making life hap¬ 
py. Remember, too, that all tv* pos¬ 
sessed was gained by our fathers' and 
our own sweat. Ah. we Boer women 
worked hard, terribly hard, for what we 
called our own. And to lo e It at one 
stroke by an act of wanton, unprece¬ 
dented and utterly useless barbarism 
Is certainly enough to unsettle one's 
mind and drive one to melancholy. 
Most of the elder women here, the moth¬ 
ers especially, suffer as much from gr ef 
over their loss as from hunger, ani on 
account of the death or absence of their 
loved ones." 

I was saying how needless, how un¬ 
called for the farm-destroying was* 


when one of the Boer listeners Inter¬ 
rupted me. 

"Needless, savage; yes. uncalled for, 
no." she cried, "not from the British 
standpoint, at least By comparing the 
dates of wholesale farm destructions 
and British defeats It will be seen that 
one follows upon th© other. Whenever 
a British column is wiped out. or a 
British goods-train captured, you may 
be sure that a hundred combatants' 
families stiffered In consequence. For 
myself. I first learned of Delarey's 
great prize, the capture of an enormous 
convoy on the Pretoria-Rustenburg 
route, from the soldiers w*ho came to 
plant the 'red cock’ upon the roof of 
my house. As they fired the farm at 
all ends I heard them say that the 
burning of a hundred farms with their 
stores would scarcely be enough to off¬ 
set th* war material gained by us. And 
as we drove to the railway the heaven* 
all around were red with the light of 
burning home*.” 

• • • 

Fondled Daughter While Mother 
Burned. 


A horrible case Is that of a young 
girl named Annie Bloem, at pots- 
choffstroem camp. She Is a beau¬ 
tiful creature to look at. but hopelessly 
Insane. For several month* she ha* 
been repeating day and night this cry 
of agony: "Haal doch, mey ma ntt z© 
verbrand" ("Let me go. mother is burn¬ 
ing"). Baying this, she makes futile ef¬ 
forts to release herself from the strait- 
jacket, cries, kicks, scratches and bites. 

Here Is her sad history: 

Annie hails from the Sterkstroom set¬ 
tlement, now* wiped out. In the district 
of Kustenburg. The detachment of 
Tommies sent to burn her parents' 
farm had orders not to be unnecessarily 
cruel to the w««men, but to "Jolly them 
along." They did. After driving all they 
could find into the farmyard, a couple 
of them devoted themselves to paying 
mock-court to Annie while the build¬ 
ings were consumed by tnc flames. The 
girl's frantic efforts to get away and 
save her bed-ridden mother, lying In an 
upper chamber somewhat removed from 
the Vest of the household, wrere In vain; 
the soldiers didn’t, or wouldn't, under¬ 
stand her. nnd the more she begged 
to be released the more they laughed 
and fooled.

Mistaken Policy. 


The consensu* of opinion among the 
captured women la to the effect that all 
their own sacrifices, and the British 
losses as well, are utterly useless and 
wasteful. f 

"Joseph Chamberlain hasn't yet tie- 
gun to understand the character of our 
pt*ople." they say. "lie thinks he « an 
induce our husbands and brothers lo 
lay down arm* by making us their 
wives and sisters and our little girls 
and boys suffer by rondemnlng us to 
slow death, but he Is mistaken. Th© 
Boer loves his family und hi* home 
above everything else In the world; 
home-sickness is a hereditary disease 
with us. If the British had protected 
our homes instead of destroying them 
yr» per cent, of the combatants would 
have eventually given In because unable 
to withstand the attraction of the home 
nnd loved ones they left behind. Thus 
armed resistance would have become 
disorganized and the British might 
have conquered after all."

Errlco Malatesta—his name Invaria¬ 
bly has been printed Enrico, which Is 
wrong—Is considered by the "Depart¬ 
ment of Criminal Investigation" at 
Scotland Yard to be the real leader of 
the organized anarchists In Engiund. 
a band numbering between 2.000 and 
3,000 members. He Is known also to be 
In close touch with the anarchist or¬ 
ganizations In America, France and 
Italy, and he Is suspected by the Lon¬ 
don police of being the actual head and 
moving spirit of the International af¬ 
filiation* of anarchists. He has a few 
Intimate friends here outside of an¬ 
archist circles—or outside of the inner 
circle, at least—and from talks with 
some of these I gather that they fully 
believe Malatesta to be the anarchist 
director general. 

He Is not only watched continually by 
! the police to-day, hut anyone wh* un- 
I dertake* to see him 1* followed. Since 
h“ settled In London f^ur years ago 
he has been so cautious thAt no defl- 


More Romantic Than Fiction. 


The facts concerning this Italian 
nobleman, born to wealth and title, who 
sits In a wretched little back room in 
London, suspected of weaving vast 
plots, u'hlle detectives representing «at 
b»ast four nations lurk outside watching 
In vain for some clew on w hlch to hold 
him. »re more strange and dramatic 
than any of the Action that has been 
written about him. Malatesta Is hi* 
own name, and his family Is one of tt j 
oldest and most respected In Italy to¬ 
day. As the eldest son he inherited th© 
title of Count, and would have com© 
into a considerable property If his fam¬ 
ily had not disowned him on account of 
his revolutionary tendencies. He has a 
brother Henry who Is in the publlo 
service in Italy to-day. 

Malatesta was Intended by his father 
to be a scientist, and after an excel¬ 
lent education under tutors was sent 
to Milan University to prepare for th© 
study of medicine. He was a turbu¬ 
lent. headstrong youth, and soon be¬ 
came the lender of the more restless 
spirits at the University. Before h© 
had time to graduate he was arrested 
as tW leader of a revolutionary move¬ 
ment. and although his family man¬ 
aged to get him out of Jail, they In¬ 
formed him that thenceforth they 
would have nothing to do with him un¬ 
less he changed his views about the 
Iniquity of all form* of government. 
Malatesta promptly refused, and w as 
Invited by the family to go and be 
hanged. 

He plunged Into all sorts of plots 
against the Italian Government after

IMPROVING THE TENNESSEE RIVER. ^ ^ 


REMAINS OBSTRUCTED AT A 
VITAL POINT. 


APPROPRIATION NECESSARY. 


Meeting To Be Held In Huntsville 
May Be the Beginning of 
ft New Era 


IN THE TENNESSEE VALLEY. 


Florence. Ala., Oct. 12.—[Special.}— 
The fifth annual meeting of the Ten¬ 
nessee River Improvement Association, 
which will be held In Huntsville 
Wednesday, October 16, premises to 
open ft new era In the Industrial devel¬ 
opment of the Tennessee Valley. 

The Insignificant recognition given to 
this Important Interstate waterway by 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee of 
the Fifty-sixth Congress Indicated a 
disposition to abandon this great work 
unless the people along the whole Ten¬ 
nessee river In Tennessee. Alabama, 
Ooorgta, Mississippi and Kentucky 
arouse themselves and demand its com¬ 
pletion. It was at this critical period 
that Congressman William Richardson, 
of the Eighth Alabama district, ad¬ 
dressed a letter to the Commerce Com¬ 
mittee of the Senate, which hhd charge 
of the Rivers and Harbors hill when It 
passed from the House, and was sign¬ 
ed by every Congressman In those 
States trlbutary* *to the Tennessee river 
from Its headwaters to Paducah, ask¬ 
ing the committee to make an exclus¬ 
ive appropriation for removing obstruc¬ 
tions nt Colbert and Bee Tree shoals. 

• • • 

Appropriations Divided. 

Heretofore appropriations for the 
Tennessee river have been divided out 
among the numerous tributaries ex¬ 
tending far up Into East Tennessee, 
above Knoxville, and while these 
streams have been greatly benefited, 
and In many cases made navigable for 
small draught boats and open to com¬ 
merce, yet the main obstruction to the 
Tennessee river at Colbert and Bee 
Tree Gho&ls bas been almost entirely 
Ignored, and until recent years has re¬ 
mained practically unnavlgable from 
four to eight months In the year on ac¬ 
count of these obstructions. 

Congressman Richardson recently 
said that the Tennessee river W’as like 
& sack tied In the middle with both ends 
open to navigation. He has been as¬ 
siduously at work for the past two 
years unifying all conflicting Interests 
and pledging the support of both Con¬ 
gressmen and Benators In this one 
united effort to secure an appropria¬ 
tion Sufficient to complete the second 
lock and eight miles of canal necessary 



navigable throughout the entire year, and 
the u&eful season of navigation can *<* 
greatly lengthened on all the tributaries. 
The whole system, on account of tho hard 
bottom of the streams and their sta 
banks, and from the fact that they 
seldom obstructed by :ce, is exception¬ 
ally susceptible of improvement.

Navigation. 


Notwithstanding the many obstruction* 
that still exist In the river and the diffi¬ 
culties and dangers of navigation, there 
were sixty-four different steamboats of 
an aggregate tonnage of 8.533 tons, and 
two hundred barges of a carrying ca¬ 
pacity of 75,668 tons employed during the 
year 1558 upon the system.

The statistics collected actually 
show that there were transported upon 
the river during the year more than CM!

freight, valued at $H.6M.S7C.PO.

The exact tirnoi.j.. a - 
ready appropr.ated by Congr*s» tot Mu - 
cle Shoals canal la $4.689.5.6. and the 
biau- of Alabama has « xp« i.utd .- h 
I n all. making $<3,689,336. 

The Tennessee river improvement is a 
question of greater importance than any 
other river or harbor work, except that 
of the Mississippi and Ohio.

The lower lock cost I6M.000 and has 
been completed several years, but the 
failure of the Inst Congress to appro¬ 
priate money for the continuance of 
the work has prncttcAlly tied up all 
river Improvement and the work has 
been temporarily abandoned. 

MaJ. John O. D. Knight has recom¬ 
mended In his report the appropriation 
of J9S1.000 In one lump sum for this 
work and the putting of the Tennessee 
river on a continuous contract plan, 
whlrh would place It out of the hands 
of hostile committees or safe from 
failure to make an appropriation. 


Continuous Contract System. 

That It should be placed on a con¬ 
tinuous contract system Is essential 
and important from the fact that MaJ. 
Knight has said that the completion 
of the Colbert Shoals canal will not in¬ 
sure low water navigation by boats 
drawing three feet of water for two 
miles above Colbert Shoals; that other 
canals exist between the latter and 
Florence and Muscle Shoals canal, be¬ 
tween Lock 1 and Lock B, of Muscle 
Shoals canal, and above the canal; 
that other work of Improvement will 
be necessary before the Muscle Shoals 
canal can be of material benefit to 
either Sheffield or Florence.

Oen. Grosvenor’s View. 


Gen. Charles II. Grosvenor, of the 
Committee on the Merchants’ Marine 
and Fisheries of Congress, has admira¬ 
bly summed up the whole situation In 
his letter to Congressman Richardson, 
In which he said:

It Is a gigantic and difficult undertaking 
to get Congress to appreciate It and make 
the appropriation that It ought to. and It 
will never come but by the united action 
of the representatives Interested. And if 
you fritter away your whole strength and 
by your I mean the whole of Tennessee, 
Alabama and Georgia representatives, by 
getting a little appropriation for minor 
places nnd Inconsiderable Interests, you 
will never get the sort of support for 
the great work that It so richly deserves. 
It would be better for you that the small 
places should stand as they are for two 


years If you could get a splendid appro¬ 
priation with a continuous contract, you 
can do all of this If you will s and to¬ 
gether. but If you concede to the abandon¬ 
ment or the neglect of this work to pro¬ 
mote other special and less Important In¬ 
terests you will fall entirely. I bel eve 
that you can win the fight.

Maj. Kingman’s Report.

It Is a wonderful sight to se# 
a steamboat In the st^rt'aqueduct. as It 
appears in midair with the cmk bolowr. 
A telephone line connects the catir*- canal 
with Florence.

Colbert and Bee Tree Shoals. 

Colbert and Bee Tree shoals, for which 
the- present appropriatlon Is asked. Is to 
be a canal eight miles long, 150 feet wide 
and seven feet deep, with one guard lock 
at the upper end and one lock with a 
tw'enty-flv© foot lift at the lower end, 
these looks to be eighty feet w:d© and 350 
feet long. The lower lock is alrtady com- 
plated at the cost of $000,000. 

The Tennessee river Is the connecting 
link between all the States of the B^uih- 
eost. with the States of Ohio. Indiana, 
Illinois and Kentucky and lb R;ste we»t 
of them which border on the M:s>'ssipp4 
and Missouri, and Is also the natural out¬ 
let of the States of the South <.<&-t with 
New Orleans and the Gulf of Mexico.

Navigable For Many Miles. 

The Tennessee river Is navigable for 280 
miles below the obstruction and 4<!0 ml!«s 
above the obstruction, and the body of 
the water in the Tennessee river Is great¬ 
er than that which is contained in all 
other rivers of the United Slates with 
about five exceptions, and yet we have a 
reef obstruction here which for man , 
months In the year has but one and on<v 
half feet of water. 

The success of the steamer Avalon In 
making sdh virile trips bet ere n Chat anoo- 
ga and Paducah the I Hist Seaaun, and the 
magnificent results obtained In spite of 
the obstacle thrown in her way by other 
transportation lines, demonstrates the 
feasibility of navigating the noble river 
and the great development that would fol¬ 
low If the contemplated Improvements 
were completed.

Insects That Are Prized As 

Delicate Articles of Diet, t 








Nearly every known insect has at one 
tlma or another in the world's history 
been regarded as a food delicacy. M. 
Dagufln, a French entomologist, has is¬ 
sued a book In which he has collected 
all of the accounts he could And about 
the u*e of Insects for food. 

He finds that many Islanders In the 
South Sea are passionately fond of spi¬ 
ders. 

In many parts of Africa and In por¬ 
tions of Central and South America the 
caterpillar la regarded as a delicacy. 
Travelers who have been prevailed up¬ 
on to taste them pronounce them palat¬ 
able. In Australia the larvae of the 
longicomes or horned caterpillar are 
much sought after as food. They are 
found In the Interior of decaying trees. 


The larvae from each different species 
of tree have their own distinctive fla¬ 
vor. Many natives eat them raw’, but 
certain civilized tribes prefer them 
fried. 

The cockchafer, a species of oricket, 
is regarded as excellent food in many 
rural districts of France. A resolution 
to provide funds for the destruction of 
cockchafers was bitterly opposed in the 
French Senate on the stated ground 
that they were a valuable food product. 

The palm worm Is considered a deli¬ 
cacy by the natives of India* This worm 
is white, oily and about three inches 
long. It Is eaten either raw or cooked 
nnd sometimes It Is mixed with flour 
nnd formed Into a cake. Sometimes the 
oil Is extracted by heat and made Into 
a gravy, which is highly prized os an 
appetizer to be used with other food¬ 
stuffs. 

In India and portions of Africa white

ants fried In butter are considered a 
choice food. 

The eating of grasshoppers or locusts 
la looked upon as a divine command 
by many Mohammedan a. In the words 
of the Koran, "God has sent grasshop¬ 
pers cither a* a scourge to punish na¬ 
tions or In his providential goodness to 
feed the nations." Socrates w’rote that 
he regarded a dish of well-cooked 
grasshoppers as more toothsome than 
quail on toast. 

The Israelites of old ate locusts fried 
in oil. The French learned the taste of 
grasshoppers in Algiers, where they are 
simply boiled in salt water. The cam¬ 
paigners in north Africa took the cus¬ 
tom back to tlieir native country and 
; now the grasshopper Is <x>n<sldered good 
eating in many provinces of France. In 
Poiotlers the children chase grasshop¬ 
pers In the Helds and eat the legs raw. 

In the Lake Nyassa region there Is a 
pest called the Koungo. Th se small 
flies appear In millions after nightfall. 
The natives catch them with hoop nets 
and make cakes of them. They are said 
to taste like caviar.

Emma Goldman and Jo¬ 
hann Most were his intimates, but. un¬ 
like them, he kept himself in the back¬ 
ground as much as possible.

Neighbors Are Afraid of Him. 

Malatesta w’ent to London four years 
ago. nnd his headquarters ever since 
have been at No. 112 High street, in the 
rather squalid district In the north of 
London, known as the Islington. His 
place Is r.ot far from the lodgings of 
the famous organ grinder, who is un¬ 
questionably the eldest son of the late 
Earl Foulett. 

High street. In the neighborhood 
where the famous anarchist’s lair Is 
situated, narrows down Into a shabby 
little lane, flanked by unprepossessing 
shops and a few' slatternly dwellings. 
It Is in a room over a little wine shop 
with the name Defendl over the door 
that Malatesta lodges. 

Defend! Is said to be an Intimate 
friend of the anarchist leader and is 
declared also to be a revolutionary ex¬ 
ile from Italy, and his son, a boy of 
scveni-en. hn« been Informally adopt¬ 
ed by Mnlatesta and is his closest com¬ 
panion. 

Two women who live opposite De- 
fendl’s.shop positively declined to al¬ 
low our photographer to obtain a pic¬ 
ture of the shop from their first-story 
window's, though they were obviously 
poor, and the request was accompa¬ 
nied by an offer to pay for the privil¬ 
ege 

* • • • 

A Disciple of Carlyle. 

The Count—he is called by Jthat title 
sometimes by his companions—lives In 
a 12x14 room at the rear of the second 
floor. His bed, a bookcase, a table and 


some cheap chairs that have seen hard 
service are the only furniture. It Is 
the bookcase only that reveals the ten¬ 
ancy of a man out of the common run 
at Islington. It contains something like 
a hundred books, and besides the works 
of Bak-unine, the apostle of anarchy, 
nnd other revolutionary books In 
French, Italian, German and Russian, 
there are volumes by Herbert Spencer. 
Huxley. Matthew Arnold. John Stuart 
Mill and Carlyle. 

Carlyle Is Malatesta’s favorite En¬ 
glish author, and Huxley comes next. 
He will talk throughout an evening of 
Oirlyle, whose g-rumpy discontent with 
almost all creation seems to find an 
echo In Malatesta’s heart. The an¬ 
archist stumbles now and then over 
Carlyle’s English, and has to call on 
his friends to help him out, but he has 
spent much of his spare time In study¬ 
ing the language, and can write It 
fairly well now. 

The Count was to have inherited a 
good bit of money, and apparently he 
did get a little, for his trade would 
hardly keep him alive, even in his ex¬ 
tremely modest way of life. The neigh¬ 
borhood will have nothing to do with 
him, nnd he will have nothing to do 
with strangers. The only odd Jobs he 
gets are from foreigners w’ho know him 
or are In the confidence of his friends. 
At present, as was the case after the 
murder of King Humbert, any com¬ 
munication with him Is more than like¬ 
ly to lead to surveillance by Scotland 
Yard officials.

Chemist and Electrician. 


Malatesta’s shop Is a bare little place, 
with one or two broken bicycles about, 
odds and ends of lend pipe and a few 
old gas meters. He Is a keen student of 
chemistry and electricity, and is said 
to have made one or two electrical In¬ 
ventions that would have brought him 
money If he had not been opposed to 
the Idea of patents. If he had not 
been so busy promoting anarchy he 
might have been as useful a citizen as 
his fHIow-countryman. Marconi. 

Those who believe moat firmly that 
this man Is the leading spirit of an¬ 
archists all over the world, deny stren¬ 
uously that he gets a penny of salary. 
"He works too hard to he on salary.’’ 
observed one of them. His hard life 
and prison experiences make him lo«d< 
much older than he really Is. Although 
his age usually has been given as fifty; 
I am told that he Is only thirty-six. He 
has a heavily lined fare. Jet black hair 
and beard and piercing black eyes He 
Is a teetotaler, or the next thing to It, 
and has vigorous views on the subject 
of strong drink. His only dissipation, 
W far as known. Is a cheap pipe 

To nil seeming he is one of the most 
quirt, mild nnd peaceable of men. He Is 
known to have expend from authority 
r.mong London anarchists on* or two 
men who talked too violently. His voice 
Is soft and pleasant, and it is said of 
him that he wouldn’t personally kill so 
much a * a fly. His former roommate 
at Pefendl’s. a chum of his at college 
and a companion In many revolution¬ 
ary adventures, was dropped by him 
and requested to move elsewhere be¬ 
cause h* kicked up a row In Soho one 
night, flourished a revolver and talked 
about slaying somebody.

Suspected of Great Crimea. 

No. th« soft-voiced Malatesta de¬ 
clares that he doe^IlX^elievA. infilling 


people. He disappeared from his Lon¬ 
don haunt Just before King Humbert 
was slain, and turned up In Italy, al¬ 
though the police there didn’t know’ of 
It then. He was back In London by the 
time Bread had fired his fatal shot. 
Malatesta, of course, disavowed all 
knowledge of this deed, but had to ad¬ 
mit that he was w r ell acquainted with 
Prescl, for the fact was generally 
known. He was watched by London de¬ 
tectives and by Italian spDs, his letters 
were opened, all sorts of traps were 
laid for him, but nothing could be found 
that definitely, connected him with the 
crime. 

In the same way detectives did their 
best to connect him with the murder of 
the Empress of Austria. He was known 
to have been in touch with her slayer, 
but there was nothing to prove that 
Malatesta had planned this crime frem 
his little back room In Islington.

Malfttexta and Czolgosz. 


Did Errlco Malatesta plot the death 
of President McKinley? It Is safe to 
say that no document will ever he 
found to prove It. But this soft-spoken 
anarchist seems to have had an espe¬ 
cial grudge against the conditions In 
America, apparently because of the 
number of rich men there. He declar¬ 
ed recently to one of my Informants 
that there w’ere more anarchists in 
America to-day than In any other coun¬ 
try In the world, nnd that the number 
would Increase steadily. He ranted 
bitterly about oppression there. He 
was especially solicitous about the Fili¬ 
pinos. and sold President McKinley was 





as much an imperialist ns any Euro¬ 
pean monarch. “There is in America," 
he said, "a despotic monarchy that 
rules by gold," and went on with ex¬ 
actly the sort of talk that Is familiar 
In the columns of yellow Journalism. 
‘’America," he said, "is producing 
more real Anarchists than any other 
country.” In Malatesta’s view*, a 
"real" anarchist Is one who acts and 
doesn’t talk 

It would b© Interesting to see w’hether 
Emma Golden denies that she was as 
much influenced by Malatesta as Czol- 
gnsz declarer! himself to be Influenced 
by Emma Goldman. If *he were to deny 
that she had anything to do with the 
arch-Amtrthls: the accompanying pic¬ 
ture, reproduced from a photograph ta¬ 
ken In L mdon in 1889, and of which this 
Is probablv the only copy in existence, 
will bo of interest to her. It Is of In¬ 
terest In other ways, too, for It shows 
the fa cos of several perrons who are 
ltkelv P- be beard from. Despite the 
best efforts of thf* London potice, Mal¬ 
atesta anrl F.mma Goldman were In fre¬ 
quent elnm» communication during her 
stay In .London, as they were when the 
Italian was In New York.

of Anarchy,” seems to he as crafty as 
Professor Moriarty Jn ’’Sherlock 
Holmes.” The Italian police are even 
more anxious than the Scotland Yard 
folk to get a hold on him. At the Italian 
Embassy In London It was admitted, In 
answer to my queries, that the man has 
been under constant surveillance In their 
behalf ever since he came to Lond n. 
In spite of this, however, he not only 
6llpped over to Italy Just before King 
Humbert’s death, but three years ago he 
had gone over and even taken with him 
his adopted son. By the time the de¬ 
tectives got on his track, however, he 
was back safe and sound In London. 
Some time ago the Embassy was noti¬ 
fied that Malatesta had gone to Canada, 
but satisfied Itself that he had not left 
England. 

The secretary said that the various 
Italian Ambassadors had orders to 
keep under surveillance such notorious | 
countrymen of theirs as Malatesta 
and added that the Consul at New 
York kept a careful watch over sev¬ 
eral of them. Ho said, too, that the 
Italian Government, since the assassi¬ 
nation of King Humbert, has increased 
the rigor of Us precautions against an¬ 
archists, and that he Is able to state 
that the Ministry* Is preparing to adopt 
drastic measures to wipe them out. 
The staff of detectives w'hose business 
it Is to guard the King has been great¬ 
ly Increased. 

The secretary of the Embassy con¬ 
firmed the statement that the Malates¬ 
ta family was one of the oldest and 
most honored In^Italy. He refused to 
say definitely that the anarchist w’as 
a scion of the family, but assurance 
on that point Is hardly needed.

| Automobiles In the 

Paris Fire Department 



The Paris fire department has recent¬ 
ly put Into successful operation an elec¬ 
tric automobile ’’hook and ladder” 
w’agon, which completes the organiza¬ 
tion of the automobile system which 
the Paris authorities have had In con¬ 
templation, and with which they have 
been experimenting for several years. 
The truck carries six men and the ap¬ 
paratus first needed at a Are—ladders, 
ropes, and a reel of canvas hose. 

The automobile pump, as the French 
call the Are engine, waa exhibited at 
the Exposition of 1900, and attracted a 
great deal of attention. It has since 
been in operation for six month*, and 
haa given complete satisfaction lo 
every respect. The start to the fire is 
made In from ten to twenty seconds, in 
place of a minute and a half, and tho 
electric engine is able to throw a 
stream of water Instantaneously, which 
Is a gain of four minutes over tho 
steam-pumps. The motor eerve* not on¬ 
ly to run the vehicle, but, upon arriving 
at a Are, It pumps the water and Is put 
Into service by the pulling of a simple 
lever. The moment tho engine arrives 
at a Are It begin* to utilize the hundred 
gallons of water In Its tank, which, un¬ 
der ordinary clrcumstanets, will suffice 
for five or six minutes. Meanwhile the 


hose Is coupled to a hydrant, and then. 
If the Are require* It, the attack is 
pursued as usual with steam and hand 
engines, but In all oases time has been 
gained by the preliminary and immedi¬ 
ate action of the electric Are enginv. 
The engine in running order weighs 
about 6.500 pounds. The pump has three 
chambers, and forces the water through 
the axis of the reel into the rubber 
hose, which carries a nozzle provided 
with three screw orifices of dlffe.ent 
diameters, by means of which It Is poe- 
8.ble to vary the discharge and pres¬ 
sure. It has a suction-pipe, by the use 
of w'hlch It Is possible to draw water 
from a depth of tw*enty-three feet. By 
a most Ingenious arrangement the for¬ 
ward box of the flre-automoblles c^n- 
taJns a cable carrying ten Incandes¬ 
cent lamps, which are of Incalculable 
service In case of cellar flres and for 
night work.—[Harper’s Weekly.]

Although Malatesta keeps profoundly 
secret whatever connection he may 
have with the violent side of anarchy, 
he makes no mystery of his adherence 
to the philosophical side of it. He even 
wrote an article on It not long ago In 
the hope of getting it printed !n one of 
the most staid and dignified of the En- j 
cllsh magazines.

TWO BROAD GAUGE LINES NOW 
UNDER CONSTRUCTION. 


BURLINGTON AND N. WESTERN. 


STATE TROOPS ON GUARD AT THE HOPKINS COUNTY MINES. 


New York, Oct.. 12.—A Dead wood, B. 
D., letter to the Stln says: 

That the ancient warfare In Nebraska 
between the Chicago and Northwestern 
system on the one hand and the Bur¬ 
lington system on the other hand has 
abated none of Its fierceness la being 
• letitlfully demonstrated in these da>s 
to he students of railroad development 
In the Black.. Hills. The two railroads 
are fighting now for the priority of en¬ 
trance Into Lead City with broad-gauge 
lines. Both systems have had for some 
years ample facilities over narrow- 
gauge branches for doing all the rail¬ 
road business that Lead City seem¬ 
ed to demand. But since August 
16 the two systems have jumped 
out of their apparent neutrality 
and there Is now In progress the 
construction of about twenty miles 
of broad-gauge track thnt will cost In 
the aggregate about two and a half 
millions of dollars Th** fight on In.th 
•ides Is being pushed With all the en¬ 
ergy and ferocity which have character¬ 
ized the antagonistic op rations of 
President Marvin Hughitt of the North¬ 
western and Manager George Hol- 
dredge of the Burlington since they 
first crossed purposes In Nebraska 
years and years ago. 

Mr. Hughitt Ls an enthusiast about 
the Black Hills. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Hughitt Is not noted for his 
spontaneous expressions of enthusiasm. 
His most bitter antagonist has never 
accused him of being of the sort who 
slop over. He said of the Black Hills 
at a New York banquet a year or so 
ago that he thought them the “richest 
hundred miles square In the United 
States. “ There were folks In the North¬ 
west as well as In the Hast who thought 
then that for once Mr. Hughitt had be¬ 
come a victim of enthusiasm. But aa 
the years and months have gone by 
they have realized that he was nearer 
right In hls estimate of the vuluc of 
the Black Hills* resources than the 
•colters. The dividends paid by the Fre¬ 
mont. Elkhorn and Missouri Valley 
Railroad, the thousand mile trail of 
broad gauge track which taps the Bla -k 
Hills for the Northwestern system, 
have been eloquent confirmation of the 
general Justice of Mr. Hughitt'* esti¬ 
mate. 

When the Elkhorn was built Dead- 
wood was the only realty important 
•ettlement In the hills. The load ran 
along the foothills on the eastern j- d*> 
of the mountains to Whitt wood, h d 
then by a switchback and a slurp up 
grade entered Deadwood. I^ttr ► r wd 
dwellers In the hills encourage I Mr. 
Hughitt to extend the line from White- 
wood to Belle Fourchc to tap th ast 
of the cattle ranges. Belle Fourch* Is 
now about the most Important cattle 
•hipping point in the Northwest. 

• • • 

Costly Railroad Building. 




Meantime, the Burlington folks start¬ 
ed from down In Nebraska for Dead- 
wood. They struck into the tillls on the 
■outhera side and cam** right In over 
the mountains. Speaklng roughly, they 
may bo Bald to have followed the old 
•tag© road by which Deadwood gold 
was •hipped out Into the world In the 
bonanza days when the Black H ID 
folks worried more about Indiana and 
road agents than they did about ia.ll- 
road lines. The Burlington road cost * 
lot more than did the Elkhorn. Where 
the Elkhorn slid over th© low foothills. 
Its adversary followed a snaky path 
along th© mountains taking grades and 
curves that made Eastern engineers 
who saw the right of way before the 
road was built gasp'tn dubious aston¬ 
ishment. One© In Deadwood the Bur¬ 
lington was on a fair competing basis 
with th© Elkhorn as far as public fa¬ 
cilities wenv Only th© outsiders know 
what disparity there actually was be¬ 
tween the cost of operating the ono and 
th© other. 

Mr. HoMredge felt pretty Ano when 
he had caught up with Mr. Hughitt nt 
Deadwood and was encouraged to build 
a spur at Englewood to Spearilsh. 
Through no fault of the Burlington 
manager that spur has turned out to be 
of small value exoept for the purpose of 
exhibiting scenery to Eastern mine In¬ 
vestors.

A GRAVEYARD FOR 
AT OLD 


DOGS 

EDINBURGH CASTLE. 


One of the most Interesting sights at 
Edinburgh Castle, In Scotland, Is a 
•mall cemetery for soldiers* dogs, which 
Is sttuated on the northern face of the 
Castle Rock, below St. Margaret's 
Chapel. Here are hurled about a score 
of favorite dogs, once pets of the dif¬ 


ferent regiments quartered at the cas¬ 
tle. Neat little memorial stones have 
been reared to their memory and simple 
Inscriptions carved thereon. The only 
touch of ‘'graveyard humor*' is to be 
found on a stone, which. In addition to 
the nit me and date of the dog*.* death, 
bears the line: “Let sleeping dogs He.'* 
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about 11.000,000 a year. Th-*? Homestake 
plant is In the middle of Lead City, 
w'hlch Is In a guloh between three 
mountain peaks. It Is about three miles 
from Deadwood and 1.000 feet higher. 
Recently the Horn.-*take people cut a 
tunnel, running from their principal 
digging In Lead City right through the 
mountain. It came out near Terra- 
viUe, about two nilks away. The tunnel 
was cut through solid free-milling ore 
that assays $4 a ton. The Homestake 
has stamp mills with 800 stamps which 
run days, nights and Sundays, Christ¬ 
mas. Fourth of July and all. It may. 
i therefore, be easily understood why 
j Lead haa passed the other Black Hills 
I towns In recent development. 

I 1 Loctg before the real richness of th* 
Homestake mine became known, and 
when Its stock was being sold for fewer 
cents than dollars are offered for It to¬ 
day. the rival railroads realized the Im¬ 
port.! nee of going to Lead. They were 
a little slow about putting their scheme 
Into operation, however, and so Senator 
| II* urst and Mr Haggln built their own 
railroad. It was a narrow-gauge line 
and It ran from about the highest point 
In Lead City down to Piedmont on the 
Elkhorn. It was called th© Black Hills 
and Fort Pierre railroad. Perhaps 
some of the legislators who granted its 
charter had a notion that the Home- 
stake people really meant to extend the 
railroad from Piedmont over the prai¬ 
ries to Pierre, but nobody In the Black 
Hills was impressed with that expec¬ 
tation. Incidentally, It is rumored that 
the charter for the unconstruoted part 
of thus road Is still In existence and 
with the phenomenal development of 
the Black Hills’ resources it will sur¬ 
prise no one out here to learn that 
rails are being laid from Pierre to Rap¬ 
id City .*r Piedmont under that almost 
forgotten license. And this only goes to 
•how that It is not likely that the pre¬ 
sent battle Is to be the last In which 
the Elkhorn and Burlington are to be 
involved. 

The Black Hills and Fort Plerr© lln© 
gave an easy connection between tho 
Elkhorn line and Lead City. The Nar¬ 
row Gauge wns plentifully able to take 
caxe of all the business that Lead had 
to do with the outside world. But the 
Burlington of course, had to have an 
entrance to Lead. The Deadwood Cen¬ 
tral was built. It was also a narrow- 
gauge and it ran from the B. and M. 


station In Deadwood to the lower border 
of 1^-ad City. Thus both railroads w^^re 
In Deadwood with ample narrow-gauge 
connection© wdth I^eatl and the Home- 
stake property. The war. so every body 
thought, was over. The Elkhorn folks 
seemed to feel ©©cure In their virtual 
control of the Piedmont narrow-gauge. 
True, It was not theirs, but the Home- 
stake had built it to connect with th© 
Elkhorn and It was of no apparent use 
to anybody else. “Why buy a thing 
that nobody else can use?" was their 
apparent reasoning. 

The Elkhorn tunnel turned Its atten¬ 
tion to Central City, a small settlement 
up Deadwood Gulch In which were 
many small stamp mill© In the days 
before the Homestake got po^^esslon of 
the water rights in th© vicinity. From 
Central City the Elkhorn went on with 
narrow-gauge extensions which run all 
through the mountain tops In mazes 
that ar»* perfectly inexplicable to the 
understanding of a tenderfoot railroad 
tnind. The B. and M.. using the charter 
of the Deadwood Central, also went i 
mine hunting and as matters stand now 
there ls hardly a mine or a prospect 
hole In the mineral belt of the Hills 
that has not a narrow-gauge track 
within comparatively easy arc©*. 

Th. faith on which these alg-<zag 
steel trails were built has been justi¬ 
fied within a few yearn—one might say 
months—by the application of the cy¬ 
anide process to th© gold ores which 
are not free mill’tig. Within six months, 
for Instance, the Dakota Mining and 
Milling Company at Portland has 
found thnt the cyanide proccs* tan be 
profitably applied to Its Gunnison ores, 
which had laid neglected for twenty 
years: and lo! both th** B. and'M. and 
the Elkhorn tracks pass within a hun¬ 
dred reel of th© mouth of th* mine. 

• • • 

The Elkhorn Cut Off. 


The general prosperity of which this 
was an Isolated Instance seemed to 
promise an era of the utmost good 
feeling. There were even rumors among 
the Elkhorn were going to enter a 
the optimistic that the B. and M. and 
“community of Interest** agreement and 
swear off pursuing one another among 
tho gulches and the cliffs. These reseat© 


view* dissolved with startling sudden¬ 
ness on August 15. It was announced 
that the Burlington had bought the 
Black Hills and St. Tlerre narrow- 
gauge from Piedmont to Deadwood 
from the Homestake mining people for 
a large port of $1,000,000. The Elkhorn 
w'as than absolutely cut off from Lead. 

Men In th© confidence of th© Burling¬ 
ton managers gleefully whispered that 
the Burlington was going to pull Up 
the tracks of th© B. H. and St P. for 
twx> miles out of Piedmont, to make the 
seperailon physical as well os senti¬ 
mental. Then the plan wws changed and 
It was announced that the rates from 
Piedmont to I>dd City (a distance of 
twenty miles more or lees) were to be 
mad© so high to be prohibitive for 
Elkhorn traffic. As a slight Indication 
of what Elkhorn might expect the time 
tables of the trains out of Piedmont 
were altered so that passengers snd 
moil coming for Lead from points on 
the Elkhorn were delayed from six to 
twelve hours. The Burlington folks sold 
with greot suavity that they were sorry 
to seem to discommode the putt on* of 
the Elkhorn thus, but that their own 
broad-gauge road Into Deadwood 
crossed the B. II. and St. P. near Engl-- 
w'ood and they were bound to make 
oo no actions for their own passengers 
rather than for those approaching by 
another route. 

Ah was to have been expected, th© 
Elkhorn management, from Mr. Hugh¬ 
itt down, did not regard these pro¬ 
ceedings with equanimity. There was 
quick thought and action almost as 
quick. The first thing done was to put 
on r free stage passenger and mall line 
from Deadwood to Lead. The Post-of¬ 
fice authorities at Washington were 
persuaded to authorize the routing of 
the L*ad malls by way of l>eadw*ood, 
Instead of through Piedmont. Nowa¬ 
days the arrival of the Elkhorn trains 
In Deadwood ls announced by the de¬ 
parture of a series of hacks, which go 
galloping up White wood Gulch to Lead, 
carry free passengers and successfully 
keeping U p with the Deadwood Central 
train, plugging up along Its 8 per cent, 
grade. 

Of course this sort of competition is 
expensive. But. cv«i more. It Is humili¬ 
ating. It was therefore, expected by 
the admirers of the Northwestern sys¬ 
tem that something new might happen. 


These expectations were fully Justified. 
By the first of September, within a 
fortnight of the snatching out from in- 
der the Elkhorn's nose of the B. H. atnl 
St. P.. surveyers and linemen and axe¬ 
men and ohalnmen made their appear¬ 
ance on the mountain sides betw^oti 
Central City and Lead. It soon leaked 
out that the Elkhorn had bought a 
right of way from the Central City to 
Lead at a cost of ubout $250,000. And 
such a right of way! So far as can be 
understood from the work of the sur¬ 
veyors and the contractors which have 
already been let the Elkhorn Is going 
to run a broad-gauge extension from 
Central City to Lead. 

• • • 

Trains Cannot Turn Around. 


I>ead City, Ihe Burlington with Its old 
narrow-gauge and Its newly acquired 
narrow-gauge would not cut a particu¬ 
larly formidable figure. So the Burling¬ 
ton Is going to have a broad-gauge 
road Into Lead. too. It will run over the 
B. H. and St. P. right of way from the 
crossing near Englewood to the B. H. 
and St. P. station on I^ead City heights. 
It will not be as extensive to hulld 
as the Elkhorn extension because It 
will run over a path already partly 
prepared. But broad-gauge tracks can¬ 
not follow narrow-gauge grades and 
Curves, and the B. and M. engineers 
have almost as much figuring to do as 
ls being done on the other side of the 
mountain. The estimated figures as to 
final cost of the B. and M. broad-gauge 
extension Into Load City iincluding the 
original cost of the B. H. and St. P.t 
Just about reach the mllllon-dollar 
mark. 

To summarize then, the Black Hills 
are to have the benefit of the expendi¬ 
ture of about two and a half million 
dollar* by the two raltrovids. Lead City 
ls swelled with pride. Even Deadwood 
has forgotten the spirit of rivalry with 
rejoicing Whether the rejoicing will 
extend to the lessees of the Burlington 
lines, who have guaranteed 8 per cent, 
dividends OH Its stock. Is another mat¬ 
ter. But the Black Hills smile up at 
the azure skies of autumn and are con¬ 
tent.

As these three association# Include 
every railroad of any consequence in 
the country, the “d«*Jd head" tourist 
will see hard times ahead of him. No 
exceptions are to be m*de In the new 
policy to be adopted. Even tk-.‘ presi¬ 
dents of the various line© who have 
been accustomed to riding where th< y 
pleased without paying, will put d<»wn 
their money In the future like any or¬ 
dinary traveler, and submit their tick¬ 
ets to th© conductor's punch.

“Dead Heads” Crowd Out Ticket Buy¬ 
ers.

Cru7. But San Nicolas Island has by 


ter the most abundant evidences of a 
tribe of unusually UlM and strong peo¬ 
ple who must have vanished almost In 
a night. Of ail the California archipel¬ 
ago this Is the most mysterious 
Notwithstanding the Island*—known 
on the Pacific coast as the Channel 
Islands—ar© but from thirty to fifty 
miles out In the blues of the ocean, they 
seldom are visited. Every few years an 
exploring expedition goes to them for a 
season of scientific study but, with the 
exception of Santa Ca.tall.na—a famous 
summer resort for California plensuxe- 
seekers and anglers—a half-dozen visit¬ 
ors do not land at any of the Islands 
once a yeaT. To-day the inlands remain 
ns lonely and desolate as they did long 
before the first white fare sailed up the 
coast—350 years ago. The races which 
occupied these inlands are as much of a 
mystery as ever, and mo far science is 
baffled In inquiring what sort of folk 
these aboriginal settlers were, how th*y 
lived, what they believed nnd especially 
how they so suddenly and completely 
disappeared from the face of the earth. 

The University of California, 
Berkeley, Is about to begin the most 
thorough exploration ever made of Pan 
Nicolas Island’, which lies sixty miles 
off the ooa^t of Ventura and Cant a Bar¬ 
bara counties.

Dotted With Skeletons. 


As far back os the memory of any 
person in Southern California, runs hun¬ 


dreds of white skeletons have dotted 
the vaileya and hillside* of Son Nicolas. 
Strange utensils of serpentine, sand¬ 
stone and steatite are found there 
among the human bones, and the Island 
and Its Inhabitants have a history so 
curious that It Is difficult of comprehen¬ 
sion. 

In 1835 the Franciscan padres In the 
Santa Barbara mission, learning that 
there were but sixteen of the strange 
and almost extinct Indian race then 
living there, determined to rescue them 


from the Island. They went over In a 
sloop and succeeded, as they thought. 
In getting all on board. At the last 
moment an Indian woman returned for 
her child, and one of the frequent 
storms of the Channel Islands spring¬ 
ing up, the sloop was driven away with¬ 
out her. The sloop went on the rocke 
of Point Conception and all on board 
were lost. 

Sixteen years later Capt. George NI- 
dever and two men went from the coast 
on a sloop to hunt sea otter off San 
Nicolas. On landing they were, like 
Crusoe, astonished to find human foot¬ 
prints In the sand. They saw no one, 
however, and a storm compelled them 
to put to sea.

Last of Her Race. 


It was two years thereafter that the 
adventurous Captain, revolving In his 
mind the sight of the footprints in the 
uncanny Island, determined to go and 
discover and bring over the lonely 
woman of whom he had vaguely heard. 
Men accompanied him. and at length 
they saw on the surf-beaten shore a 
woman with long, tawny hair, dressed 
In a queer garb of colored bird skins. 


and scraping with a bone knife the 
blubber from a seal. 

They surrounded and approached her 
stealthily, and although suddenly con¬ 
fronted, she did not appear In the least 
afraid, but smiled, and then, falling 
on her knees, prayed to the sun. The 
wild woman offered no objection when 
by signs she was made to understand 
that she was to go with them In the 
boat. 

They reached Santa Barbara across 
the rough sea, and the first thing the 
Indian woman saw was Dr. S. L. Shaw, 
now eighty years old, and yet living 
there, riding a horse. She had never 
seen or heard of any object like it, and 
thought the man and horse were one, 
and she knelt on the shore and offered 
her devotions to It. Two weeks after¬ 
ward the last Inhabitant of rock-ribbed, 
tempest-tossed San Nlcolns died from 
eating food to which she was unaccus¬ 
tomed. furnished by her rescuers, 
and the curtain fell on her race forever. 

In speaking of that death at & meet¬ 
ing of the Southern California Medical 
Society the other day. Dr. Walter Lind- 
ley said that If the woman could have 


been spared a few years of life a story 
of one of the strangest races that ever 
lived In the Southwest and that had no 
contamination with the whites might 
have been learned. The woman, known 
as the “Lone Woman of 8 an Nicolas," 
has been the subject of a score of ro¬ 
mances and poems and food for a lot 
of philosophy on the Pacific coast for 
years. 

San Nicolas Is ten miles long and four 
miles wide at the widest point. Its to¬ 
pography shows a nearly level plateau, 
with an elevation of 800 to 1.000 feet. 
Two-thirds of the surface Is covered 
with drifting sand, and the remainder 
grows a species of nutritious grass and 
mom on which a thousand sheep And 
pasture. Several springs have been dis¬ 
covered, but their water Is slightly 
brackish. Of late years the Island Is 
rarely visited except by sheepshearers 
and shell gatherers, who make annual 
trips In schooners. fishing smacks and 
Chinese junks. 

The only safe landing ground at San 
Nicolas Is at Coral Harbor, a pretty 
cove formed by two sandstone arms 
thrust out from the main barrier of the 
shore. The entrance Is but six or seven 
yards across, and the water within Is 
placid as a lake and sufficiently deep 
to float a vessel of twenty tons bur¬ 
den. On the bleak, silvery strip of 


beach Immense white pelicans are to be 
•een at almost any season of the year 
promenading with a stately dignity. On 
the approach of the dingy they spread 
thHr heavy pointed wings and vanish 
over the rocks. Further up the shore 
of the beach there la a dilapidated 
shearing shed and a weather-worn 
shanty belonging to Chinese shell gath¬ 
erers, who haunt these lonely cliffs dur¬ 
ing late summer and fall.

utensils, stone cooking pots, water ol- 
a*, mortal*. peatal*. drill*, bon* n.ed- 
les and fishhooks, shell bends, charm 
stones, pipes, cups and a few arrow 
heads, spear points and swords made 
of bone. Tne abf-nce of many weapons 
proves the peaceful attributes of the 
Islanders. Small Imitations of boats 
and fish carved from crystallized talc 
and serpentine also show a rudimentary 
knowledge of the art of sculpture In 
many places conical plies of small 
black pebbles contrast oddly with the 
white land. In some Instances these 
sheila were closely packed In abalone 
shells. No trace Is seen of the "brush 
pens," In which the lone woman of 
Sjin NlrdJas for years found her only 
shelter from the cutting wind and sand. 
Nature, ever unminri'ul of the Individ¬ 
ual. long since merged the superhuman 
efforts «>r this courageous life into the 
universal fate of an entire race. In¬ 
deed. every foot of this strange Island 
Is eloquent of the extinction of nn al¬ 
most unheard-of people. 

A trip along the west coast of San 
Nlcolns Island over a vast extent of 
shell mounds sets one to wondering 
how It was possible for a limited popu¬ 
lation to consume such prodigious 
numbers of mollusks. In fort, the In¬ 
finite variety of nvdlusca on San Nico¬ 
las Is said by biologists not to be ex¬ 
ceeded by any other known region of 
equal area. The shore line Is of coarse 
sandstone, burrowed by the pounding 
stirf into fantastic alcoves, bridges, 
columns and caves. Sometimes these 
savage cuts form rude effigies bearing 
a surprising likeness to living crea¬ 
tures. One of the most conspicuous Is 
the exact counterpart of the neck, 
bre-ast nnd body of a bird with an alert, 
hooded head. This piece of nature's 
sculpturing must be forty feet long, 
and behind from a distance looks quite 
ns perfect ns If fashioned by man. 
There are hundreds of photographs of 
tbl* freak of nature sold all over Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Going westward from this gnawed, 
surf-lashed wall, the ground makes a 
gentle descent to a wide mesa, termi¬ 
nating In a steep esenrpment. The at¬ 
mosphere from this elevation Is so de¬ 
liciously clear that the eye can readily 
distinguish the peak tops of all the 
Channel Islands, several of tlvun be¬ 
ing forty miles away. Immediately at 
one's feet there stretches away a 
dreary desert of stupendous barrenness. 
A singular characteristic of the place 
were heaps of the hones of whales, 
their arrangement and packing so sys¬ 
tematically correct as to have with¬ 
stood a century’s sweep of winds over 
thin exposed point. But one human 
skeleton has ever been found here. Its 
bleached, dismembered aspect In keep¬ 
ing with the driven desolateness of the 
spot. The merciless blast had piled the 
sand dunes all about, but spread no 
kindly drift over this "rough sketch of 
man." All around are the casts of roots 
of tree* In the shifting sands, ranging 
all the wav from coarse fiber to several 
Inches In diameter. These seml-petrl- 
factlons are all Intact, the wind hav¬ 
ing swept them clean of the loose earth. 
They yield a metallic ring when tapped 
with a rock or shell. A still more re¬ 
markable feature of this desert Is a 
sparse stone forest, the broken columns 
or trunks of trees composed of indurat- 
sand. 

Remain* of Giants. 


Nothing more desolate than the gen¬ 
eral appearance of the Island can be 
Imagined. As far as the eye can trace 
there are Innumerable circular depres¬ 
sions, showing where primitive dwell¬ 
ings once stood. Not a vestige remains 
of the material* used In the construc¬ 
tion of these roncherlas. Hundreds of 
shell mounds are scattered about and 
are found to consist of astonishing 
numbers of mollusks. the bones of 
every specie* of flsh found In the chan¬ 
nel, skeletons of seals, sea elephants, 
whales, sea otter, the Island fox and 
various aqu&tlo birds. Without ques¬ 
tion these animals were used for food 
by the tribes that once thronged these 
boundaries. There are also numerous 
canine skeletons, several of which In¬ 
dicate a species of bull terrier. Judging 
from the Immense quantities of dead 
land mollusks everywhere, there must 
have been a time when the Island sup¬ 
ported luxuriant vegetation. Of all this 
verdure nothing Is seen to-day but a 
few stunted thorn bushes and now and 
then a cactus forlornly reaching its 
grotesque arms out of Interminable 
sweeps of sand. 

An examination of some of the 
mounds discloses all sorts of curious

again of her tramp visitor, and then 
she did not Identify him with the pic¬ 
tures of the millionaire tramp with 
which the newspapers of the Middle 
West teemed.

Then followed a period 
when Berry’s movements were part of 
the day’s current news. The telegraph 
wires thrilled with accounts of his pic¬ 
turesque and spendthrift generosity;

In the town of ML Vernon, III., 
where Lucille Miller lived, and whither 
she had returned after her cooking ex¬ 
perience, there was a liveryman, 
George Carter, ivho once sold Berry 
some horse*.

At the extreme west end of the Island 
there Is a colossal precipice i.000 feet In 
height. Its chasmed and slltted face soft¬ 
ened by a luxuriant growth of emerald 
moss and lichens. The most grewsome 
of all the sight* on this strange Island 
Is to be seen on the broad plateau on 
the south side of the Chinese camp, at 
Coral Harbor. Here acres of the naked 
sand are littered with hundreds of dis¬ 
jointed skeletons and present the most 
reckless Illustration of the "ground 
plan" of humanity that imagination can 
picture.

WHERE WOMEN RULE SUPREME 


The Men Are Simply Assistants To the 
Female Portion of the Population. 


The little village of Langum, In a 
secluded corner of South Pembrokshlre, 
In Wales, Is retiarkable for Its oysters 
end Its women Not that Ita women 
are more beairttful than the women In 
other ports of the world, but they rule 
the town with a firm hand, and the 
men, the husbands, brothers and sons, 
are forced to lake the less strenuous 
positions of housekeepers and assistants 
to the female population. 


The women of La n gum begin their 
work early in life, and learn to handle 
a boat long before they have overcome 
the difficulties of reading. By the time 
they have arrived at the age of fifteen 
or sixteen they are thoroughly acquaint¬ 
ed with every detail of the oyster trade 
which Is their means of livelihood. amJ 
they then become the bread-winners of 
the family. But In spite of the hard¬ 
ships of their lives they retain their 
health and strength for many years. 
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plunges through bogs, leaps ditches 
and log ami takes a canebrake In a 
manner unfainllifar to a novice like 
myself. The wood road had dwindled 
to a mere trail and we had some rough 
riding ahead. 

“Lookout!” Bang! bang! bang! bang! 
bang! A streak of gray and a grand 
chorus of trained voices. The tall cane 
swayed, the hones plunged wildly and 
riders shouted to each other at the top 
of their voices. In an instant Victor 
was down examining the ground.

“Corn-dodger, mallards stuffed w' In¬ 
gens en sweet ’t&ter p1<\ w* ’butter 
sass,” w-hlspered Uncle Penrod, and 
recollections of hunger and disappoint¬ 
ment faded Eat. eat. eat: there was 
no ending—apples, candy and pecans— 
till sleep stilled the senses 

Breakfast! A fat teal duck split up 
the breast and broiled with thin strips 
of bacon and hot buttered toast—the 
good Lord never treated better. 

The dogs were now' thoroughly rest¬ 
ed and eager Victor sent us to the 
stands and led the pack to the north 
end of the timber.

The oyster, like fish of all descrip¬ 
tions. Is not seen upon the domestic 
menu a* often as it should be, while at 
clubs, hotels and restaurants, oysters 
are In constant demand once the season 
begins. Yet oysters are easy to obtain, 
are not high-priced, and are of unusual 
excellence In the city markets. They 
may be simply prepared, in a variety of 
ways, and should not be neglected with 
the coming of autumn, when they are 
at their best and are also a novelty 
for the table. 

After the blue point, raw on Its deep 
shell, w*ith a suggestion of lemon to its 
flavor, nothing is a more grateful Inno¬ 
vation for the breakfast table than the 
oyster fried, not the large and flabby 
oyster, but the medium-sized bivalve 
prepared In Philadelphia style, for that 
city holds the palm for this dish. The 
restaurant horror known as the fried 
oyster is vastly unlike the properly- 
cooked morsel. The Philadelphia meth¬ 
od calls for three egg*, beaten w’ell and 
mixed with half a pint of oyster Ju.ce, 
a pinch of cayenne, a salt.spoonful of 
pepper, a tablespoonful of salt and a 
teaspoonful of English mustard. These 
are worked to a batter and a gill of 
good oil is gradually added. Cover a 


baking board w’lth a good layer of 
cracker crumbs. Drain fifty oysters and 
place them on the layer, dredging the 
top over with additional crumb*. 

Dip each oyster separately In the bat¬ 
ter, and then roll It on grated stale 
bread crumbs. Dip each again In the 
batter and again on the bread crumbs, 
handling very delicately. Then fry In 
very hot fat, or else good butter. The 
daintiness of this dish depends l&rgelv 
on the care In handling. The oyster- 
should be manipulated with the fingers, 
not wdth the palms of the hands, and 
each should be dropped on the pan sep¬ 
arately and allowed sufficient room 
while frying. 

A dish served at one of the Philadel¬ 
phia clubs which Is extremely popular 
Is composed of tripe, despbed by the 
unknowing, but prized by the culinary 
wise, prepared with oysters. The tripe, 
about half a pound for a dozen oysters, 
la well washed, simmered for three- 
quarters of an hour In slightly salted 
water, and then removed. To the broth 
add a tablespoonful of butter rolled in 
flour, salt and pepper, with more flour 
added to thicken, if necassary. Return 
the tripe, add the dozen of oyster*, sim¬ 
mer and serve. This may also be pre¬ 
pared In a chafing dish. 


H0LYR00D PALACE, 


Ancient Abode of Scottish Sovereigns, Once Again To 
He Used As n Royal Seat. 


Holyrood Palace, at Edinburgh, 
w'hlch King Edward will use for a 
royal residence, has not been put to 
that substantial use for upward of 20.1 
years. It was built as an abbey In 
1128 by King David I. of Scotland, and 
Is so Interwoven with the history of 
that country as to be the most inter¬ 
esting place In all Caledonia next to 
Edinburgh Castle Itself. In 12% James 
Pallol held a Parliament within Its 
wall*. James II. was horn In It, 
crowned In It, married In It and burled 
In 1L The nuptials of Prince** Marga¬ 
ret of England were celebrated there In 
1503. From that time forward the ab¬ 
bey. which had been reconstructed Into 
a palace, became the principal seat 
of the Scottish sovereigns. Queen Mary 


lived there upon her return from 
France In 1561. There. In 1566, Rlxzto 
was torn from her side and stabbed to 
death on the step* leading from the 
thronernom. Her son. King James VI., 
dwelt much In the palace before his ac¬ 
cession to th** English throne In 1603. 
lie r*‘Vlsitofi the place In 1617. It was 
garrisoned by Cromwell’s troop* after 
the battle of Dunbar In 1745 It was 
occupied by Prince Charles Edward, 
and from 1795 to 1799 It sheltered the 
Count d’Artois, afterward Ktng Charles 
X. of France. For years the old palace 
has been merely a show place, visited 
by pilgrims from the four ends of th« 
earth, and reverently loved by the 
Scotch who see In It the glories of a 
great and brilliant national history. It 
occupies a pleasant site And has been 
kept In splendid repnlr as the years 
have flown by and the face of the land 
has changed.

Woman Play right 

AND COACH. 


Mabel Hay Barrows Writes Greek, Latin and German 
Plays- Her Actors Are College Students—Her Own Stage 
Manager and Costumer. 


A woman playwright Is not an unu¬ 
sual feature of our cosmopolitan life, 
but a young woman of twenty-seven 
who Is a maker of Greek, Latin, Ger¬ 
man and Indian plays, with all but 
the last named In the original tongue, 
certainly excites more than ordinary 
Interest- The young lady who carries 
out this unique line of work la Mabel 
Hay Barrows, of Dorchester, Mass., 
daughter of the Hon. Samuel J. and 
Mrs. Isabel C. Barrows. Miss Barrows 
r.ot only writes these plays, but she 
personally supervises their production, 
coaching the actors, teaching them the 
Greek games, and even designing the 
costumes. 

Miss Barrows began the study of 
classical literature at an unusually 
early age. and at thirteen she wrote 
her first play, taking the Crusades for 
her motive, with Latin conversation. 

Three years later, while still pursuing 
her studies, she prepared a dramatiza¬ 
tion of the Aeneld. which she called 
the Feast of Dido. This play she de¬ 
cided to "put upon the boards," and 
Invited several of her schoolmates to 
take part In a representation to be 
given In her father's attic. But the 
piny was much more than an- ordinary 
school girl effort, as some of her older 
friends soon discovered, and its pre¬ 
sentation occurred In Edward Everett 
Hale’s church in Boston. Instead of In 
the garret. Herr Schuecker, a member 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
composed appropriate music, which he 
gave upon the harp during the per¬ 
formance, and Secretary John D. Long 
read hls translation of Virgil between 
the acts. The play w-as a decided suc¬ 
cess. 

A Bhort time after Miss Barrows went 
to Greece with her father, who Is a stu¬ 
dent of archaeology, and every oppor- I 
tunity was given her to visit the gal- I 
lerles and museums, w’here she made 


sentatlon by both men and women, and 
the play, as she rewrote It. wa* called 
The Return of Odysseus. In this form 
it has been given at many college*; 
Miss Barrows n each car- <llre« tl g R 
throughout and taking the part of Fon- 
elcpe. It was these frequent calls 
w hlrh finally determined h< r present 
unique occupation, which lx a natural 
outgrowth of her genius, rather than 
any deliberately planned vocation. 

Miss Barrow? Is a woman of many 
talents, but all seem to converge into 
her present profession, and jiI! are need¬ 
ed. for she Is coach, organizer, stage 
manager, teacher of singing, dancing, 
athletics and costumer, all In one. The 
costumes for hc-r Greek play she fish- 
lons from the drawings which she made 
while abroad. Whenever s u e sees a 
piece of goods, the texture and coloring 
of which especially appeals to her for 
the purpose, she purchases it and makes 
it up at once Into a tunic or a robe. 

For the past five years rhe has been 
kept busy from one end to the other of 
the college year. As sh^ spends six 
weeks In drilling for each presentation, 
she con seldom give more than four 
plays during a season. Her plan upon 
going to & college is to sp nd the first 
two or three days watching the students 
upon the campus. In the class rooms, 
and especially at their athletic exercises, 
for physique and grace are Important 
factors In the presentation of Greek 
plays. 

"I find as a rule," says Miss Barrows, 
"that men take all the parts b.-tter than 
women. This Is for various reasons; 
they are taller, they walk with greater 
ease, and, strange as It may seem, they 
manage a Greek costume better." In 
colleges where there is • o-educatlon, 
however, both young m*n and young 
women are chosen for the cast. Miss 
Rafrows has much hard work to per¬ 
form, but her Interest and enthusiasm 
never fall. Besides teaching a correct 
delivery of the lines, she instructs In 
boxing and fencing. 

Although the lines of the Grecian play, 
which Is the most popular of any which 
she has yet put upon the stage. all are 
In the original tongue, there 1* no trou¬ 
ble In following the story, f* r It Is prac¬ 
tically told In the dramatic and artist c

skteclies of Greek figures. In which ev¬ 
ery detail of costume, coiffure and pose 
was studied. She also took a course In 
Greek art and archaeology at Leipzig 
University. 

After returning to this country she 
entered Radcliff College, and while 
there prepared her first Greek play, 
which she called Homeric Pictures.

scenes. A marvelous Insight Into the 
life and customs of the ancient Greeks 
Is given, and the author has won the 
highest praise from college professors 
and men of letters throughout the coun¬ 
try. 

Bepldes Miss Barrows plays In Latin 
and German, arranged from Virgil and 
the Nlbelungen Lied, she has recently 
completed an Indian play which bids 
fair to attain as marked a success as 
any of her others. In this she has used 
the same painstaking care which has 
made her other plays of so great an 
educational and archaeological value. 
The piny will be given in the Indian 
language and by Indians. In order to 
satisfy herself that they would throw 
themselves Into the spirit of a drama, 
Mims Bn nows attended the presentation 
of Hiawatha by the Garden River In¬ 
dians at DesbaraU.

ATTORNEYS HAVE A TILT. 


Washington, Oct. 12 .—[Special]—Be¬ 
fore the Schley Court of Inquiry to-day 
facta of the greatest Importance were 
brought to light during the examina¬ 
tion of Lieut. Commander Sidney A. 
Staunton, who was Sampson’s a-s.^t- 
jhlef-of-Staff during the Spanish 
War. Only one session of the court 
was held to-day. but in the few hours 
of the session Mr. Rayner. secured an 
admission of the greatest value to Rear 
Admiral Schley. 

Lieut. Commander Staunton testified 
that the news to the effect that Cer- 
vera’s ships were at Santiago was re¬ 
ceived at Key West late on the even¬ 
ing of May 19.

Schley’s Innings. 


Members of the Jefferson Club of St. Louis Pay Trib= 
ule To the Great Statesman At His Old Home. 


Richmond. Va,, Oct. 12.—Two hun¬ 
dred and fifty members of the Jefferson 
Club of St. Louis, Mo., together with 
a great throng of citizens from Albe¬ 
marle county and other nearby points, 
assembled to-day at Montlcello, the 
historic /me of Thomas Jefferson, a 
few miles from Charlottesville. Va., to 
luy their Tribute of devotion at the 
shrine of the great statesman and pa¬ 
triot The occasion was primarily due 
to the Missouri organization which 
bears the name of the Sage of Monti- 
cello. They came to the Old Dominion 
to do honors to their great exemplar 
and to unveil at the home of Jefferson 
a beautiful memorial shaft of red Mis¬ 
souri granite, which they brought with 
them. In years gone by Virginia had 
contributed to the bullion State a gray 
granite shaft which formerly marked 
the grave of Jefferson and now' stands 
on the campus of the Missouri State 
University at Columbia, Mo.

Famous Inscription. 


The Inscription of the shaft which 
now* stands on the Missouri University 
campus has become W'orld famous be¬ 
cause It won written by Thomas JefTer- 
Bon himself and because It shows the 
achievements which he considered the 
most meritorious of his long life. The 
inscription on the stone reads:

The authenticity of the gravestones Is 
undoubted. When on April 18, 1882. Con¬ 
gress appropriated $10,000 for a monu¬ 
ment over Jefferson’s grave, the Misses 
Randolph, residuary legatees of Thomas 
Jefferson’s estate, presented the original 
shaft to the University of Missouri. It 
was unveiled July 4, 1885, on the uni¬ 
versity campus with eeremonUs In 
which United Slates Senator Vest. 
Thomas F. Bayard, then Secretary of 
State, and other prominent Americans 
participated.

The Ceremonies. 


In to-day’s ceremony the visitors 
were welcomed to Montlcello by the 
Hon. Jefferson M. Levy, who alluded to 
Jefferson as “the greatest statesman 
and profoundest thinker of any time or 
country.” Responses were made by 
Harry B. Hawes, president of the club, 
and Lieut. Clov. Lee, of Mlsaoutl. 

The presentation of the granite mon¬ 
ument was made by the Hon. E. Ben¬ 
ton. Congressman from the Fifteenth 
Missouri district, and In the at^ence rf 
Gov. Tyler the monument was acc?pted 
by Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, representing the 
Democracy of Virginia. The following 
addresses were also delivered: 

“The Declaration of Independence." 
former Gov. William J. Stone; “Aboli¬ 
tion of. Law By Entail,” Congressman 
Charles E. Cochran; “Dlstlnguirhf d

The copper box put in the bare of th^ 
monument contained the constitution of 
the club, the names of the higher offi¬ 
cers of the United States Government 
and a parchment roll of the olficers and 
members of the Jefferson Club.

Lemly Explains. 

Capt. Lemly replied:

As 
an Instance of this he has announced 
his purpose to appoint Col. Brodie Gov¬ 
ernor of Arizona at the expiration of 
the term of Gov. Murphy. If not sooner. 
The President and Col. Brodie are old 
friends, the latter having Succeeded the 
President as Lieutenant Colonel of the 
Rough Riders when the President was 
made Colonel by the promotion of Col. 
Leonard \yood to a brigadier general¬ 
ship. It Is intimated that possibly 
GoV Murphy, like Judge Street, may re¬ 
sign b«?fdr£ the expiration of his term 
In order to resume the practice of law 
or to accept some other office that Is 
more remunerative. In this event Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt’s old Rough Rider com¬ 
rade will become Governor of Arizona 
In a few months.

duty. It was represented to me by tho 
beat men of the country that North was 
In danger. I would not huve fo.given my¬ 
self for leaving him to suffer for an offi¬ 
cial act which, so far as 1 know, has 
had the approval of the entire country. 

The sheriffs of this Slat** may unde.r- 
Ftandtliat In all lawful discharge of ihe.r 
duty^wlll protect them In so far as my 
office allows, and I will stretch my pre¬ 
rogative to do It. If I had suffered North 
to come to harm when the m* ans were 
In my power to prevent It. I would prcp-'T- 
ly be charged, with puslltanimou« conduct. 

It would be n notice to the sheriffs of 
the State that the Governor of the St«t*» 
was prepared to desert them In their 
troubles. I will not Issue any such no¬ 
tice.

Oct. 12.—An official 
communication, which has Just been 
issued here, indignantly protests 
against the assertion that the Bulga¬ 
rian Government has been conspiring 
with the Macedonian Committee In re¬ 
gard to the abduction of Miss Ellen M. 
Stone, the American missionary. Tho 
note points out that while nothing Is 
positively known of the composition of

•—The post-office in this city was rob¬ 
bed by six unknown men early this 
morning and an attempt to enter the 
Mercer National Bank was only frua- 
trated after a rapid exchange of shots 
between two policemen and the bur¬ 
glars. who succeeded in making their 
escape.

A set of regulations governing the 
operation of opening and closing the 
draw span In the Iv. and I. B. and R. R. 
Company's bridge above the channel, 
was received yesterday by the local en¬ 
gineer office from the War Department. 
Which will prevent any possibility of 
hny future Interference with river traf¬ 
fic by the bridges. These regulations 
are the result of a complaint which 
the officials of the Louisville and 
Evansville Packet Company made last 
April during the high stage of the river.

One of the packets «*f the Louisville 
and Evansville Packet Company had 
started orv Its run down the river when 
at was found that its stacks did not 
clear the bridge. An attempt was made 
to swing the span around, but a break 
In the machinery caused considerable 
delay. 

The local engineer office proceeded to 
secure the regulations with which tho 
X and I B. R. H. Company wll h*re- 
ufter be compelled to comply with 
during high water. The Wnr Depart¬

Changes Predicted By Mr. 
Leslie Combs. 


PAYNE FOR FIRST VACANCY. 


COMMISSIONER YERKES TIPPED 
FOR A PORTFOLIO. 


NOT TALKING ON SAPP CASE. 


In the opinion of Mr. Leslie Combs, 
Pension Ag»nt, there will be several 
cabinet changes. Mr. Combs returned 
yesterday from Washington City where 
he called on President Roosevelt and 
took lunch with him. He does not pro¬ 
fess to speak authoritatively, however. 
The Information he gained while (it the 
Capital was from friends close to the 
President rather than from the Presi¬ 
dent himself. 

To a Courier-Journal reporter last 
night, Mr. Combs said: "It Is my be¬ 
lief that there will be several cabinet 
changes. Friends of the President feel 
that he should have several close 
friends In his cabinet. 

"One of these will doubtless be from 
the northwest In the persoA of Mr. 
llenry Payne, while, considering the 
President’s new Southern policy, he 
should have some such Southern man 
as Mr. Yerkes. though In speaking of 
the policy. Mr. Rosevelt alludes to the 
Gulf States and specifically exempts 
West Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Missouri and Maryland from that cate¬ 
gory. 

"It is generally understood that Mr. 
Hitchcock takes little interest in active 
politics and probably will not care to 
remain In his position longer than Is 
necessary to give the President a good 
send off. One or two other members of 
the cabinet have also become rather 
tired of the strain of their positions. 

"There has been no suggestion from 
the President that he will consent to 
accept any resignations, but as I have 
suggested It Is felt that he should have 
some assistance In the complex politi¬ 
cal questions that will be presented to 
him. It Is quite certain. I think, that 
these changes will not extend beyond 
one or two places. In my opinion, Mr. 
Payne will receive the first vacancy."

New President Trusted. 


Asked with what favor Mr. Roose¬ 
velt had been received in Washington, 
Mr. Combs said; "Of course, at the 
capital. It Is. as usual, a case of The 
King is dead, long live the King.' There 
Is still a noticeable gloom over the sad 
death of Mr McKinley, whose Ilf * 1 was 
the sweetest and purest of any public 
man I have ever known, but everybody 
stands ready to champion Mr. Roose¬ 
velt In his administrative work. It 
must be remembered that Mr. Roose¬ 
velt's nomination was not made to ap¬ 
pease a defeated faction in the party, 
nor on geographical considerations, 
but because the Republicans really 
wanted him for Vice President, next 
to McKinley, and ready to succeed him 
In four year*."

Speaking of Mr. Yerkes, Mr. Combs 
said: "I feel confident that the new head 
of the Internal Revenue Department 
will make his mark In the position. He 
Is already conceded in Washington to

Opinion On the Test Case Regarding 
Philippines May Be Handed 
Down Theu. 


Washington, Oct. 12.—The United 
States Supreme Court will assemble 
October 14 at 12 o'clock for the fall 
term. As usual on such occasions, when 
the President Is In the city, the court 
will adjourn and formally visit the 
White House to pay Its respects to the 
Ghlef Executive. This will be all the 
business transacted that day. The 
court will proceed to regular business 
on Tuesduy. Among the important 
cases pending are some known ns In¬ 
sular cases. One of these is the "four¬ 
teen diamond rings" case, which Is the 
only one affecting the Philippines. This 
case arose upon the arrest of a soldier 
who brought fourteen diamond rings 
from the Philippines Into the United 
States without paying duty. 

No law hax-ing been passed relative 
to tariff rates to and from the Philip¬ 
pines. the Government has asserted Its 
right to levy and collect taxes on all 
articles coming from the Philippines, 
charging the full Dingley rates. The 
opposing counsel argued that as the 
Philippines became United States ter¬ 
ritories there could be no customs du¬ 
ties on goods from the islands. It will 
be remembered that In the Downs case 
the court held that until the Foraker 
law was passed goods from Porto Rico 
were entitled to free admission, and 
Borne believe that this opinion Is really 
a forerunner of the decision In the dia¬ 
mond rings case, although many law¬ 
yers hold that the continued military 
control In the Philippines may have 
some effect In determining the Issue. 

TWO SHOTS FIRED 

BY A BOY. 


Albert Zettroch Shoots William Wei- 
kel. As Result of Youthful 
Feud. 


Albert Zettroch. thirteen years old. 
fired two shots at William Welkel, six¬ 
teen years old. at Twenty-fifth and 
Bank street* yesterday afternoon, and 
both took effect. 

One shot struck Welkel In the right 
leg and the other In the left arm. Wel¬ 
kers father. A. J. Welkel, is a dairy¬ 
man, and the son drives one of his wag¬ 
ons, He gained the enmity of the boys 
who live ki the neighborhood of Twen¬ 
ty-fifth and Bank streets and R gave 
them pleasure to taunt him. "Guying" 
he called it, and when Letlle Scott and 
Zettroch said something about "the boy 
who drives the milk wagon" Welkel left 
his wagon. 

When he got down the rocks began 
to fly. Welkel says that Scott dr~w a 
pistol from his jvocket and handed It to 
Zettroch. The latter fired and Welkel 
was wounded. Scott was arrested a* an 
neecssory to shooting and wounding, 
but Zettroch escaped. 

Scott Is only twelve years old and 
lives at 2,509 Duncan street. Zettroch's 
home Is at Twenty-fourth and Duncan. 

Welkel s wounds are not serious. He 
was attended by Dr*. C. R. Wilson and 
B. A. Gurr. He lives on Market street 
south of Amy avenue. 


In speaking yesterday of the decision 
of the Court of Appeals, which held In 
the case of Tatum. Embry & Co. that 
all firms having property in Louisville f 
must pay the city’s taxes on them, 
whether the members of the firm are 
residents of Louisville or not. City As¬ 
sessor Murphy said: "The decision is a 
must Important one. If the Court of 
Appeals had decided otherwise It would 
have entailed great loss every year to 
the city, and would have greatly com¬ 
plicated our work. It would be only 
wild guessing to say how many thou¬ 
sands of dollars would have b^en lost 
to Louisville every year, but the sum 
would have been large." 

In the case of Embry, Tatum Sc Co. 
the lower court held that the firm 
should not bo made to pay taxes on 
the personal property owned by a mem¬ 
ber of the firm residing outside of the 
city limits. The case was taken up, and 
the Court of Appeal* decided that per¬ 
sonal property held under these cir¬ 
cumstances can be taxed for municipal 
purposes. Many merchants whose honit s 
are outside of Louisville Have contend -d 
that their stock and goods are not tax¬ 
able. _

Sell Icy Controversy Kc- 
vives His Rescue of 


GREELY AND HIS MEN. 


TASK REQUIRED COURAGE AND 
SPLENDID JUDGMENT. 


WAS QUICKLY PERFORMED.

The controversy now raging as to the 
relative merits of Rear Admirals Samp- 
eon and Schley In connection with the 
battle of Santiago directs attention once 
more to Schley's magnificent achieve¬ 
ment* in rescuing the purvivora of the 
Ill-fated Greely expedition in 1884. 
Though seventeen years have elapsed 
since Winfield Scott Schley ventured 
Into the solitudes of the vast Arctic 
circle on a well nigh hopeless quest for 
the devoted band of explorers, whose 
fate had aroused the sympathy of the 
world, the story of the rescue yet re¬ 
mains one of the most thrilling in the 
whole history of Arctic exploration. 
Three years hid passed without a sound 
from Greely or his men, and everybody 
knew’ that. If alive, they must be in 
dire distress. 

i To Commander Schley, as he then 
ranked, the charge of the relief squad¬ 
ron was intrusted, and such was the 
confidence reposed in him by his su¬ 
perior* that Senator Chandler, then Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy, declined to give 
him detailed instructions, etating in the 
letter which contained the general or¬ 
ders, that "the department is fully sitis- 
fled that you will take the best means 
for carrying out the objects of >our 
mission, and that the officers and men 
under your command will zealously as¬ 
sist you."

Accepted a Perilous Mission. 


In many respects Schley's task in fac¬ 
ing the dangers of the north at the sea¬ 
son he did was a more courageous un¬ 
dertaking than attacking the Spanish 
fleet, for it Is always possible to meas¬ 
ure the resources of a human adversary, 
but no man can fully anticipate what 
he has to cope with in the icy north. 
Schley entered the arctic fastnesses a 
full two months earlier than it was u*- 
iml for the whalers to venture there, 
and when his little "firing squadron" 
of three of our seal fhlps left St. John's 
harbor there were found not a few to 
venture the dismal prophecy that the 
expedition would meet the fate which It 
w’as feared hid befallen tho^e f r whose 
succor it was being dlsjwtched. 

In July, 1881, the slnaJ ship Prueu*. 
Capt. Pike. mann»*d by Newfoundland¬ 
ers, left St. John's for Lady Franklin 
Hay. an Inlet on the northwest coas* 
of Greenland. She was conveying the 
American scientific expedition, consist¬ 
ing of LiPUt. A. W. Greely in com- 
nvand, with twenty-four companion*, 
mostly' selected from the L T nlted Blatee 
signal service. Their purpose was 
carry out scientific observations and ex¬ 
plore the surrourtdlrtg country, their 
party forming one of a series of cir¬ 
cumpolar stations for similar purposes 
agreed to by the International Geo¬ 
graphical Congr* >i s at Hamburg In 1878. 

Every precaution was taken to make 
the expedition successful. but the sum¬ 
mer of 1S82 proved unfavorable and the 
relief party under MaJ. Beebe could not 
j*netrnte the Ice barrier of Melville 
Bay, Greely and hla men watched for 
the ship In vain. They then tried to 
bottle their way south. Another relief 
party went out to seek the explorers, 
but was nipped in the i<*o and its crew 
barely escaped. Greely and hie men set 
to svork to battle out the wdnler, but 
their disasters were only beginning. One 
after another perished until only seven 
remained. They w»?r.- reduced to feed 
on lichens and shellfish, and daily 
prayed for the relief of death.

Commander Schley Selected. 


In the meantime the flying squadron 
which 8chley then commanded was 
hourly nearing them. When the Yantic 
returned the preceding autumn with the 
crew of the wrecked Proteus and the 
tale of her misfortune, what It imported 
to the Greely expedition was very ap¬ 
parent. and the United States Navy' De¬ 
partment began immediate prepara¬ 
tions for a thoroughly equipped relief 
expedition as soon as spring should 
open. Two of our best Steam sealers, 
oak built ships specially fortified to ion- 
tend tvith ice. the Thetis and the Bear, 
were purchased and Commander 
Bchley, from a host of volunteer*, was 
selected to take charge, with the former 
a* his fingship, ldeut. Emory being as¬ 
signed to the command of the Bcfar and 
Jdcut. Goodrich to the old Arctic ship 
Alert, which the British Government 
presented to the United States to aid In 
iihe search. 

All three were crewed from the Amer¬ 
ican navy. Captr. Norman and Ash. 
two of the most experienced ice navi¬ 
gators ir. Newfoundland, being chosen 
ns ice pilots. Bchley pushed forward 
the preparations w ith amazing activity, 
and the crews and stores were hurrlM 
to SL John’s and the ships manned, 
leaving here May 4. 

Schley steadily worked his way along 
until about mid-June he essayed the 
ventire of crossing the dreaded Mel¬ 
ville Bay. This accomplished at great 
risk, the tortuous passage of Smith 
Pound occupied another w’eek, as stops 
hud to be made at every’ headland to 
search for new’s of the missing men. 

• • • 

Found a Trace of the Men. 

Like greyhounds on the scent the two 
ships quartered this expanse of Ice and 
sea two months before any other vessel 
bad ever before considered Us naviga¬ 
tion safe, and on June 22 they made 
fast to the Ico flow off Cape Sabine nnd 
sent search parties ashore to s$ek for 
cairns, its was their custom. One of 
these found a record, conveyed It to the 
Bear and both ships started for the 
place indicated, three miles away 

The steam whistle blown to recall the 
men from their futile search awoke the 
slumbering echoes and electrified the 
deFjwilrlng little group wider the over¬ 
turned canvas tent, who had come to 
regard rescue a.* impossible and to 
whom tbJ* mils • was as sweet ns an¬ 
gels' chorut. for It *»emed to call them 
bock from the grave. Fearing they 
were deceived, Sergts. Bra inn rd and 
Long staggered out to the cliff, where, 
to th» lr inexpressible Joy, they paw a 
boat making toward them, nnd Hraln- 
nrd ran. with new life In hi* palsied 
limbs, to tell his companions the gied 
news, w’hlle Long directed the boat to a 
safe landing place. 

On Jumping ashore the first question 
was "How are they alt?" The answer 
was: "There are seven • f us ye:." Par 
news and a sudden revors* tn the cheer¬ 
ful spirits of n quarter of an hour b~- 
f«»re, but it was no tine to reflect. 1 
wn* necessary to s*ve the living. They 
took from the launch some food and 
itarted for the camp. 

• • » 

Could Not Repair the Tent. 

It waa blown down except tor a short 


prop at one end, and the poor fellow* 
had not strength to put tt up. The 
first words heard were those of Greely, 
weakly saying: "Cut the tent." The 
front and western sides had blown 
down and the poles were swept cross 
three of the party, who were lying In 
their sleeping bags, too weak to lift off 
the hurden. They had been In this con¬ 
dition more than sixty hours. Elleson 
ami Connell were believed to be dying, 
and Greely was reading the prayers 
for the dying. The rescuer* cut a hole 
In the tent to give room and began feed¬ 
ing them, giving a little all round, but 
not as much as they wanted. 

In the meantime the launch was sent 
off to report and bring assistance. Com¬ 
mander Schley, Capt. Emory and Dr. 
Ames came on shore with a crew, and a 
fire was kindled and the sufferers were 
attended to with plenjy of wtvrm milk 
ar, d other nourishment, some of them 
were soon able to stand up and stagger 
abnnt. Commander Schley now began 
to superintend the removal of the party 
to the ships on stretchers, two only be¬ 
ing able to stagger along assisted by a 
man on each side. The dead bodies 
were then exhumed, wrapped In blank¬ 
ets and carried off, part to each ship. 

Twelve altogether were taken off, the 
bodies of six others having been swept 
off with the floe on w’hich they w’ere 
burled. Rice died near Cape Isabella 
and Edward (Eskimo) was drowned 
w'hlle out hunting. The survivors were 
Lieut. Greely, Bralnard. Fredericks, 
Long. Blederbcck. Connell and Ellison. 

• • • 

Survivors In Sorry Plight. 

Tb rt poor wretch^* were in a pltable 
plight, especially Ellison, who. as pre¬ 
viously stated, had been severely frost¬ 
bitten the fall before. HI* torments no 
pen could describe. Both feet dropped 
off and his fingers dried up. He could 
not move and had to be fed, many a 
time getting an extra morsel from a 
stronger companion whose pity was 
aroused. When death stared the p?ven 
In tl*? face his comrade* placed a water- 
bag at his head, with food near, und 
fastened a spoon to the stump of hi* 
arm. so that be might have every utd 
toward living. Sad to say th^ died under 
the amputaitor’s knLfe a fortnight after. 

The ocher* were more fortunate, and. 
though weak as children, crowded 
around Schley and hie officers, shower¬ 
ing down blessings on them for the aid 
they brought. Their escape seemed lit¬ 
tle short of miraculous; for three day* 
they had not tasted warm food, and 
what they bad was boiled sealskin boot* 
cut up fine, with lichen* and shrimps, 
all made Into a soup. Since landing 
they had not changed their clothing, 
their weakness forced them to abandon 
any scientific work, anything that could 
be us»ed for food or fuel had long gone, 
and a picture of desolation rarely' 
equaled faced the ppectators of this 
tragedy of the North. 

• • • 

Homeward Trip Is Begun. 

When the living and dead had been 
tenderly conveyed aboard the relief 
ships and the belongings of the party 
gathered up the ships turned their 
prow* homeward and slowly made their 
way south, visiting several Greenland 
harbors to give the convalescents a 
tii+7i ashore and an opportunity to see 
living and growing things again With 
their precious freight, the steamers en¬ 
tered St. John'* on July 17. and the 
thrilling story was flashed to all part* 
of the globe. After a wreck here they 
continued on to Portsmouth. N. H.. 
where a most cordial welcome waa ten¬ 
dered the survivors and the relief com¬ 
mander and hi* assistant* warmly com¬ 
mended by Secretary Chandler. 

The achievement, indeed, was one 
rarely equaled, and u\.is unique In it* 
wav. Schley ventured into a region un¬ 
known to him, full of dangers even to 
the most experienced Ice-masters; he 
had to traverse an uncharted coast, 
bristling with hidden rocks, seeking 
for men of whoso whereabouts he could 
have only the vaguest Idea. He had 
to hear the whole responsibility for the 
directing and conduct of the enterprise; 
he had no set rules to govern him or 
which he might plead In excuse for an 
error of Judgment, and If failure had 
been the record of the expedition, even 
though no fault of his. thousands of 
Americans would never have forgiven 
him. 

In even* respect, then. It was an ex¬ 
ceptions! task, calling for a man of ex¬ 
traordinary capacity. and Schley 
proved himself worthv of the ta*k re- 
ixjsed In him. He took his thlp* Into 
the midst or the fee floes at the tlm** 
when these were most dangerous and 
when the men who knew the region 
best feared to venture there.

He carried out hi* mission promptly 
and # effectively, so promptly. Indeed, 
that hi* ship* dropped nnchor in our 
harbor again on July 17, having suc¬ 
cessfully accomplished their task in the 
Incredibly short space of six week*, a 
record absolutely unique In arctic an¬ 
nals. Only the previous night a lead¬ 
ing citizen of St. John’s, lecturing on 
the relief expedition, gave it as his 
opinion, from the work of previou* ex- i 
plorers, that Schley was then about 
making his way toward Cape Sabine, 
and it may be observed In passing that 
Lieut. Peary, Greely'* successor, so to 
speak, never started from here with an 
expedition before July. 

Schif?y’* arctic cruise, so rapid and 
so successful, was the marvel of the 
world nnd won him the praise of all 
whose praise was valuable. Though It 
was not an achievement like the San¬ 
tiago sea fight, It was yet one which 
called for the noblest qualities of the 
sailor and the man nnd a signal tri¬ 
umph In the cause of suffering human¬ 
ity. _ 

Trapping a Bear. 

There were days at a time tvhendhere 
was nothing doing In bear trap*. The 
real rushing business did not begin un¬ 
til about the 1st of June, when the 
moose calves had got big enough to run 
fast. Then Henry discovered to his 
great Joy that the bears had begun 
marking anew their striking tree*. The 
trapper who takes possession of a 
stream by blazing trees with his ax 
1* only Imitating a custom that was old 
before Elisha studied bear culture. The 
big hears stand up as high as they can 
by certain trees and mark them with 
their teeth.

The doub!e-breas»ed waistcoat Is r.ow 
rarely seen, and there scents little doubt 
that the single-breasted coit will be the 
more fashionable during the coming 
autumn and winter, say* Vogue. I refer 
more particularly to that mode of the 
came materials as the coat and trous¬ 
er*. known as the sack-suit waistcoat, 
though there |8 reason to believe that 
double-breasted white waistcoats for 
evening dress and those of linen or duck 
for wear with n frock coat will not be 
more fashionable than the single-breast¬ 
ed type. Toward the close of the past 
winter season and throughout the 
spring the single buttoning was, if any¬ 
thing. a little the smarter cut; and the 
Cairo shape with buttons converging to 
a point, and point* at the bottom edge 
went almost entirely out of vogue. It 
is a matter with which we are not much 
concerned Just now. but It may be noted 
and borne in mind when replenishing 
the wardrobe for the cooler months. 

With the possible exception of those 
In Muc serge, the single-breasted Jacket 
is also more worn than the double and 
promises to be the fashion for the au¬ 
tumn. The cut it still rather straight 
in front and the entirely straight front 
has become usual. As regards finish 
of pockets, number of buttons, etc., 
there i*? no hard and fust rule. The 
patch pocket without flap Is naturally 
put on unllned summer Jackets, but 
when heavier clothing become* neces¬ 
sary the taiiors will undoubtedly go 
back to the Inside Mop pocket as has 
always been the e*»e. 

One see* a good many coats of the 
Norfolk and *emi-Norfolk type In town 
as well as In the country, but any jacket 
with a belt, which must be worn but¬ 
toned to look well, 1* not a desirable 
thing for warm weather, nnd personally 
I have never cared for plaited coats for 
town wear. In the country, especially in 
the hills or mountainous region*, a Nor¬ 
folk Jacket of tweed Is extremely good 
style. It belongs as naturally to the 
mountains as duck and blue serge do to 
the sea, and it may be made In a va¬ 
riety of ways, with or without yoke, 
with one of two box plait* behind, with 
belt all the way round or merely across 
the front or back. I have seen one or 
two coats made without any belt, but 
with a simple square yoke and plain box 
plait* down the front and back, which I 
thought fairly pretty for country wear. 

With knickerbockers of the same ma¬ 
terial the Norfolk Jacket Is also good; 
In fact, knickerbockers are now almost 
exclusively reserved for the hill* by 
smartly-dressed men. Blcycllug. of 
course, requires knee breeches whenever 
that form of exorcise is taken, but for 
ordinary wear. nnd even for g*df, long 
trousers are the rule among well-dress¬ 
ed men. In the autumn It Is probabl * 
that knickerbockers will be more usul 
on the links, with light sweaters and 
half-gaiter#, and it Is almost certain 
that In the course of several years we 
shall again have another Knickerbocker 
epoch. Such fashions are bound to come 
around from time to time In dre*t*, for 
its scope Is more or lew limited and 
repetition is inevitable, 

In dismissing the subject. T may add 
that there has been no recent change 
in the shape or cut. The material should 
be made full over the thigh* and com¬ 
paratively tight at the knees, where the 
cloth Is taken In to fit snug, without any 
roll over the top of the cuffs or exten¬ 
sions. These are best made of box cloth 
to fit the leg very tight, and are now 
generally cut to buton directly in front 
Instead of at the side. This, however, 
4s a detail entirely arbitrary and may bo 
disregarded If one desires. 

As yet no one is particularly concern¬ 
ed with what fashion# the autumn may 
bring forth, and the few hints and sug¬ 
gestions which I give may better be 
kept for future publication. No one 
cares to give much thought to his win¬ 
ter wardrobe before the middle of Sep¬ 
tember. or to have hi* clothes made be¬ 
fore the models of the season have 
shown signs'* of being definitely estab¬ 
lished. The temperature over the great, 
er part of this country mak^s summer 
attire the only thing possible to com¬ 
fort until well on toward the first of 
October; the town season begins late, 
and until the burden of dutic.- of formal 
urban life must again be taken up, let 
us not tak- unnecessary thought cf con¬ 
ventional dress. 

In the city—I mean New ^ork. though 
It may be fold of almost any illy as 
well—one Is not required to observe 
fine distinctions of dress through the 
summer months, and accordingly If one 
keeps within broad rules style and 
good tnstr. costume Is very much go 
as you please. This year It seems to 
me that even the dinner Jacket Is less 
worn than u*ual, and. Indeed. It would 
better not be worn at all. If there Is 
any draper of the soft-front shirt prec¬ 
edent being established. I do not think 
there Is cause for anxiety on this score, 
for although I have seen the combina¬ 
tion frequently it has not been on the 
buck, or rather the front, of any man 
wh<» looked as If he might be a possi¬ 
ble leader of faehlon. 

It Is natural and altogether sensible 
that low collars should be smart; the 
average man does not require a collar 
more than 1^ Inches in height, and the 
difference between that and 2‘- Inches 
is one of much comfort. The shapes 
are practically the same as they have 
been for a year or two past, the band 
overlapping and the opening very nar¬ 
row Wing collars are frequently worn 
by well-dressed men, and one may 
wear the old-fustiloned low-bond turn¬ 
down shape with morning clothes. 

SP*cks are common among common 
people, but for ordinary day dress sel¬ 
dom seen on smart men. that Is. ttn*y 
are not good style. If one uses the word 
In Its strict meaning, for they are any¬ 
thing but cool and comfortable. More¬ 
over, they are cheap and look it. The 
flowing-end tie has been little used this 
summer and the ascot not at all with 
morning clothes. The bat-wing bow 
and narrow four-ln-hand or derby are 
the shapes most In use. though straight 
string ties of washable madras and 
linen are frequently seen on smartly 
dressed men and are an exceedingly 
good shape with a very low collar of 
the old-fashioned turn-down kind. 

If t»ne has a blue serge suit he may 
get a pretty cffict by wearing with It 
a dark blue hatband, white shirt with 
hair IIrh of dark blue, plain daik blue 
hc«*“. either plain or with clock of the 
same color. This is an extremely quiet 
and cool-looking costume for a summer 
day. and the < xnct matching of color 
has a certain style about It which dis¬ 
tinguishes one from the great mass of 
one’s fellows.

Back Along the Centuries. 


Much of the Information contained in 
this American "Burke" has doubtless 
reached Mr. Matthews through his con¬ 
nection with the Pennsylvania Histor¬ 
ical Society, and through the munv 
similar societies which have sprung up 
In the United States during recent 
years. 

America Is evidently beginning to 
place a big value on ancestry. Almost 
every name lu the "Armoury" shows 
that Its bearer Is descended from men 
who fought In the early Colonial wars 
or settled In the first New England col¬ 
onies.

Not so others In this "Armoury " The 
United State* Is too narrow a field. 
There Is Joslah Collins PumpeJJy, who 
might well be content with that gallant 
direct ancestor, Sergeant John Pum- 
pelly. who fought in the French and In¬ 
dian War, stood bc*ideGen. Wolfe when 
he fell, served In the Continental army, 
was one of "Roger's Rangers." nnd was 
promoted for conspicuous bravery at 
the relief of Fort William Henry. Rut 
Mr. Pumpelly is not content. He goes 
back to ‘ Jean PompUle," a French Hu¬ 
guenot refugee to America from Avig¬ 
non. and further, to an Italian ancestor 
from Spoletto; and further still to "the 
Roman family of PompUllus."

Lieut. Peary Has Found 
Very Edge of World. 


THE SECRET OF POLAR SEA. JUDGE TONEY’S DECISION 


LETTER FROM THE EXPLORER 
WRITTEN IN THE FAR 
NORTH. 


WORK SHOWN BY A MAP.

Prof. Angelo Hellprln Tuesday re¬ 
ceived a letter from his old friend, 
Lieut. Robert E. Peary. The letter 
was written In the far North, and was 
carried part way by Mrs. Peary and 
then mailed to the professor. The lat¬ 
ter was the former president of the 
Philadelphia Geographical Club. Is a 
close friend of Explorer Peary and the 
two men have together braved many 
snow and Icebound peaks In the far 
Northland. In the private communica¬ 
tion, the contents of which are exclu¬ 
sively divulged to the Record readers, 
Lieut. Peary says that he has success¬ 
fully discovered the boundary of the 
most northern land on this continent, 
which Is known as Hellprln Land. The 
edge of this Island Is separated from 
the northern end of Greenland by 
Peary Channel. In former years It had 
been explored as far as Cnpe Kane, 
and Lieut. Peary hoped that It extend¬ 
ed much luither northward, and It 
was by this route that he expected to 
gain the Pole. But, much to his sur¬ 
prise, he tells Prof. Hellprln, that Its 
very most northerly limit Is 83 de¬ 
grees 39 minutes, and from this point 
bears east and then south.

The Open Polar Sea. 

More surprising than the discovery 
that Hellprln Land did not extend fur¬ 
ther north was the fact that the old 
Idea of a solidly frozen polar ocean was 
a myth, and that the conception of Dr. 
Isaac Hayes was In reality true. In 
passing R is well to recall that Dr. 
Hayes was a Philadelphian, and acted 
as surgeon to Dr. Kane’s expedition. 
When he returned to Philadelphia, in 
1855, he expressed the opinion that there 
was an open sea around the Pole. In 
June. I860, he led an expedition and 
penetrated to 82 degrees 45 minutes. In 
1869 he again made a trip to the North. 
He published In 1867 "The Open Polar 
S*a; a Narrative of a Voyage of Dis¬ 
covery Toward the North Pole, In the 
Schooner United States." This work 
was well received In its time, and Hayes 
was awarded the gold medal of the 
Royal Geographical Society of London. 
Later Investigators have scoffed at Dr. 
Hayes' Idea of an open polar sea. as he 
had no data with which to bolster up 
his assertions. However. Peary, In his 
communication to Prof. Heilprln, as¬ 
serts that directly north of Heilprln 
Land Is a sea filled with moving Ice. 
Mr. Peary penetrated over the Ice of 
this polar sea from the northern limit 
of Hellprln Land to 83 degrees 50 min¬ 
utes. Lieut. Peary thinks that tncre 
may be islands In this sea to the nprth 
of Hellprln Land, but of this, of course, 
he 1 b uncertain. If there are islands 
they are likely utterly destitute of life. 
Mr. Peary emphasizes his Intention to 
push northward over this polar sea dur¬ 
ing the ensuing year, but retains fur¬ 
ther information about his Arctic re¬ 
search#?* until he shall return to civil¬ 
ization.

Thinks He Will Conquer. 


Ten Thousand People Served Daily At 
a New York Hostelry. 

[Alnslee's Magazine.] 

Neither the bigness nor the complete¬ 
ness of a big hotel is appreciated 
by the patron who finds his Interest 
satisfied with the accommodn lions 
which It furnishes. He knows In a gen¬ 
eral way that it may be a dozen stories 
high and several cellars deep, and that 
the thousand or more guests are at¬ 
tend by servants on every hand, and 
when ne pay* hi* bill he believes that 
the charges are exorbitant. 

One of these hotels, which differs 
from the other* chiefly in degree, rep¬ 
resent# an investment of 815.000.000.

It has several concert halls 
and theaters, three gr»?at ballroom#, 
and. In addition to Its public dining¬ 
room, where during the horse show- 
week. for instance?.

It has a series of private 
dining-rooms which are arranged for 
from ten to 1.000 persons. 

In the largest ballroom In this hotel 
was given one night last winter the 
charity ball, attended by 3,500 people, 
to whom super was served and on tlw 
same evening in other parts of the 
hotel were In progress two concerts, a 
dinner of an association of 300 men and 
a dozen smnjler dinner parties in pri¬ 
vate dining-rooms, each isolated so 
completely that no one of the 1,500 reg¬

CONQUEST OF SIBERIA. 

Slavish Chief Given Permission To 
Annex Anything Eastward. 

[National Geographic Magazine.] 

It Is of Interest and significance to 
us Americans when recalling our co¬ 
lonial history to observe how while one 
wave pressed outwurd across the At¬ 
lantic another wave pressed castwaid 
Into Asia. The stream of European con¬ 
quest which reached the American j 
shores from Western Europe was paral¬ 
leled in Siberia by a contemporaneous 
streum of conquest from Eastern 
Europe. 

In 1658 the English Elizabeth began 
her memorable reign. That same year 
Ivan the Awful gave Gergori Strogonuff 
twenty square miles of desert land upon 
the River Kama, with p' i mission to at¬ 
tack anything toward the east. "The 
Good Companies of the Don," a rurhe- 
mlstlc name for the mob of brigands 
and outlaws, furnished an army. Imwik 
Tlmofeoff. the more than Pixarro or 
Cortez of the Slav*#, became chief com¬ 
mander of their wild forces. Having no 
seas to cross, there wus no need for him 
to embark and disembark hts troops. He 
could always be marching on. 

In 1589 the brigand chief attacked and 
carried by assault Sblr, the capital of 
a powerful descendant of Genghis Kahn. 
Ever since the province has been called 
Sibir. or Siberia, from the nam#' of the 
conquered capital. Streams of C ssacks 
followed and spread In every direction 
from the path he had marked out. In 
1649 Khabaroff, with three cannon and 
150 men. marched to the extreme east 
and occupied the Amur Basin. That ter. 
rltory then owed a nominal allegiance 
to China, and from It the Russian ad¬ 
venturers were compelled to retire by 
the treaty of Nevshink. 

Meanw'hlle resolute explorers and 
pioneers had been pushing northward 
and eastward all over the trackless 
waste which lay between Russia and the 
Pacific.

A decision was rendered yesterday by 
Judge Toney which In effect minifies 
that provision in Section 3029 of the 
Kentucky Statirtes. w'hlch provide# that 
upon the surrender of a liquor license 
the License Board shaJI make a reason¬ 
able allowance tor the uncxplrcd term. 
A retail liquor license costs $150 and the 
rule heretofore has been that when a 
licensed liquor dealer quits business be¬ 
fore the expiration of the year, he was 
given a rebate of $15 a month for the 
unexplred term. 

Mr. C. A. Wilson, counsel for the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners, said that 
If Judge Toney’s opinion should prow 
of general effect and thus nullify the 
^provision In 3029 of the statutes, tt 
would save the city nearly $4,000 a year 
If not more. 

The suit in which Judge Toney hand¬ 
ed down his oplnlo-n was one In which 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners asked 
the court's advice as to the disposition 
of $120, the amount supposed to be due 
Ben Solterbrock on an unexplred liquor 
license. In the petition for advice. It 
was stated that Salterbrock had notified 
the Commissioners that he had discon¬ 
tinued business and he demanded pay¬ 
ment of the allowance for the unex¬ 
plred term. 

The Columbia Finance and Trust Com¬ 
pany, as tnisteee In bankruptcy of the 
Schaefer-Meyer Brewing Company, then 
notified the Commissioner* that Salter- 
brock had sold and transferred the li¬ 
cense to it, and It was also made to 
appear that the brewery had pa'.d $90 
of the license fee as an advance to 
Sal ter brock. 

Salterbrock thereupon claimed t^hat he 
had transferred the license to Henry 
Sandfordt. but the License Board re¬ 
fused to permit this transfer. The suK 
followed to determine to whom the $120 
should be paid. 

Judge Toney held that the liquor li¬ 
cense urns not an asset of Salterbrock's 
estate. He had never surrendered It 
nor had the Commiiseloners granted al¬ 
lowance or reasonable rebate. The trus¬ 
tee had no claim against the license and 
Salterbrock could not put it In lien or 
pledge it for any debt to the brewery. 
The license was not transferable with¬ 
out the consent of the License Board 
and the payment of 5 per cent, of the 
original cost of the license. These re¬ 
quirements had not been fulfilled. 

The Commissioners, according to the 
record, owed Salterbrock nothing, for he 
could have continued in business upon 
his license for the balance of the year. 
His creditor, the brewery', or its as¬ 
signee or trustee, could not have inter¬ 
fered with him In the exercise of the 
personal privilege bestowed upon him 
by the license. 

Judge Toney ordered that the $120 be 
turned into the city treasury,

He was there for only a short 
time, presumably on a visit to confer 
with the owners of the Brewers, and left 
early In the evening for Chicago. 

While the Milwaukee magnate declined 
to Indlcat© the purpose of McAleer's visit 
or even acknowledge that h» had been .n 
Mllwaukoe, It developed that he.

New Jersey Woman De¬ 
feats .Miss Herron, the 
Cincinnati Golfer. 


SOME CRITICAL PERIODS. 


At Times It Looked Like the Wom¬ 
an’s Championship Would 
Come West.

EW YORK, Oct. 12.—Miss Gene- 
vieve Hecker, of the Essex 
County Country Club, Orange. 
N. J.. champion woman goffer of 
the Metropolitan Goff Association, won the 
highest honors a woman golfer can at¬ 
tain In the United States to-day. On the 
Baltusroi Golf Club links, near Short 
Hills, N. J.. Miss Heckor, in defeating 
Miss Lucy Herron, of Cincinnati, by five 
up and thr*»o to plaj*. won the much- 
coveted title of champion woman goffer 
of the United States Goff A&aociatlon. 
The first really acknowledged women’s 
mit!onal championship of the United 
States wa* won by Mis* Beatrix Hoyt, 
of the Shlnnecock HIT.* Club, In and 
she held the title during the next two 
tournaments In D97-189S. 

At the Philadelphia Country Club link* 
in 1890 Mis* Ruth Underhill, of the Nas¬ 
sau Country Club, Glen Cove, L. I., wa* 
returned the winner, and last year Miss 
Frances E. Orlscom, of Marlon, Pa,, took 
tho honors out of the Metropolitan dis¬ 
trict to her Philadelphia home. 

Ml** Hooker, through her victory to¬ 
day, has recaptured the honors for the 
Metropolitan Association, although at 
crltlcul periods during the tournament 
Just ended it looked as if the prlxo would 
Hther go West or to New England. 

Miss Hecker’s winning caused no sur¬ 
prise, as It W’as generally believed that 
she would acquit herself creditably. She 
I* an excellent player, who can always 
bo relied upon to put up a good game, 
and, while she Is at times erratic, it is 
always noticeable that the better the 
player against whom she Is pitted the 
better golf she puts up. Several times 
during the tournament she played rather 
weakly, but she atoned for these lapses 
by driving and playing through the fair 
green with the accuracy of a profession¬ 
al. 

Miss Herron, always a favorite among 
Eastern golfers, surprised many by bril¬ 
liant spurts of play, particularly In her 
short sum**, and It ts no discredit to her 
to have been beaten by the new cham¬ 
pion. To those who have studied golf 
records the victory of Mis* Hecker over 
Mi?* Herron wa* not as easily accom¬ 
plished a* many thought It would have 
been. It wo* quite evident that Ml** 
Hscker wa* far from being on her beat 
game to-day and at the same time it wa* 
notli'cablu that Mis* Herron, probably 
through over-anxloueneos, pressed on her 
long game, and was nervous on her short 
gam.- at times, so that she inay be said 
to have been not quite at her best. 

Mi** Hocker absolutely threw away ,tho 
first two holes, a* they were halved In 
seven and six respectively. These figures 
show that the play was mediocre and not 
up to the golfing standard expected from 
championship aspirants. Miss Herron 
won the third hole in a rather good four, 
although she had a chance for a three. 
Mis* Decker, who had the longer drive, 
meosed her approach shots about so that 
she practically gave the hole to Miss 
Herron, which made the Cincinnati girl 
one up. Mtes Hecker played much bet¬ 
ter for the fourth hole, and after Mis* 
Herron had missed a chance on the green 
the New* Jersey girl squared Jhe match 
bv winning the hole in five to six. Miss 
Hecker drove splendidly from tho fif¬ 
teenth tee, while Miss Herron topped her 
drive and found the bunker. This cost 
her a stroke, which she got cleverly 
over the second bunker, and was close to 
the green In four. Mlsa Hecker, us ng an 
Iron for second, sliced badly and only 
made the green on the like.

America’s Trophy About the Only One 
Great Britain Does Not Hold.

LTHOUGH the America’s Cup 
races soak up all the available 
Interest of the world when 
they ore pending, the cup Is 
only one out of a dozen famous trophies 
that Britain ha* to struggle with other 
nations for every year, and to thr yacht¬ 
ing enthusiast there are several races 
quite a* exciting and Important, rays 
the London Mall. 

I'rance h*a her challenge cup. or rather 
we have It. for we wr^ated it from her 
two years ago. It Is, however, going hack 
to her thl* year without being raetd for 
at ail, owing to a clause in the rule*. 
France hus two International cup*, and 
this first one She calls the "Coupe de 
France." It was won at Canii'* m 1893 
by tin- XTngllsh cutter Gloria, a id is a 
handsome sliver cw«r, costing £70. The 
leading French yacht club, the Union de* 
Yuvhta Francmia, offered It as open to any 
nation defended by the French cutter La¬ 
urel Gloria *oon snapped it un, how¬ 
ever,* and brought It to England. Like 
the America’s Trophy. It Is a cn alien** 
cup and open to bouts of twenty tens, 
French rule. There wa* a challenger lu 
ISifj atul another last year, but our neigh¬ 
bor* were beaten each turn- Tne races 
were sailed at Hyde, in the Solent, and 
though of great interest to yachting men 
they did not catch the public interest. 
This year there wa* another challenge 
from Quund-Meme, a French boat built 
for the contest. When the time came to 
measure, however, tne English boat wa* 
found to bo over her rating. Now tbira 
U a clause In the rub* by which, if one 
of the yacht* i* not to ortFr or ready 
within a certain time, the oth r 1* allowed 
to take the cup. The IOntrllsh owner ask- 
*d for time to repair the error but it 
was refused nnd the cup claimed. The 
two boats afterward *a!!ed their match, 
rtimr* from tho question of the ptn*. ana 
the British won eaaily. There I* little 
doubt we shall get the French cup again 


we, after several failure*, have Juat man- 
ngtd to capture thl* yoAr. This is a very 
desirable cup. Indeed, and quite as im¬ 
portant as the other. Franco has already 
challenged for it next year, so anxious U 


she to get ft back, and the race* !n 1902 
will he nailed on the Solent. The race la 
for onc-tonners. open to all nation*, and 
the French are becoming very expert at 
designing and racing them. The English 
boat, Scotia II., was the product of our 
very best uraall yacht designer, Mr Un¬ 
ion Hope, and she only Just managed to 
wrest the cup from the Frvr.i'h vessel 
Lcquurin- There wa* an Italian yacht. 
DaJ-I>oJ. also doing her best to get the 
cup. but she soon fell out of the run¬ 
ning. So the cup will row remain in En¬ 
gland till Franc#* wins it back. 

Every' year we race Germany for a cup 
rhut throw* the Am*rica'a prize into the 
shade for heauty and value, and I* raced 
for by a big fleet of the biggest nnd finest 
yachts afloat. It is the Kalner** Uup de¬ 
signed and presented l>y the Emperor 
himself, and which he always hands to 
the winning owner In person, it f* of 
solid gold, hearing on one side the me¬ 
dallion of Queen Victoria, and on the 
other side one of the Kals< r, and I* open 
to yachts of over fifty ton* fn an ocean 
race from Dover to Heligoland, Britain 
ha* always captured thl* prize without 
difficulty, and th!* Is by far the grandest 
race of the seawon. ail the pfrk of the 
great ocean-cruising yachts competing 
over the long, open sea course. On ar¬ 
rival. bath winners and losers are treat¬ 
ed w'th princely hospltallty-in one case 
the KuJser sent out a fleet of torpedo- 
boa '-destroyers, each of w*hlch towed one 
of the strong- ynrtbt* into a *ttfe berth 
after the race The Heligoland Cup as 
It ts sometimes called. Is worth £1 0r*> 

Even If we fall to get the one nnd 
only America’s Cup. ami the States still 
hold our old prlxv tight, we have one of 
lurs that she has failed to win hack from 
us, nnd a fine trophy It Is Thl* Is tho 
Cape Mky International Cup, of «uver 
worth £W>. nnd was first offered bv Amrrl 
•ca In 1872 to all nations. The first Brit¬ 
ish yacht to challenge was SU RJchnrd 
Sutton's Oenestn, ami she won It easily 
the race being willed In half a gale of 
wind. The Grnesta brought the trophy 
back, and in 1S93, America, being anxious 
to get It hack, sent the Nava hoe over 
here to compete. The King's Britannia, 
the most successful racing yacht ever 
built, defended the cup and beat the 
American hands down, but the visitor 
got bock another cup which the States 
had lost to us. This last wa* the finest 
contest ever seem for the American boat, 
after a race of 130 miles, won by only tw’o 
and half seconds.

CARD AGAINST TAMMANY. 


INCREASE OF ASSESSMENT TO BE 
MADE A CAMPAIGN ISSUE. 


MAY CREATE A DEFICIT.

You have no doubt often beon told 
that when you »ee a ladybird you should 
never destroy it, for It Is a mest valu¬ 
able insect to man, being among the 
greatest of crop savers. This fact has 
recently been realized by the official en¬ 
tomologist of South Africa, who. it is 
■aid. has Just given a most remarkable 
order to America. 

It Is for nothing less than a supply of 
20.000 ladybirds to be delivered In South 
Africa all alive and kicking. This little 
army of redcoats Is not intendi d to sup¬ 
plant Lord Kitchener And his khaki-clad 
legions. On the contrary, they are to be 
imported for the sole purpose of wagring 
war on a certain injurious Insect, which 
abounds In Cape Colony and threatens 
to do as much harm to agriculture as the 
campaign itself. 

Though the thoroughbred ladybird Is 
held to be tvorth her weight in gold, she, 
nevertheless, comes of a family that has 
a good many black sheep In It—that is to 
say. as black as sheep go in the Insect 
world. Nevertheless, the ladybird la a 
lady "for a' that, an* a' that," nnd Is 
the world’s great crop saver, year alt*»r 
year. Indeed, the ladybird’s whole life 
is a series of guerrilla engagements with 
other Insects that destroy the farmer’s 
crops. 

French children long ago named It the 
insect of the good God. and in England 
we have the rhyme; 

"ladybird, ladybird, fly away home." 
The ladybird Is found in every country 
on the globe, although the species in 
some localities are more useful than 
those in others. It has a round body 
only about onc-elghth of an Inch in di¬ 
ameter, nnd Is unobtrusive both In looks 
and manner. 

Youf ladybird Is always hungry, feed¬ 
ing upon the egg* of othyr Insect* and 
upon the Insects themselves If they are 
small enough to be swallowed by a 
specimen so diminutive ns the ladybird 
Itself. Tho lady ladybird lays a string 
of tiny yellow eggs. She is cunning 
enough always to lay these amid a col¬ 
ony of plant lice. 

As soon as the larvne batch out. look¬ 
ing like miniature alligators, they begin 
to cat. and being carnivorous they fall 
upon the tiny Insects round them. In 
the five or !flx weeks that they are grow¬ 
ing up they destroy a whole plant-lice 
settlement. Then they roll up as co¬ 
coons and hang suspended head down¬ 
ward In nearly every available nook. 
They coine out of the shell full grown 
ladybirds, and keep on their carnivorous 
career. 

Curiously enough, the ladybird Itself 
lias few enemies. Its only means of de. 
fense Is a pungent liquid which Is not 
poisonous. Is not really of a had odor 
and probably frightens none of Its hap¬ 
hazard foes. When It is frightened It 
draws Its feet up close under Its body 
und sticks tightly to the under side of 
a leaf. Presently, if nothing alarming 
happens. It spreads Us small wings and 
flics away, all the time watching sharp¬ 
ly out of its brilliant black eyes. The 
ladybird really has two pairs of wings, 
although it seldom gets credit for them. 
The front pair fold owr and form part 
of the hard shell that Incases Its body. 
The hind wings are used for short 
flight*. 

Nearly every insect which destroys the 
crops Is the prey of the ladybird. Many 
of these are the ladybird's first cousins, 
such as blister beetles, squash beetle*, 
bugs, cabbage beetle*, weevils, burkbor- 
lng beetles, flour beetles and bean 
beetles, all of which belong to the 
eoleoptera order. 

In California a few years ago a par¬ 
ticularly large kind of ladybird was in¬ 
troduced from Australia. It was found 
to be the only agent which could cope 
with the particular sort of beetles which 
caused the cottony cushion scale on 
grapes. 

In two years the work of the ladybird 
netted a profit of £100,000 to the State. It 
has now practically exterminated this 
special scale Infect. 

It Is on this account that the Amer¬ 
ican farmers are beginning to protest 
against the scooping of ladybirds up In 
large numbers In order to send them to 
South Afric a. _

These enormous increases In tax rate, 
valuations and debt since consolidation 
have boon seized upon by the oppo¬ 
nents of Tammany Hall and will be 
made a feature of the coming municipal 
campaign. 

The minority members of the Finance 
Committees of the Municipal Assem¬ 
bly refused yesterday to sign the reports 
presented to that body and will bring 
In a minority report, in which they will 
charge ttie Administration with extrav¬ 
agance an«l waste. It Is understood 
that this minority report will be re¬ 
vised by the campaign managers of 
tbe anti-Tammany orgnnlrat ors and 
Will be distributed bruadcfc.it as an elec¬ 
tion document. 

No explanation Is given In the report 
of tho majority of the great Increase 
In the amount of money to be raised 
by taxation this year. Strenuous efforts 
were made to keep the tax rate down.

The report had been pre¬ 
pared in the Financial Department «>n 
data supplied by the Tax Department. 

It sets forth that the total budget for 
the >ear to be raised by general taxa¬ 
tion was $98,096,413.43. Fr >m this Is de. 
ducted $11*787.949.88. the .*timated city 
revenue from sources other than taxa¬ 
tion. and $10,620,568.62, the « ost of county 
government, which the law provides 
must be paid proportionately by the 
several counties In the city limits. It Is 
this provision W’hlch makes the differ¬ 
ence between the tax rates of the bor¬ 
oughs. 

The county expenses are divided as 
follows: New York county. $7,658.704 84; 
Kings county. $2,437,945.45; Queens coun¬ 
ty, $363,861.71, and Richmond county, 
$160,056 62. 

In making the estimate for deficiencies 
In the revenues, it has been assumed 
that the franchise tux. which Is now in 
litigation, will be upheld by the courts 
and that the city will receive Its *haie 
of the proceed*. Should this assumption 
fall, there will be a h*uvy deficit at 
the end of the year. 

Under special legislatice acts, $199,412 
for the Improvement of Surf avenue, in 
Brooklyn. Is to be raised, one-half by 
the borough of Brooklyn and one-half 
by th*‘ Thirty-first ward. The Thirty- 
second ward mu*t raise $4,000 to pay the 
claim of James F. Casey. These levies 
are provided for In tbe rate.

I don’t mean that 
the big men of the firm chase around 
after clients. Of course they don't. 
But Iho firm does a lot of shrewd plan¬ 
ning ahead. It schemes In a particular 
fashion of Its own to widen Its sphere 
of usefulness—to Itself. 

"Of late year# om* of iho expedients 
adopted has been the taking Into the 
firm of young college graduates who 
cun give a reasonable guarante* th.it 
thev will bring business.

They want 
to be able to ’swing* as much of the 
future legal business of their fellow' 
graduates as they can. 

"A chap who can bring business of 
that sort is taken In on a good salary, 
even when he Is the veriest tyro at 
law. He’s exacted, of course, to do 
what real work he can and to study 
hard. But the salary is for the pull he 
can exert over hie fellows."

The stories of the Delmonlcos would 
fill o. volume. A word first as to the 
management of their various establish¬ 
ments. Everything Is conducted upon 
military principles. Everybody keeps 
his own place. The ffreat chef directs 
from his offico all his army of cooks like 
a General. He does nothing: himself, 
but gives his orders through his lieuten¬ 
ants. the head sauce cook, the head 
roast cook, the head vegetable cook, the 
head gardemanger—meaning the man 
who supervises the butcher, the fancy 
dishes, the decorations, fish, poultry, 
game and meat salnda: the head pastry 
cook, the head oonfectloner and dee 
cream man and the night chef. These 
hating received their orders. In turn 
give them to their subordinates. 

Throughout the entire D-dmcmioo es¬ 
tablishment the same military order 
prevails. The managers give their or¬ 
ders to the steward*, the latter to the 
head waiters, while the last named give 
their Instructions to the waiters, bell¬ 
boys, pantry girls and silver men. Each 
one has his own duties to perform and 
pavs no attention to what his neighbor 
is doing. All work together in harmony, 
a Btate of affairs that you will hardly 
find In many catering establishments. 

An enormous quantity of supplies Is 
needed at the Belmonlco establishments 
every day and everything Is purchased 
upon a systematic plan. Every evening 
each head of department puts on a mar¬ 
ket list what articles he has on hand 
nnd gives It U> the head chef; the lat¬ 
ter on the same list addds the addi- 
'tlonal articles wanted by him on the 
following day. The next morning each 
head of department receives his allot¬ 
ment of goods for the day and Is held 
responsible for ’ts quality. These things 
come to him directly from the dealer 
and If they are not irp to the standard 
must be returned at once, and on his 
list he must write In the article or arti¬ 
cles sent back. Contracts are made 
every year with several large firms who 
bind them-selves to meet any requisition 
for supplies made upon them by Del¬ 
monlco. no matter how large the order 
% may be. 

It has been said that a man must 
have the qualities of a statesman to 
run a first-class restaurant successful¬ 
ly. Old Loremto Delmonlco had a ge¬ 
nius for management, and It aeems to 
remain In the family. When he was 
nllvc the men of the establishment used 
to stand around as though under the 
orders of a Napoleon. Everything was 
systematic. No superfluous person nr 
thing was ©ver about the place. He 
bad a remarkable knowledge of the de¬ 
tails of his business and nothing es¬ 
caped his attention. An incident that 
•K-curred In the old Fourteenth-street 
bouse Is worth tolling. One of the hall- 
boys was wrapping a dinner roll In 
rather a large sheet of paper—some 
18 by 24 Inches. Mr. Delmonlco hap¬ 
pened to see him and «*ald: 

“Boy. take that roll out of that pa¬ 
per! Now. tear the Da per In half; and 
now tear one of the halves In two. You 
ran now wrap up the roll In a quarter 
of the sheet. There! It looks better, 
nnd vnu have saved three-quarters of 
a sheet of paper. If you use a whole 
sheet again for so small a bundle I will 
discharge you!*'

Notables At Delmonlco’s. 


There can be no satisfactory list 
given of the notables whose palates 
have been tickled by the Delmonlcos. 
The delicious dinners, the delightful 
r^nrers. the dainty breakfasts, the old 
wjnea—ah! thousands that partook of 
i» cm are on the other side of the Ptyx. 
Away back In the early days one of 
the great patrons was Charles Louis 
Napoleon, known as Louis Napoleon, 
afterward President of the French Re¬ 
public and later Emperor of the 
French. Napoleon always dined at the 
Hotel Delmonlco at Broadway and 
Morris street with Tames Wallack, and 
later on Jenny Lind, the great singer, 
Jotncd the party. Lorenzo Delmonlco 
was a great admirer of Louis Napoleon 
nnd used to wear a lock of Napoleon 
Bonaparte's hair In the locket of his 
watch chain and would not, he said, 
tnk* $10000 for It. 

Here also the Prince de Joinvllle. grfcfn 
In command of his frlrrate. the Belle 
Poule. at this port In 1840. was In the 
habit of taking regularly his dinner and 
his ease ashore. 

The opening In 1581 of the Fourteenth- 
*tn*et house at once eclipsed the glories 
of nil the other establishments. During 
it a existence It received Prince* of rovol 
end imperial blood, the Grand Duke 
Alexis and Charles Dickens. There 
Morse received his final crown from an 
*mblage comprising all the distin¬ 
guished men of science of the country. 
Gen. Winfield Scott lived there. 

Within Us walls William IT. Steward 
and Charles Sumner spoke and Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln threw off h!« quaint nnd 
curiously crusted Jc^ts. Here Andrew 
Johnson and Gen. Grant sat down at 
meat together. Indeed, there has not 
been a President of the United States 
from 1832 to the present hour who has 
not been entertained ut Delmonlco's.

Andrew Johnson nnd Dickens. 

Lincoln dined there whenever he was 
in the city. One day be sent for Lo¬ 
renzo Delmonlco and said: 

“Mr. Delmonlco, In my home In Wash¬ 
ington, there are many mansions, but 
nhts! we have no ccoka like yours." 

Lincoln, the rallsplltter and victor 
over the polished Stephen A. Douglas, 
con lesrmd Che \\-ays of luxury. One 
night, Andy Johnson, as his intimates 
called him - he was president 1 Johnson 
to others—had been dining at the Four¬ 
teenth-street estahltefcment with friend*.

Every year the mosquito phigue 
seem* to Increase In the French capital, 
and Prof. Blanchard has again made a 
communication to the Academy of Med¬ 
icine on that subject, especially con¬ 
cerning the possibility of the propaga¬ 
tion of diseases by mosquitoes, nnd the 
means of combating these insects. He 
calls to mind the historical fact that 
certain towns and health resorts of 
antiquity had to be abandoned on ac¬ 
count of the mosquitoes which had In¬ 
vaded them, and that at the present 
moment there are towns and regions 
which on that account suffer greatly in 
their commerce and extension. The 
complaints concerning the multiplica¬ 
tion of those insects In Paris deserve 
the attention of the Medical Academy, 
especially as there Is a question as to 
whether mosquitoes can transmit dis¬ 
ease*. Prof. Blanchard contends that 
no one could affirm It. because till now 
none of those insects of the anopheles 
species, which are considered as alone 
capable of doing so, have been found 
In Paris. The anopheles Is a mosquito 
with large legs and extremely long 
wings. 

The Paris mosquito belongs to the 
culex species—<hat Is to say, It is a 
common gnat. They cannot, however, 
be regarded as completely Inoffensive, 
as they are capable of transmitting a 
parasitical disease, the filariose, which, 
however, fortunately, does not exist in 
France. Prof. Blanchard, nevcrihfdess. 
thinks the Paris mosquitoes tire capable 
of propagating leprosy. He gave to the 
Academy of Medicine several examples, 
to which Dr. Chantemesse added the 
relation of other facts he had noted at 
Constantinople, tending to prove that 
leprosy Is. perhaps, only corrtagioua 
during the night. However that may 
be, nnd admitting that the Paris mos¬ 
quitoes do not constitute a danger for 
public health, they are. at least, most 
irritating, and their destruction 1* evi- 
dontv desirable. Prof. Blanchard con¬ 
tends that the larva of the mosquito 
can be destroyed by pouring petroleum 
on stagnant water. He thinks that the 
academy should demand of the public 
powers, first, 'the publication of a pam¬ 
phlet warning the public of the possible 
dangers connected with mosquitoes, 
end indicating the means of destroying 
•them, and secondly, the adoption of the 
necessary measures to destroy the mos¬ 
quito larva In the water on the public 
places In Paris.

M. C. D. Borden’s decision to advance 
the wages of his mill workers at Fall 
River has been the topic of consider¬ 
able conversation among the dry goods 
men of Worth street and its vicinity. 
Following his heavy purchases of print 
cloths. It has aroused more or lews spec¬ 
ulation as to exactly what his scheme 
of business Is this time. His purchases 
of gray print cloths In the last month 
have caused an advance In price in 
those goods from two and seven-six¬ 
teenths cents to three cents 

One of his competitors has said that 
Mr. Borden sees that he has not quite 
cornered the market and so has ordered 
an advance of 5 per cent. In the wages 
of his mill employes with the purpose 
of stiffening the market and preventing 
the break which would have been like¬ 
ly to have ensued, Inasmuch as his cor¬ 
ner was Imperfect. This same mer¬ 
chant said that even Mr. Borden hlm- 
however, did not know how long 
stronger market would lost, nnd 
would cost Mr. Borden $50,000 a 
to pay the increased wages, a 
which he Is able to afford, but 
which some of his competitors cannot 
afford and they consequently will be 
forced to shut down. . 

A* men with this point of view see It, 
Mr. Bordc-n, after possessing himself of 
much of the available stock at low 
prices, but rot all of it, has stmply 
decided to Increase the cost of the re¬ 
maining supply to his competitors by 
stiffening the market price now and 
forcing them to increase the cost of 
future manufacture to themselves by 
raising the wages of their employes to 
the plan** of those at his mills, or fall¬ 
ing that to face a strike. This last al¬ 
ternative would not only be costly to 
them, but would strengthen his posi¬ 
tion by keeping the general stock low. 

On the other hand, men who take a 
different outlook do not hesitate to say 
that Mr. Borden has merely shown 
himself once more to be a smarter busi¬ 
ness man than his competitors, as he 
ha* done from time to time In the 
course of his business life 

“If Mr. Borden has made money." one 
of these men said yesterday, “and now 
Is willing to divide some of It with hi* 
employes, why It seems to me he Is 
simply showing himself to be a mighty 
good fellow*. If at the same time he 
finds It a good business Btroke to do 
so, why. doesn’t that again go to show 
that he knows how’ to do good busi¬ 
ness? Suppose that In conducting hla 
own business, and Incidentally sharing 
good results with his employes, he does 
force competitors Into the position of 
raising the wages of their employes 
too. and thereby Increase the cost of 
production to them, what has he to do 
with that question? He is In business 
for hlipself, as they are for them¬ 
selves.‘V 

Mr. Borden has Just put up the price 
of Indigo blue prints a quarter of a 
rent . but that does not take effect un¬ 
til Saturday. The undyed material 
which has constituted the great bulk 
of his purchases he turns Into his own 
dye and print works and convert* Into 
finished good*. Tt Is said that at pres¬ 
ent prices Mr. Borden stand* to win 
from $50,000 to $125,000 on print cloth* 
a* the work of one month. He lunched 
frugally yesterday on bread and milk.

How 
well I knew that being of English birth 
wns the only reproach her enemleB 
could bring ngnlnst her. From the day 
of her marriage she had striven to clo 
her duty to her adopted country, but 
she refused to give up the great privi¬ 
lege of her birthright, and endeavored 
to teach the advantages that she had 
learned in England, and which were In¬ 
variably misunderstood.—[The North 
American Review.

The Unlversalltt General Convention, to 
he held In Buffalo, beginning October 17 
with a ministers* meeting, promises to be 
one of the largest and most Interesting 
In the history of the church which it rep¬ 
resents. It will be composed of 483 mem¬ 
bers. if the delegations are full, and will 
Include delegates from nearly every State 
ltl the Union. The delegates ore appoint¬ 
ed by the various State conventions, each 
State being entitled to a number propor¬ 
tionate to the number of its parishes. 
The General Convention meets blenntally. 
Among the Important matters which will 
claim the time of the convention Is tho 
report of the committee appointed two 
years ago to consider the overture of the 
American Unitarian Association for closer 
co-operation. The reports of the Board 
of Trustees, the general superintendent, 
the Southern missionary and tho per¬ 
manent committees on temperance and 
penology will also provoke much thought 
and discussion. The convention sermon 
will be preached by the Rev. Dr. John 
Coleman Adams. Business sessions will 
be held In the Church of the Messiah, 
w hile a number of mass-meetings will be 
held in Convention Hail.

WILL TRY 

AMENDMENT AGAIN. 

What is known as the Huntington 
amendment, which was voted down by 
a reconsideration of a previous vote at 
the General Convention last Tuesday, and 
which provides that congregations will ng 
to submit themselves to the spiritual 
oversight of a Bishop of the Episcopal 
Church, may be permitted to use other 
forms ami directories of worship than 
that prescribed In the Book of Common 
Prayer, has not been entirely killed, al¬ 
though further consideration of It will 
be put off till the next General Conven¬ 
tion, three years heuce. What was voted 
down last Tuesday was a slightly alter¬ 
ed form of the amendment offered, and 
the original form of business for the next 
convention. Tho amendment la largely 
for the benefit of a growing Scandina¬ 
vian population In the Northwest, which 
objects to Lutheran form of church gov¬ 
ernment because, they claim. It foils to 
preserve the undent Scandinavian faith 
because It has no Bishops. There Is said 
to bo 300.000 Swedes In the Northwest, 
many of whom, it is claimed, would come 
under Episcopal direction if provision 
were made for them to retain tho order 
of service to which they are accustomed. 
Five Swedish congregations havo recently 
Joined the Episcopal Church, and several 
more are about ready to do so.

METHODIST PREACHERS MUST 
NOT USE TOBACCO. 

The Northern Methcd'sts will not or¬ 
dain a man to preach the Gospel If he 
Is a tobacco consumer. Southern Meth¬ 
odists are moving In this direction. Dr. 
Morrison reports the action of Kentucky 
Conference as follows: 

“The only questions which provoked dis¬ 
cussion were th&t of memorializing the 
General Conference to remove the time 
limit of the pastorate, and to give us cer¬ 
tain legislation against preachers using 
tobacco. The conference refused to mem¬ 
orialize the General Conference to remove 
the time limit. The discussion on the to- 
bacco question was quite spirited. The 
brethren who championed the cause of 
the filthy habit went down In defeat. On 
a standing vote, there were 82 in favor 
of legislation against tobacco, and 25 op¬ 
posed to it. Tho time Is not far distant 
when ministers of the Gospel must give 
up tho us© of tobacco. 

“About ten young men were admitted, 
or re-admltted on trial, Into the confer¬ 
ence, and not one of them uses tobacco 
lr» any form. We must see to It that our 
connections! officers are free from thl# 
habit. 

“One of the most hopeful signs of the 
times Is the fact that the more intelligent 
and spiritually minded people in all the 
churches are rising on & plane above the 
mlftty region of tobacco smoke and am¬ 
ber. Amen.’*

Accordingly, we shall lay much 
stress upon missions, Sunday-schools, 
League work. Christian education, reviv¬
